Hydrogi'aphic Vessel Takes 
Water With Appropriate 
Ceremony

Canada was 
now at the beginning of things with 
regard to building iron .ships. Tho 
Dominion government, looking to 'tho 
development of shipb-ollding, had 
given order.s for tills vessel, and others 
wore to be built. Why shojild not 
ijtvaso be built on the Piicific?' ■. Iron 
was here, and money, men and all tho 
re<iulremonts for Ihu building of the 
ships. 

Capt. .]'. ^V. Troiii), raiperintendeiit 
of tile C. 'p. It. Kteam.shlp company, 
.said lie feared that in following so 
many olofTuc-nt speakers. Iliere was 
little left to be said. Ho had se0n the 
shipping of British Columbia;, grow, 
from soon after the arival 'of the orlg- 
irial Beaver and the Knterprisi?, which 
he noted by reading tlio Colonist items 
of "Forty Year.s Ago," had sailed this 
timo four, decades past, thenco until 
the coming of tho lino steamer Prin- 
cess Victoria.

More Remains to Be Done. 

Jlr Drurv in his remarks had refer- 
red to the iaet tliat he, in effect, spoke 
as the reiiresentutive of the. minister 
of marine, and had been. kind enough 
to speak of what the government had 
done; but It hud not done, all that 
could be done. Many . llghthousen had 
been built In the last two years, , a 
trail had been made, wireless stations 
established, and other much needed 
things had been done.

For 
some years the Canadian vessels had 
had the competition of Norwegian 
cheap-manned, cheap-provided ves- 
sels with which it was Impossible for 
SUt'h .Shll^B ais •wore used by the Cana- 
dian llrms' to hold their own, conaid^ 
erliig tho cheap cost of tho foreign 
craft. 

.(Snother thing which many did not 
seem to know w.is that American ves- 
.■;els i)!v between .Seattle and ^'ictoria 
whicli were allowed to carry Canadian 
goods In bond to Victoria, while, the 
Canadian ve^^sels were not allowed .to 
carry United Stales goods under sim- 
ilar coiillitlons. Tho Canadian, Steamer 
is now allowed to carry United States 
freight from a United States, port con- 
signed to any port boyoiid in Unlti a 
States territory. He wished, to call 
those things to the acting .minister of 
marine.

He has 
been touring tho United States and 
after a few weeks spent in the republic 
to tho south ho is about to cross Can 
ada en route home. Though lie visited 
America in ISSf-this is his first sight 
of the Pacific and ills stay in San 
Francisco, Seattle and Portland have 
improsned him greatly with the poten 
tiallties of the Pacific slope. ^ Ho had 
not yet had time to form an impression 
of Victoria, but from all that Ite has 
lieard of the sentinel city of the ISm 
plro upon the western ocean, ho is pre 
pared to go homo v\'ith glowing opin 
ions of its possibilities and of those 
of Vancouver island. 

Sir Edgar is one of tho makers of 
empire. He has shared with Gordon, 
Kitchener and Cromer to no little de- 
gree in placing Eg.vpt upon tho sound 
basis llnancially and otherwise v.'hlch 
the Britlsli occupation has won for it, 
for Sir Edgar for six of tho most criti 
cal years in the history o£ tliat coun 
try, 18S3-1SS&, was financial adviser to 
the Egyptian government. 

Tho present trip was inspired by 
curiosity purely. The distinguished 
visitor would not admit that ho had 
financial interests in America or that 
buslnes.s entered at all into the reasons 
which inspired this globe-trotting ex- 
pedition lie merely came to learn. 
The prophecy of tlio premier of tho 
Dominion tliat as the 19th century had 
been that of the United States, so th 
20tli was to bo Canada's he quoted as 
one of the stock sayings in Great Brit- 
ain when Canada is mentioned and as 
quite sufficient to inspire tho interest 
which nearly ever Britisher feels in the 
greatest ,of tlie British possessions be- 
yond tlie seas. 

Though a brotlier of Sir Howard 
VIne'ont, the ardent imperialist and ad- 
vocate of tariff reform. Sir Edgar has 
taken no active interest in tho Cham- 
berlain propaganda. Ho did not care 
to be quoted in that connection. 

'■My work has been entirely in 
Egypt and Turkey," lie remarked when 
asked with regard to tlic above. With 
regard to the problems of tlie latter 
countries he was not quite so laconic. 

He believes that Egypt's position lin- 
anclally and otherwi.'se is so sound that 
It can not be shaken by the departure 
of any one man and while he quite 
fehares in the gcneiMl opinion of Lord 
Cromer, he does not think tliat the re- 
signation of that great pro-eon.sul v.'ill 
be attended by harm to tho country.

Doubiless if wc understood 
them bettor, wc would see that the ap-

accustomed. Hence wc failed to bo 
influenced bv it as some of us lioped 
to be. The fault was in ourselveSj not 
In the player.' Our .unskilled cars re- 
quired something more intense, pos- 
siblv If wc said something coarser we 
woultl not bo very far astray. The 
great ma.Jorlty ot lii.s hearers undoubt- 
jV^edly;^' failed, to take in tho full strength 
'and'^ljeauty of his work, , and this; Is 
not surprlsinij. There are some things 
v,-hlcli wc need education to appre- 
ciate; for olliers our appreciation i.s 
instinctive. Tins is true of painting, 
of litoraturo, of every art, and 
wiiy sbould wo not admit it is true 
of music? Wliy should vve Ii^'sltttte to 
acltnowledgo that we cannot fully 



grasp the value 'of a musician's' W^^^ 
rwhen,'we,> would;;not.:hesitate to avow 
ourselvesvunable 'to. appreciate the line 
points of a picture? The playing of 
such an artist as Paderewslji lv* a 
revelation, not so 'much of present en- 
joyment, as of a. world: .of possibilities 
in' music of which . most of us have 
never dreamed. His playing needs to 
be digested to be appreciated, and we 
venture to say that this morning m6re 
people^vwj^uld lilcev to' hearrj him- again 
.than would have, wished tffi do so yes- 
terday morning. We have heard in 
Paderewski what is, after allowing for 
ail possible handicaps and even for 
what some claim"' is a sllglit deteriori- 
tation, the acme of piano-fort^ 
playing, or at least so^> near It that 
few of us would be able to point out 
wherein it fell short. This was a great 
prlvileee. We have been shown a point 
of excellence whicli, Indeed, few can 
hope to reach, but vatvwhichi ail can 
aim. Therefore, we repeat our congrat- 
ulations to , tho Musical Society for 
having given tho people of Victoria an 
opportunity of hearing Paderewski and 
offer to him a tribute of admlratlori for 
his achievements In his art. 



TIME FOR REFO.FIM. . 

Yesterday's Colonist contalneav the 
story of an extraordinary tragedy, 
Perhap.3 there never before was any- 
thing lilce it anywhere. True, It was 
only thfi result of a man's becoming 
crazed .by drink, and 'bne death more 
or less chargeable to the drink traffic 
may not amount to very much, but 
these unusual instances are well cal 
culated to 'set us all thinking. Sure 
ly-it Is time 'We began to consider if 
we 'do not owe 'some duty to our fel- 
lows. The Colonist has no desire to 
say to any man that he shall eat 
drinit sucli and such things at such 
and 'sucli times, but, it recognizes that 
it owes a duty to tiie public to counsel 
such a course of action,, as ■shall :ri;;ln 
some degree, at. least, "curii the de- 
structive force of the drink evil. It 
there is anj' way in whicii the sale of 
intoxicating liquors, to .men who are 
already under their influence, can *fbe 
stopped, it ought to bo adopted. ' 

Tljero is another thing in the same 
connection about which wo wish to 
spealc. " There are in the vicinity of 
Victoria a number of saloons, popu 
larly known as "road iiouses." These 
.run-'pn . Sunday and weekdays ■ alike, 
and ,ff there are .'any : limits to the 
hours at which they . are kept open, the 
public arc not aware of the fact. 
Wltliin the cityt the regulations- keep 
all suoh^acea closed ^'on Sund'ay>> and 
lf"*they arb open unreasonabiy late, 
or if unseerrily conduct Is conspicuous 
on the part of those people frequent- 
ing them, the police speedlly. lhterfere, 
But these places out of town are a 
nuisance, and: iiiey\S^stroy the good 
name - of , the Community.^ At .all hours 
of the night ■the' nois'e'iof parties- re- 
turning from them can be heard upon 
any of the streets or roads leading to 
them. This sort of thing ought to be 
stopped. , ' ' ! ■' . ,!» v'. ;!!i' 

We do not wish' to appear, ks, fanati- 
cal, neither do we wish to be carried 
away by what is transpiring in other 
places, but it would not do Victoria any 
harm, if a little of the reform wave, 
which is 'sweeping over Eastern Can- 
ada and the United 'States could be 
felt hereabouts. This community 
would be very much the better for 
genuine temperance reform. A move- 
ment in the right direction has been 
gfotog on^auietly for aqine ttoe»\^i^h:!Bre 
is not as"^'ttiuch drlriklhg in Victoria as 
there; was ten years ago, especially 
among business men, but there is a 
great -scope for improvement in all 
classes of the community. We esti- 
mate legislative enactment in favor 
of .the restriction of the saleiPfj lntpxl- 
cants at, we hope, /its righ'ttTralue, but 
we place it 'second! among • tiie inllu- 
ences for tiie betterment of society in 
tills respect. What is needed is indi- 
vidual reform » first, '■ and after that 
legislatl've restriction win"be compar- 
atively easy. .. .But for the present 
there are some 'matters calling for 
immediate consideration. One of them 
is the road houses, and tlie other :ho 
regulation of the sale of liquor, so that 
men will not 'Isecome crazed' by, drink.' 
■We appreciate 'the difficulty of doing 
succes.sful work in either of these 
lines, but the time lias come when it 
ought to be attempted. We ask the 
business men of Vlctoi-la, If tliey do 
not think it Is in tho Interest' of ' the 
whole community that sometliing shall 
be done in tho direction indicated. 



LAUNCHIN® "'■'^^ LILLOOET 

Tlie government steamer Lillooet, 
whicii wa.s launched yesterday at Jhe 
yards of the British Columbia Maffiie 
Hallway, company, was not by an^ 
means the' first 'ship to take the water 
In this part of Canada, but the Inci- 
dent serves as a text for a few o! ner- 
vations upon what is one of tho most 
Interesting .-and Important nubjects 
which the people of Victoria and Van- 
couver Island can take into consider- 
ation.

WATER SUPPLY 

• -'The ' new Mayor and clty'^Aldermen 
'are" making' "raptS'^^pfrog^ 'Iti' "civic' 
matters and are treating all questions 
coming before tliem in a businesslike 
manner. We wisli to make a sugges- 
tion, and In so doing hope that. -^we 
sliall be considered by our "readers'as 
endeavoring to deal with the .subject 
in a broad sense, and that they, will 
recognize that our only object is to 
advance .and* iprotect the interests of 
Victoria. -Water supply is an import- 
ant topic, for water we must have. 
The ratepayers must decide upon Jhe 
source of suppjy, and must reach their 
decision at an early date, as will be 
seen from the following telegram re- 
ceived in tlie city a few days ago:

Have just received report on water 
supply. An alarming statement. Sit- 
uation not likely to be Improved for 
long time. Accept no ndw business 
until order. Advise what action Vic- 
toria Board has taken on report.

The report was really an alarm Ing 
one, but Victorians as a rule do not 
trouble themselves about matters of a 
serious nature until the facts are for- 
cibly brought . hoijie to them. Before 
another conflagration Is upon us, 
would it not bo wi.'?e for us to take 
some action that would lead to the 
securing of a permanent and abund- 
ant supply of pure, wholesome water. 
One of the Aldermen said the other 
evening something about the protec- 
tion which the congested report of the 
cltj- now has. We do not desire to 
magnify po.ssible dangers, but any one 
who thinks that any part of this city 
is adequately protected;' speaks from 
lack of experience of ■what rhay hap-» 
pen in ca.'se of a really big flro. The 
Colonist /has fearlessly and honestly 
advocated the adoption of GoULstream 
as a source of supply, believing that 
it will meet with ti\p requirements of 
tho city for a long, time' to conie. It 
ha.<i been proved ttirie and ag&in that 
in purity tho Goldstroam water can- 
not be excollcd. XI has boon shown 
that it can be distributed to all parts 
of tho city without employing a'puinpri 
iu.i? station. It Is known that the ■''ca- 
pacity can be Increased to , 22,500,000 
gallons daliy, whicii will meet the need 
of 2.')0,000 jieople. It Is demonstrable 
that tlie property is now producing a 
revenue that will pay interest at 4 per 
cent annually upon $^,000,000, 'It inay. 
also be mentioned that ..during' 'the; 
siiortage of water last , fail tho Elec- 
tric Railway company had to operate 
its system with steam, and that dur- 
ing that period the cost' ot such op- 
eration had to' be borne' by the Tram 
conipany.o The period was twenty- 
eiiflit days and tho cost was slightly 
under $5,000. We all know that the 
location' of/ tlietiGoldstream watershed 
is such, as -cannot . lie <!;^celled, if it 
can be' equalled in /any part of the 
world. "'' 'Contarnlhation ■ troiii any 
source is impossible, a consideration 
of prime importance. 

We may make up our mind.i that 
the Electric Railway, company Is alive 
to its own interests. Its system is 
constantly growing, and must grow 
more rapidly in tho future. It great- 
ly strengthened Us position when It 
bought out the Gas company,^ a ijrop- 
orty which the citizens allowed to pass 
out of tlieir control when $200,000 
would have retained It. Thus tlie 
Electric Ruilway company controls 
not only the tram-car system, but also 
our lighting system. Docs not it scorn 
qulto reasonable that this same ontor- 
pHsing, concern may think It advisable 
to acquire the Goldstream property.

Cemetery. The cofhn was placed upon 
a gun carriage and covered with a 
flag. The carriage was drawn to the 
cemetery by six horses. After tlio 
burial service volleys were fired and 
the "Last Post" 'sounded. 

Mr. Frederick Febvre publishes in 
the Gaulois an interesting document 
preserved in the archives of the Thea- 
tre Francais.

I 
see Buonaparte coming, and I'm afraid 
he'll ask me for seats." 

' The. Rev.' P. Buic}?," of Ahoghill, who 
filed the other day, was one of the few 

people living in recent years who .saw 
Sir Walter Scott. Another wlio In liii 
youth received more than ono pleasant 
and kindly recognition from tho au- 
thor of Waverley has, snys the Daily 
Chronicle, Just passed away in Jfel- 
bourne at the patriarchial age of nine- 
ty-three. His name -was Robert Laid- 
law, and his parents -were near neigh- 
bor.-; of Sir Walter. At the age of 
twenty-four he emigrated to Australia, 
and 'started slicop-larnilng near Mel- 
bourne, wliich at that time was a little 
scattered hamlet of a hundred liousc;. 
At his death Mr. Laldlaw was Mel- 
bourne's oldest inliabltant. He had 
witnes.sed the growth of the .settle- 
ment from a small village into a great 
city and the capital of a Common 
wealth. 

Franz Hoffman, a German, who kll-i 
led a woman and wa.s convicted in 
New Yorlv of murdm' in the second de- 
gree, and sentenced to a life term in 
tlie State prison on Djcembor 26, 18G0, 
has just been released on narolo. Mrs. 
Balllngton Booth, the .Salvationist 
comniaudcj-, will look after the old 
man. He told an interviewer that as 
'soon as he entered .Sing Sing Prison 
he felt it his duty to study the English 
language. "I got books and i)arnphlets 
on Knglisli, and night after night, 
when my day's task had been (;ompIet- 
ed, I would study T'jnglish. I had been 
in Sing Sing but a few months when I 
was taken to TJanneniora. The warder 
got nic a job in the .crarden.

As far as my 
observation goes I thlnlc thuro is a 
Kri:at <U.'al wrons with WVi culture, much 
of t!ie land belns undralnod or Improper- 
ly drained and through having been 
a.skiHl to inspect some orchards I find 
thi-m a seething mass of vermin of var- 
ioiifi kinds, some trees having millions 
of thein. ; 

Now this la. not crcdltalile to any one 
and is deslrind by no one, lu-nc' the 
Quustion occurs: why Is it so? On en- 
quiry J Hud the infested trcos lia^c bi-eii 
tjprayod yearly accordiiifr to tlir KOV- 
erninnnt regulations, .-uid [ noticed that 
whore the spraying touclies the trees 
Ih-st aiul strnn/^'cst. and where It lin- 
gers longost, tho vermin are wor.'^t; that 
is oil the under side of the brjiachcJ. 

1 llnd on many of tin; tr.'cs patches of 
mosses and lichens i;rou'lii(; and wlieio 
tlK'se occar on the upper sido of the 
branch the spraying compounds advo- 
cated by Government lodge, gradually 
de.strov tho moss and outer and inner 
skln.s "of the trees, and thus fnnn a 
canker .spot, often covered and sur- 
rounded by veiniln. In a word I liavi; 
ciune to the cencUision that the mineral 
and chemical compounds are excccdinf;- 
ly deleterious to the trees and if ap- 
plied as recommended in the KOvern- 
ment booklet to tli.j strongest tree 
grown would rrraduallv di'stroy It. In 
the Old Country I have seen unudi | 
harm and no good result from similar 
practices. , 

' As evidence to tlie above evil, I saw 
with great pleasure on arrival hero 
most beautiful crops of fruit on many 
trees and shrubs, sucii as Pyrus aria 
(Service), Pyrus ancnparia, (mouiilaln 
ash), Pyrus pyrucantha (evergreen 
thorn), Rosa canina (briars), Crotoequs 
iloxyoanthe (common hawthorn), Coton- 
easter mlcrophylla, Cotoneaster Slm- 
modsil, IIox a.'iulfolla (common holly), 
Ligustrnm vulRure (privet), etc. These 
and also the deciduous treas such as 
birch, piano, maple, etc., were simply 
loadQd with seed, and 1 saw no vermin 
whatevisr on: fhem. ■'A'as this because 
they were simply lot alono and not 
sprayed to death as the fruit trees are'/ 
I have been told by several old resi- 
dents that those who sprayed most 
liad tho dirtiest trees. 

Plant life is a delicate thing to. deal 
with and if not treated- on thoroiighiy 
natural lines is sure to suffer. Got a 
healthy troo and keep it so should be 
the rule of all fruit ,grow(.'rs. The 
writer sees daily hundreds of Victoria 
gardens gnttlng ruined through neglect- 
ing pruning- till, too .late. , Bos^s are a 
Motablo example*,, as .the^^ap is how mov- 
ing freely and xvbe'nevor tho knifa Is 
luit through tho shools Inter on bloed- 
inj.; occiir.w, thus woalcenlng- the consti- 
tution of the plant and making It sus- 
ceptible to all fungoid and insect pest,"? 
that come around. In the Old Country 
tho writer was considered' second to 
none in this matter, gaining hundreds 
of ilrst prizes in flerce compntltlon 
nprain.nt the whole of Britain, and dur- 
ing his whole career there of over HO 
years as a rpsp grower never 
used any Bpraying compound, os by al- 
lowing plenty of siih' and air found no 
use for it, though many of the com- 
petitors who used many quack remedies 
got no prizes. 

A groat many greenhouse tomato 
growers in the Uld Country sprayed 
their plants and thus choked the pores 
of their loaves and got poor results. 
The writer used only clean water and 
got results second to' no One in Soot- 
land. One famous. <^lasg<jw. grower tell- 
ing him tluit he ha^i never, seen, their 
equal anywhere, " -

Suogesg ^ seemed to have 
crowned our efforts in securing this 
tolephope at Metchosin, but although 
for the moment we are put off, yet wc 
confidently hope for success and very 
shortly. 

"Wo must have no political side to 
this association. Let us be broad mind- 
ed and work for the good of all, and 
work hard first for those parts ot the 
districts that in, our opinion most ur- 
gently lieed it, having in ' mind tho 
greatest, good {or the greatest number.

"As ■■ t;o\',ih4;.f!?try/,ft5f.0sjT:Bai3Vi)Tia 
harbor, yoiir committee have been 
keeping this ,ta the front, and still havo 
hoi)6s of obtainUig at least a ferry of 
moderate cost and capacity. Also thoy 
havo pressed upon the local govern- 
ment tho urgent necessity of at once 
building a public landing ut "Belmont," 
Colwood, where the proposed ferry 
would land, and to where the present 
launch ferry runs, Mi^py passengers 
are crossing now, Especially In the 
morning and evenlngf, many risks being 
taken in landing on the beach and 
rocks. 

"As regards tho matter of getting out 
a pamphlet, u move has been made by 
tlio committee, but on account of cost 
and the difficulty of securing good up- 
to-date i)liotograplis of tho district 
this must rest over, but as soon as 
funds allow, which wo hope will bo in 
the near future, this will be got out.

LIDRARY ENRICHED 
BY EARLY HISTORIES 

Records of Voyages By Early 
Navigators Of the ■ . 
Paqific . - 1 



The provincial llbvarian. E. O. S. 
Scbolefleldi'?has..been 'successful in ob- 
taining' a -number of rare historical 
'■works 'dealing with tho early history 
of tho Paclllc Coast. These detail the 
early .Spanish, -Russlau . {ind l< reneh 
oxploratlons. and have been the object 
of .search bv Mr. Scholefleld for the 
past nine ye'ars, 

'i'hero have been but- two - works de- 
tailing the early Spanisli explorations, 
the first telling of the voyages of Viz- 
caino around Capo La Lucas and the 
Gulf of California, ;ind the second tell- 
ing of tho trip north to the Straits of 
I'^ica by the .galleys Sutil and iMexi- 
caiia. 

'.riie Spanisli authorities were very 
jealous of the juiblieation of any ac- 
countK of their explorations and the 
arcnivcs or mc ruyai court ui iNiam^id 
and of the council of the Indes at 
Seville contain to thi.s da.v documents 
almost iirlceless in their accounts of 
earl.v conditions, upon the Pacilic 
coast. 

Tho work, whicli Mr. Scholefleld 
chlefl.v congratulates himself upon ob- 
taining is the kilter of tho two. Tho 
title page of the book reads: 
Relaclon 
Del Vlagc Ilecho i)or las goletas 
Sntil y Mcxicana 
on el anode 1792 

])ara recouoccr el estreclio do Fuca 
con una iutroducclon en tiue so da 

notlcia de la cxpedlcioncs exccu- 
tadas anieriorineiite i)or los 
Esiianoles en Inisca del.iiaso 
del Noroeste de la America. 

]'\irther It set.i forth that the book 
was firliited by royal command by the 
King's printer at Madrid In 1802. 

In 1.S9II Mr. Schololicld started his 
■search for thi.s work and scoured the 
book markets of tho old v/orkl w itliout 
avail,- until i-eceiitl>-. This is tho third 
complete copy with plates to bu sold 
in tlio last eight or ninu years. In 
1901 .a copy was sold to Mr. Justice 
Martin ol this city, and another fo the 
Portland Llbrarv association by 
Henry Stevens Sons & Sf!|ps;-;thp fa- 
mous collectors of America; ' TllB OOpy 
ju.H obtained by Mr. .SCliolefleld'^ was 
puicha-^ed from J. Gamjjor, of ■'the I'ue; 
Danton, Paris, and ■was^'secured- at • a; 
very reasonable figure. ' 

The most valviablp. portion Pl ' the 
book is the;' .volume.' - containing the 
plates. These- aro.t,!really excellent 
charts pf the waters oi the coast and 
the straltd of Juan ',da F.ucu, until the 
neighborhood of what Is now Point 
Grey was reached. It was. here ihut 
the Spaniards encountered Vancouver, 
and from that lime on . their i-harts 
are defective. ^ 

In Ills account of his voyage, Van- 
couver refers to the meeting with the 
Spanish navigators, and ^.^ C((iuments 
with wonder on their daring In'^Veri- 
turlng so far with such poor equip- 
ineiit. 

Tho pIcturoB Of tho Indian cliieCa are 
excidlently done, as are tliose of tho 
fortifications ut Nootka and San Jiuan. 
The book w.as wr.Utcn.by command of 
tho King lUi. vindication Of the clalniii 
of Spain to tho .regions, which the 
British were endeavoring to make 
their own. 

The provliiciul librarian has also 
been lately ;il)le to obt.'iln a very raiu; 
book published in London In 17t)l, be- 
ing an account of the Riusian voyages 
In search of the northwest passage.' 
The title page reads: 
Voyage 
from 
A-^ia to America' 
For Completing the Di coverles ofthO; 

North AVcsl Coast of America ■ 
to which is prellxed 
A summary of the voyage made by tho 
Russian oil the I'roj'.en Sea 
In search of a North West iiassage. 
'IMie book is tran.slatod from (he 
high Dutch of .S. Aluller, of the royal 
academy of Petersburg, and contains 
in addition three new majis. Cm; of 
tho latter Is a copy of luirt of a Japa- 
nese map of the wm-ld, aiiolln r l.-i a 
copy of Do Li.sle's and liuacln-'s licti- 
tloua map. and tho last is a large map 
of Canada, extending to the I'acillc 
oce:in, and coiUalning tho discoveries 
made l.)y the Russians and tlie French. 

Ml'. Kcholelifla has also obtained a 
copy of the volume which, in tardy 
jusiice to the Italian voyiigour, Mulas- 
pina. was pnl-ill.-ihed in IHH'k 

Malasplne went as far north as the 
Malaspina glacier, between St. ' JOlia.5 
and the sea. He was an Italian niivi- 
gator in the service of Siiain. In 3790 
iio was engaged in survey work upon 
the Paclllc. He himself in coiumaiiii 
of the Discovery, with a con.-ort, the 
Atrovedu, in charge of Cajit. Busta- 
mente, sailed norib in search of thu 
long-souglit North Wc.-^t passage. He 
explored Prince of "Wales sound, and 
searclu-d most of the inlets, including 
.\dmiralt\' bay, looking, for .thO open 
Iia.-sago north. Ho reported'-" that it 
did not exist, .• ^ r- 

The uiil'ortiinato Italian -.'gayo offense 
to the then director of Sjialn, Godo>^, 
the Prince of Peace, and 'Was Incar- 
cerated in tho prison at Corunna upon 
Ills vctuni in 1794. He remained a 
prisoner there, until, after the ]?eaceoi: 
Amiens In 1802/ when, he^irt'os released 
by order of Napolepp. .He died at 
Cadiz In 1814. '^NP history, of tho voy- 
age was eveE'fPUbllshod until 1885, 
though most liatwrmg .references v.'cri; 
m.'ide. to him ahd-l>ls -work by. Galluno 
and Vaklez. - . ' 

Tho quartette of early voyages Is 
completed by four vojuhies of a work 
dealing Avith the eicploratlons of do la 
l^crouse, prliltijd' iri'fiio first year of 
the republic by '6Wer of the Council 
of Public Instruction, Paris, France. 
La Perouse never reached France after 
tho last. 'Of hiS'Voyages, but, with hl« 
ontlro eicpedltlon, perished somewhere 
oi'f the Island of A'nnlkoro. 

Scarcely less interesting, though of 
later date, are another series which 
Mr. Scholefleld has Just succeeded in 
obtaining In New Y'ork. These deal 
with tho famous judgment of the 
German Eniiieror in 1N71 luion the San 
Juan water boundar.\-. 

Of chief Interest Is tho cojiy of the 
Anierlcan case, which -was tho actual 
property of Georgia .Bancroft, tho 
.American pleniiiolcutiary, \\'\lh a, co|)y 
of tho German text ])re.sonted lo Wil- 
liam I. Coijli'S of the i'higlish mem- 
orials as presented by I'akenham aro 
also in the provincial library. 

All tho books above mentioned were 
obtained at a vcvy moderate cost, but 
aro .simply invalualjle lo the student 
of the early hlstor.y of the Paclllc. Mr. 
Scholelleld Is to be congrati(Uited up- 
on his .success.

In a larger sense perhaps than Em- 
erson thought at the moment, tho em- 
battled farmers at Concord Bridge 
fired a shot heard round the world. 
Tho English language Is gaining rap- 
idly over all the tongues among the 
1,600,000.000 people of the earth. Ab'.<nt 
two-thirds of all tlie world's inhabit- 
ants wliich u.se it as a national .speech 
reside in the United Stales. Even more 
than was true in A\'ebster'.s time Eng- 
land lias dotted the surface of the 
wiiole globe with her military posts, 
and lier morning -drumbeat, following 
the sun and keeping eonipany with 
tho liours, circles the earth with an 
unbroken strain of EngUuul's martial 
.•lirs. But by tar the largest .single 
force in .slylng .the English .language 
a world vogue has been tliej-Unltet^ 
States. ■ . " 

EnglLsli hris made a good deal of 
progres.s in liio centuries . which havB 
passed .since Charles Y used- to speak 
French on matters of. business, Italian 
to women, German to his- horses and 
Spanish to God. England was no part

The 
ladies who are about to receive the 
highest honor in the Court of Spain 
arc led by a sponsor. The lady jire-

file Queen coiirtesii's in return, and 
says. "Sit down, please." Tho lady 
llien .sits down on a '-cushion; before 
the Queen and speaks to hor,— -London 
Telegrapii. 



SIR GILBERJ PARKER 

Sir Gilbert Parker, the author of 
whom Canada is justly iiroud, was 
born in in the city ofsQuebeo. He 

wa.s the sun of an officer ot the Royal 
Artillery, and the descendant of a 
long line of military men. He wa« 
educated for tiie church, but, while 
lecturing on Engli.sh ■ literature at 
Trinity college, Toronto, his . views 
changed, and he gave up tbe idea'of 
entering the ministry. 

In ISSC he went to Australia for ills 
health,- and as as.sjst.unt editor of tlie 
Sydney Herald liad an opportunity of 
studying tne Soutli Sea Islands and 
their people. 

In the tour vears spent there he un- 
proved greatly 111 health. lie lectured, 
wrote two books ot travel and two 
successful plays, earning nearly $10,- 
000. . Tlien h,o went -to. England and 
m a little village .in. Her«tordshire be- 
iiixn to write fiction. ..'Iri 1891 ho pub- 
lished a book of ■travel, "Round the. 
Compass in Australia." ^i'- 
The next year Jhq wrote, "Pierre and 
His People" and "The Chief Factor.'; 
A year or two later, "When 'Vateiond' 
Camo to Pontiao," -made his position 
, as a literary man secure. "The Seat.s 
; of thfe'jklightyf followed, and was also 
i highlv praised, but his grcate.st suc- 
1 cess is "Right of Way," (1901). 
I Sir Gilbert's literary work lias 
I brought him not only ' wealth and 
fame, it lias gained for him, tlie 

■ friendship of tho greatest literary tnen 
• in Great Britain, and it has won for 

him the honor of Knighthood. 

Sir Gilbert's home is in London. Ho 
is now a memlier of parliament and 
gives much lime to public affairs. By 
careful system and close application 
he manages to keep up his parlia- 
mentary work and still find time for 
study and writing. His career is an 
(•■aniple of how success may be 

■ acliieved in spite of adverse circum- 
stances by perstnerance and industry.

Thev arc ugly enough, in all consci- 
ence, but not many strangers come to 
us in that way. They form as it were 
a sort of Ijaekdoor entrance into the 
city. [5ut tapurt from tlie istatlons 
there are many things that we do not 
Want tile visitors wlio, we hope, will 
arrive in great ntimbers during the 
coming summer, to see. Allusion lias 
been freciuently made to the unsightly 
condition of many places in the l)usl- 
iiess portion of the town. AVell, there 
is much to bo desired tliere. Bui it 
is about our homes that women are 
concerned Here, too, there is mucii 
room for improvement. There are 
empty lots, liundreds of them, which 
it is no .one's business to loolv after. 
The wild roses, the broom and tlic 
braehen do tiicir best lo likle many 
deformities in the shape of rubbisti 
lieaps of one sort or oilier, liut tlie 
rose bushes are often covered with 
tent -wornis which crawl or swing over 
into the orchards. Tiie sidewalks are 
Dordercd with weeds in many jilaces. 
There iire too nuiny broken fences 
and houses v-hieli sadly need paint. If 
landlords and tenants eonibined a 
vast iinprovi^inenl might be made in 
the general aiipearanee of our city. 
Most peoiile who own their own 
houses ;md gardens and a great inan>' 
who do not. are- careful to in/iUe thi-ni 
as i)i-etty as )iossible. It is a pity, 
tlial ill the rity of whieli we ;irc so 
.iu^^lly proud, there should be any un- 
sightly jilaees. If every man, wimiaii 
and eliild determined lo do' all that 
tlie\- could to ii;ipro\-e thrdr own 
liunies, the attractiveness of Vietorla.

iiullioritles can do much, but tlie peo- 
ple tlieniselves call do far more.

we ail know ot many persons who 
have been restored lo lives of useful-;, 
noss by the nilnislrations of tho doc- 
tors, and attendants of these instltu- 
ll(jns. That the researches of scien- 
tists will lirliig aliout further im- 
provonicnt is devoiitl.\" to be hoped 
and may indeed be e.\|iccted. 

Tiie question of how far the mind 
of one pej'son can inlluonco that of 
another has for many years formed a 
very interesting subject of study and 
speculation.

A very sensible and prudent affair 
is .a marriage in Holland. These 
piiiegmatic ijcople, with their habits 
of frugality, and their simnle and or- 
derly life, propose and accept love on 
a basis of practical and judicious mo- 
tives. ,;.,They are slow and deliberate 
and take plenty , of time to be certain 
of their - intention^,, and,; 'the conse- 
quences likely to follow; but the 
end, generally, is very practical and 
.satisfactory. Tlie Dutch .Sabot is 
somewhat typical of the nation; it is 
provident. In that, it is made of Vvood, 
a material ea^Uy. gotten, and reason- 
able in price; it; is stolid and heavy 
for wearing purpo.ses lo any but a 
Dutchman; it is artistic, in a picture; 
but, best of all, it can be kept beau- 
tifully clean and comfortable, and is 
very useful. 

Soundly practical and unpretentious 
Is a Dutcii proposal, and -.1 great sav- 
ing of words and nerves. , The fav- 
ored maiden is given a iiundkerchief 
by the devoted swain, and at one end 
it is fastened in a, knot, Within which 
is cither a present of money,' or some 
personal ornament. If the maid in- 
tends to accept the suitor, she un- 
ties the Itnot and appropriates the 
gifts; if not, the handlierchiof is re- 
turned with this. ktjPt s't"! In 
the disappointed lover retires. 

The proposal accepted, the cere- 
mony of marriage is usually that of 
the Lutheran church. Tho wedding 
festivities are sunny witli merriment 
and dancing, and quaint and old world 
in cofitumc, and joyously noisy with 
the clatter of the wooden shoes For 
three dajs the feasting is prolonged, 
and is .geiierous and liospit.ible, and 
thoroughly apjireclated by the convi- 
vial guests. 

It is customary for the bride to don 
an apron on the occasion, for the 
purpose of receiving gifts of money. 
Tile apron is supplied witli capacious 
pockets, and into these roomy res- 
poctacies her friends are expected to 
tlirow money; a piece from each 
guest.

Suffocation 

A subscriber writes lo ask us what 
sliould be done if a person is found 
nearly dead from ga.s from a coal 
stove.

It will also 
help to throw colil water on the faco 
and employ artificial respiration. It 
will not be out of place to give a few 
more hints tor oiiiorgencies. ;■ - 

• - . Choking . . 
Wlien a person has swallowed some- 
thin.g tiUit has stuck in tlic throat and 
choiiing results, first try to removu 
It by in.serting the thumb and finger, 
or crooked finger into tho mouth. If 
that bo unsuccessful, try to '.push it 
down with any long?thlni article handj-. 
A blow on the back will frequently 
bo successful in 'dislodging it, or If it 
bo small, swallowing a'pleco of dry. 
bread may effect "the removal. , Chil- 
dren may be held upside 'down and, 
slapped on tho back. 

Fainting 

A fainting fit may sometimes bo 
prevented If the inttient is sat in a 
chair jind bis head gently iiros.iccl 
down on a level wltn tlic knees. One 
method of treatment Is to lay. tiie pa- 
tient on tho lloor, ; free tho , nock of 
constricting articles and apply smell- 
ing salts. Hpringllng cold water over 
the lace, chatmg tho.wrists or- gently 
slapping, , will sometimes bo clllc- 
acious. 

In Case of Fire

A better 
thing to liave m every house:i.5 a cov- 
ered tank that will hold a . couple of 
galvanized pails put inside eacn other. 
Pill the luiik with water, co\rerIng the 
pails almost sl.^ inches, and till you 
liave to do is to take out the palls full 
in a case of emergency.- PuJls stand- 
ing in the ordinary \V'ay, ar6 apt to 
liecomo foul and are trcquoutly not 
full wlicii wanted.

Tiie decks wera 
swept, tarpaulins lifted from the 
hatches and everytliing moveable on 
deck wa.^hod adrift. The mate v/as 
Injured when endeavoring to make 
things snug aloft, and on several oc- 
casions seamen were swept into the 
scuppers by foaming seas. Consider- 
able water broke into the holds, and 
much of the salt, carried forward, was 
sogged. The pumps could not lift it, 
and the ves.sel, pitched down by tlio 
head, rolled so much that Capt. Til- 
ston feared at times she would cai)- 
size. The .shiii .sometimes tlireatcned 
to sliake out her spars, and to .-iave 
the lives of those on board it was 
considered advisable to make the east- 
ern pa.ssage and run for Capetown, 
disabled.

EMILY REED WAS 
A COMPLETE WRECK 



Broke in Two and Ten of Her 
Crew of Sixteen Were 
Swept ' to jDeath 



Furtlier details of the loss of tho 
American Kliip Kinily Ueed, at the mouth 
of tho Nelialom river, Oregon, whv;re the 
strange wn.v-ladeii wreck wliose ortgln 
iuis mystified many, was found, were 
received yesterday. The Emily Reed, 
103 days from Newcastle for Portlancl 
with coal and reinsured at 20 per cent, 
on account of her delayed voyage, drove 
aslioro and broke In two. The crew 
was swept overboard by heavy seas. Ton 
were lost and six were saved. The 
survivors include the captain and his 
wife.

Luring tho past few days heavy 
weatlicr has boon prevailing ofl^ the Ore- 
gon and California coaiU. The clironom- 
cters of tho Emily Rood were off, and 
tho master worked hor too close In to 
shore before he discovered his error. 
Capt. Kersol was endeavoring to make 
Tillamook rock. Ho was correct In his 
latitude, but too far to the eastward. 
Wlien ho discovered his po.sitlon it was 
too late to wear slilp, and she struck 
on one ot tho mosf dangerous places 
on the Oregon beach. 

The Reed struck bow to tho beach. 
Tiiere was a heavy sea running and a 
strong flood tide. When she hit the 
beach her back broke and the forward 
end took a list to, port. 

All cflort was made to launch a life- 
boat. It was put over the side with 
three men in it. As soon as it hit the 
water it swamped and the occupants 
drowned before tho eyes of those left 
on board. The men forward were swept 
from the deck by the -waves. The mate 
was washed overboard and drowned 
while trying to direct the movements 
of tho raon forward. 

The captain stuck to the poop and 
forced his wife to remain below. The 
second mate ami three nipn In his 
watch were stationed on tho main deck. 
When tho forward portion of tho ship 
ll.sted they succeeded in making their 
way aft. By clinginK to that portion 
of the ship until daylight they made 
their way asliore. It was then dead low 
water.

Men Who Suffered in Open Boats for 
Sixteen Days Br()ught tp -San 
'■ '.Francisco 



The;"j5Urvlvors of "the. .wrecked , ,bark 
Eclipse,' which foundered"ati:' sea, who 
reached Hawaii ""'after sixteen ' days' 
suffering In open boats,' have arrived 
at San Francisco.! Chief Officer Cam- 
eron, in 'a narrt^tlve' Of the^expericiices 
of the shlpwrecjked' men,* "said; "When 
tlioro was thirteen feet of water in the 
ship we abandoned her and took to 
two boats. The, 'smaller boat, in which 
I and four sailors were, tounderod in 
a gale that came Up suddenly at mid- 
night on our second day out. It was 
IV miracle that we were saved. Floun- 
dering in the terrillc waves, we some- 
how tmaiiagod to get to the othtr boat, 
I;i the boat tliat sank we lost a cask of 
v,'a,'tcr, one case of broad, and 32 tins 
of canned fruit and meat. 

"It was tlio llth day of January that 
we abandoned tho ship and for si.xteen 
long days and iiiglils -wi.' suffered in 
the oi)en boat. AVe sighted what we 
were sure was the Fort George, but 
though wo Hew all kinds of signals 
and were within a sliort distance of 
her— not more than a mile — she did 
not heed us, and turned on another 
tack. Wo tried inaiiiiiiig the oars and 
rowing to catch up with her, but 
though it was very calm, and there 
was only slight wind, she steadily 
pulled away, and we lost her. Tho 
men gave up. They were weak to ex- 
haustion. Several of them wore rav- 
ing mad, and three of them had died. 
It was awful! 

"Then we who still . retained our 
senses kept continually at bailing the 
boat : out, . for- she was leaking terrif- 
ically, :If we f had given ■"up,', -'there

When not properly brushed 
decaying food at the base of the.teetli 
causes the teeth to decay and brings 
about holes which soon require filling. 
So tho ounce of . prevention -Is in thU-. 
instance worth more than^a pound.-pf - 
cuio, for- it savps'not • only exp.snap 'but 
a groat deal of pain and disoomfprt. 

A .gpoa antlseptio , >vash> must be 
used each' time thg" teeth are brushed, 
and twice during , the weo^c a good 
powder, not too gritty, nor too soft, 
must be used to get rid of tartar. 

Never neglect a sharp edged tooth, 
but have it looked after at once, ap 
those sharp edges irrltato the tongue, 
and cause trouble which may be very 
dangerou.s. Be careful to thoroughly 
cleanse the gums, a's they are re- 
sponsible for decay of tho teeth if 
neglected. Hang the tooth brush uji, 
if possible, and never turn It with the 
bristles down in a cup or glass. Wash 
It thorou.ghly each time after using, so 
tliat it, too, will kcej) sweet and clean. 
If the brush is kept In a glass case, as 
some prefer, be certain to rlnso this 
caso out very often with a solution of 
carbolic acid In the water to act as a, 
disinfectant. 

One thorougli cleansing and brush- 
ing during the day is worth several 
half way brushlngs. It i.s a great do.il 
bettor to take little children to tho 
dentist and havo their first teeth taken 
caro of than to neglect these first tiny 
pearls. In fact, to the care bestowed 
on the first 'set of teeth much of. tho 
strength and beauty of tho permanent 
set is due in after years, as the jaw Is 
more firmly rounded. — Globe and Com- 
mercial Advertiser.

Vancouver, Feb. 15.— Speaking oC 
th6 lead bounty, - 'G; O.' -Buchanan 
stated that durljig the^^past five years 
there had been' a ;prqd_uctlon of 115,000 
tons, but/that durlng5thEt time tlie 
lead mariteted In Canada had only 
been 35,000 tons. Yet the consumption 
of lead during those year^i had not 
been less than SD.OOO tons, showing 
that the foreign lead still had the 
greater bulk of the Canadian market. 
Of late years there had been a duty 
placed upon lead in points, a duty 
which had been increased from 5 per 
cent, to 30 and 35 per cent. This was 
calculated to protect the Canadian 
market for Canadians. There was a 
desire on the part of the lead mine 
owners to incre'a.se the, duty placed 
ujion lead in :paints, a duty of 15 per 
cent. This would add about S-10,000 
yearly to the profits of the producer. 
On tlio other hand, if the diity' ori lead 
were raised considerably, if, in other 
wciirds, the Dlngley tariff were toler- 
ated, there would bd a strong protest 
on the part of the consumer. Hence 
the lead bounty seemed to be the only 
feaisible scheme for the present.

DRUNKEN JAPANESE * 
SHOOTS COMPATRIOT 

Probably Fatal Wound inflicted 
On a Would-Be Peace-, 
■ ' V Maker • 



Vanoooyer,.' Feb. 15. — Otoya Naka- 
gawa, a Japanese, was shot and prob- 
ably mortally wounded by a com- 
patriot, Shlnzo Ochial, in a drunken 
brawl on Powell street at 11.30 o'clock 
last night. Ochial is in jail, charged 
with attempted murder, but this may 
be changed to the more serious f6rm 
of murder. The wounded man was 
unconscious for many hours. 

The trouble occurred at 235 Powell 
street, where Nakagawa, Ochial, and 
two other Japs were in room -i in the 
restaurant, and some of tliem were in 
a troublesome mood. Particularly 
could this be said of Ochial. One of 
the party apparently aroused his angei" 
beyond the point of suppression, and 
Ochial jumped and attempted to 
throttle him. 

Nakagawa was on his feet in a 
minute, and tried to. prevent trouble 
by separating the two men. In a flt 
of" passion, Ochial drew a revolver 
from his pocket arid fired at the 
would-be peacemaker. Finding that 
he had < shdt the wrong , man, Ochial 
ran ojit''Ofnhe restaurant -and .'got 
away. ,-■<,- 

Police headquarters were notified, 
and a posse of men commenced a 
systematic search "bt ■the .Tapanese 
district for'^the-'iltian 'who did the 
shooting. They searched all night 
without success, but at 7 o'clock this 
morning, Ochial came into .the police 
station and gave himself up. He had 
been kept by friends until he sobered. 

Nakagawa was taken to the hos- 
pital In the ambulance. It was found 
that the wound was in the ilesiiy part 
of the stomach, and Doctors JIc'L'avish 
and Mcintosh, wlio are in attendance 
upon him, say that liis condition is 
very grave. He had not regain?}! con- 
■sciousness, up to tlfe tinie of g^!lng 
press. ■■ ■

Ian Who Fell to Death Was 
A, F. Turner, Deep Sea 
Sailor ^

Tlio dead man, who was twenty- 
nine years of age, waa the son of Ma- 
jor J. Turner, retired, formerly of the 
Royal Engineers, but now residing at 
Southhampton, Eng. He came out to 
Victoria four years ago as an appren- 
tice aboard a sailing ship. He desert- 
ed from the vessel at Chemalnus, 
where she lay loading timber, and pro- 
ceeded to a nearby island, where ho 
remained for .some months. Later, re- 
turning to Victoria, lie engaged In the 
sealing industry. Tw'o years ago ho 
was arrested and taken <o tlie police 
station for an exploit similar to the 
one whicli brought him deatli. Wliilo 
on a carouse lie climbed a telegraph 
pole in front of the Imperial banlc, just 
opposite to the place where the acci- 
dent occurred Friday evening. Tur- 
ner was a good-natured follow, enor/- 
mously strong and agile, and not un- 
duly given to drink. His one boast 
was in his ability to climb, and, drunk 
or sober, he never took a dare when 
his climbing abilities were put to tho 
test. 

Among the effects of the dead man 
were certificates of discharge from the 
Empress of India, Empress of China 
and the sealing schooners Jessie and 
Eva Maria, on all of whlcli vessels ho 
had been employed. Since being paid 
off a short time age, he had been do- 
ing nothing, but was waiting for an- 
other chance to ship. 

An examination of Turner's injuries 
showed that in his l^all his 'skull was , 
badly fractured, both legs broken a '

What Fire .Wardens Propose 
To Recom m'enci '0 ity To . 
^ Adopt 



The intended arrfingement of the 
salt water, , high-pressure system of 
fire protection which tho fire ward- 
ens at a recent meeting decided to re- 
fer to tho city council with a recorii- 
mendatlon that It should be Installed 
Is shown oh the accompanying plan 
which has been prepared in the city 
engineer's department. Tlie necessity 
of such a system lias impressed it.self 
on the minds of the fire wardens. The 
idea was . discussed at length at tho 
recent' meeting of tho board of trade. 
Robert Howe, municipal engineer "of 
the Canadian l''lro Underwriters' as- 
sociation, in his report on tho city's 
fire fighting systerii strongly recom- 
mended that: such a- aaltlYifater .sjfetem 
should be installed 'tlibugli' his -plari, 
wore it adopted,' woUld)'' I'iiVolve'' tlie 
outlay' of '$250,000. The scheme as 
proposed by tlie fire ^ wardens, will 
cost in the neighborhood of $50,000, 
and it is claimed will glye. ample pro- 
tectipnvl|ii- the, febllslHSs^f 'Section.

JURIN^ LAST YEAR 

Several Historic Old Craft 
Were Inciuded In. the Toll 
Of 1907 . 



The toll of^the>sea Ip J.907 iiieluded 
U(' number ' Of well-'lcnown vessels.: One 
of the sailing ,shlps posted as missing 
last year wasi. a' Vessel with, a ''history. 
The Norwegian four-master Theodor, 
ot 2,437 tons gross; disappeared with 
ail hands while on tlie puosage from 
Tampa, .Fla., for Yoltohanui, says 
Shipping Illustrated. She was built on 
the Clyde so far iKick as 18C2, and, 
as the Cunard steamer Cliiina, In her 
younger years, she u.sed to make the 
run across between Ireland and New 
York in ten or eleven days. She was 
converted into a sailing sliip; her en- 
gines and screw jiropeller - were re- 
moved, and she quite naturally i.iassed 
under the Norwegian flag, which fre- 
quently i is faijnd proudly floating over 
secondcljandi ships j.bullt either in the 
United 'States, Nova Scotia or the 
United Kingdom. Hor liull was still 
in excellent condition, for slie kept 
her 100 Al cla.ssification right up to 
the very last; so It is quite within the 
bounds of probability that siie met 
her fate under adverse inClucnce of 
a cyclone in the South Indian ocean. 
All is conjecture with resp.eet - to -the 
fate of this, fine old shlp'-f oi' -45 years' 
service. 

Another Norwegian vessel, the barii 
Aiexandj-a was counted among the 
tnissing; for some time, u,iitll news 
came that she had been abandoned by 
lier crew in the Pacific ocean, after 
a terrible speil . of calms wliicli 
brought starvation within measura- 
ble distance of all hands. She sub- 
sequently drove ashore on one of the 
Galapagos archipelago, and a Clark 
Russell cotild ■ not have evolved from 
his inner consciousness a more curi- 
ous chapter of accidents than those 
recorded by the men of this" ship after 
leaving her in open boats, a story 
closely on the lines of Hakluyt or De- 
foe wlien tlie world was younger. One 
boat reached the mainland; the other 
boat's crew got to one of tlie many 
islets of tlio Pacific, and there re-

The German shipentiiie Aisternixe, 
bound from Callao , to Melbourne in 
ballast, has not been heard l^rom 
since setting sail.

A huge craft, 
of nearly 3,000 tons register, she re- 
quired a large crowd to keep her go- 
ing in comfort, and ballast trim is not 
the most desirable condition of af- 
fairs for vessels of her type. Franco 
has not found her bounty-fed sailing 
ships exceptionally safe. Two of this 
class, the Danlel and the Hautot, went 
mlKslng in 1907, and it is supposed 
that they may have collided with ice 
In the vicinity of Cape Horn. The 
former, of 2,221 tons, built only five 
years ago, was bound from BelUngham 
,Bay to South Africa with redwood; 
the latter, two years older, was on her 
way from New Caledonia to the Clyde, 
with a cargo of ore. Not many years 
since, these routes were not on the 
sailing ship list, but the times move 
so quickly now that the steamer is 
beginning to try both routes. 

Still another old metal ship of Eng- 
lish build, the Italian -vessel -Pelle- 
griria O., formerly the Parthehope of 
Liverpool, has disappeared, between 
Newcastle, N. S.i-'W.v and, Antofogasta, 
with coal.

The nobility then 
cast their robes on the ground and 
swore loyalty and fidelity."

About the Hashish Plant 

Hashish that strange drug which 
ha.s given our language its word as- 
.■^assin — a man so frenzied .by the 
drug that he accomplishes ■ murder — 
and which is used by the.Jl"Perslans, 
Tui ks and Egyptians In , :& manner 
akin -in the 'use of opium- by the 
Chinese, Is tho product of a plant 
grown in large quantities In Pelopon- 
onnesus (South, :rn Greece), In the 
district about Tripolltza. The plant 
grows to a height of abou^ four feet, 
and its branches are thftkly covered: 
with small leaves and studded with 
tiny seeds. 

Tho entire plant, stalk and brnn- 
chos is cut witliin a I'e^v inthes or tlie 
root and laid out in the sun to dry. 
The branches arc then ruj)bed to .so;)- 
.irato llie see<]s, ami these in turn 
are gvouiul inlo ;i fiiio powder, which 
constitutes tli.' drug. Tho best v.arl- 
ety or the plant grows In the dis- 
trict of Mantlnea and the center for 
export is Tripolitza, from which place 
it is isent to tho ports of Kalamata 
and Napulla, and from thence abronrl. 
It is estimated that about 100,000 
okas (205,000 pounds) of the drug, 
M ined at 2,000,000 drachmas \(about 
.^350,000) are- annually' s'erll "from 
Trijiolitza.' 

The drug has tho ])owcr of induc- 
ing sleep and producing pleasant and 
fantastic dreams, Continui'd uso of 
liaslilsh renders its devuti es wild and 
restless, and results in a complete 
wreck of their mental and physical 
constitution For this reason the 
Egyptian government has prohibited 
tho Importation or the drug, and re- 
cently entered into a convention with 
Greece to prevent its cvjiortation 
from there to ISgypt, wlicre the con- 
sumers of hashish are very numerous. 
The drug is practically never used In 
Greece, but Is now exported to the 
various ports of England, Austria, 
Franco and Italy, and from there 
much, no doubt, ultimately finds Its 
way to Egypt.— Consular Rejiort.

and ruthless loss of life. 

Stocks and sliares were never lower 
in tho history of tho Empire. Tho 
phenomenal boom in the estabiishnient 
of commercial companies, and new lines 
of industrial enterprise, that marked the 
opening of tlie year 1907, has luoken, and 
many of the embryo undertakings have 
already gone into llriuidatlon. Tho fail- 
ure of banlis is of common occurence. 
Tho Government monopolies and the big 
corporations under the patronage bf tlie 
Government are swallowing up the smal- 
ler ventures, with naturally a conse- 
ciuont discouragement to private enter- 
.prise; But the difficulty that calls for 
immediate adjustment Is that bearing 
upon tho Increased cost of living, 'whlcli 
is unjustly oppressing "the masses.' For 
this the go vernirtent must bear the re- 
sponsibility. . . 

The Government is to blame because 
although tho indobtedness of the nation 
Is now more than the people can well 
bear, the authorities are recklessly pro- 
coedlug with an ever Increasing 'expen- 
diture of money In immediately unne- 
cessary undertakings. Moreover, the ex- 
ceedingly high tariff on tho necessities 
of life has resulted In an increased cost 
of living In all directions. Tho cost of 
living- has gone up 20 per cent., 
without any corresponding Increase in 
wages or salaries. During the last 12 
months tho price of rice, which is the 
IJOor man's bread, has gone up to double 
what it was a year ago, and is now 
Iilgher than ever before in the history 
of Japan. Tho alarming and sudden 
Increase in the cost of living, combined 
with the welglit of taxation, leaves the 
masses justly disaffected toward the 
government, yet the latter goes on in- 
differently adding to tho nation's lia- 
bilities by raising loans and expanding 
armaments, and Indulging In various 
enterprises that cvep wealthy nations 
would hesitate to afford. That the re- 
sult of such extravagance can turn out 
Batisfaotorlly, ,1s, beyond even the most 
sansuln6?^hopes'.:of the best financiers. 

It Is a matter of wonder to many that 
Japan should go on presenting the world 
with the paradoxical spectacle of a na- 
tion that both naturally and professedly 
does not want war and cannot afford 
war, and yet is all the while devoting 
the greater part dfrhail /resources to a 
preparation for war. i^H^f arsenals and 
iiav;U yards are, bus}'; .day and night 
turning out the . latent', enulpments " in 
land and sea combat, apparently for no 
purpose but tho de8lrg,.to possess a 
fighting capacity Beooha'tb none. Some 
have endeavored to ihftjVS'lJght on the 
mystery by suggesting" that perhap.g 
there is an nderstandlng with Great 
Britain that the .Tapaneso navy is tO/ 
maintain a certain standard of dofonco' 
of the Far Eastern interests of the al- 
lies; but no^pne can. .believe that thri 
present UabIllt.Ies>should' be expected of 
a nation so flnahcially Incompetent aa 
Japan. 

At the last meeting of the Elder 
btatesmen and the Toklo Cabinet ways 
and means for a solution of the nation'.'? 
flnanclal responBlbllitlos were discussed. 
Further taxes on sugar, oil and tobacco 
•\vere suge.sted, luit abandoned in view of 
the present disaffection of the masses, 
upon whom sucli taxes would most he.av- 
ily fall. Finally the Minister of War 
was persuaded to consent to a postpone 
ment of.certain expenditures in his de- 
partment., •with the hope of being able to 
present the Diet, which opened on De- 
cember 25, with a reasonable budget 
Bat this method of evading embarrass- 
ment Is only a postponement of the real 
difficulty. Unless the nation curbs sorne- 
•what -Its ambition and calls a lialt in the 
vast outlays Involved in the present pro- 
gramftift for the expansion of armaments 
It Is^ surely persisting In a course as sui- 
cidal as. "war. , . , 1

Teachers ;;freligiouslyr;v.jbe^^ 
each., term with viyid de- 
sci-iptions of how the eagle- 
bearer of Caesar's Tenth Legion fought 
blue-skinned Britons i.n England's off- 
shore waters fifty-five years before 
the Christian era. What do we give them of 
all. the glamor of our own Northwest Coast? 
And yet surely no part of the Empire has a 
history of more compelling interest . than is 
written on the western harbors of British Co" 
lumbia. 

While France and England fought for pos- 
session in the east of America, it was the gal- 
leons of Spain that denied British supremacy 
on the western shore. In 1592, just one hun- 
dred years after the voyage of Columbus, Juan 
de Fuca, or Fiery John, discovered the straft 
•1. that separates Vancouver Island, frotn the 
■ mainland, and gave it his name. '. - . 

After de Fuca with argosies of ghostly sail? 
came Quadra, Behring, and another adventur- 
ous Jack, the dashing Juan Perez, and these 
were followed in 1778 by Captain James Cook. 
What were they all seeking on this uncharted 
coast which had to offer as glittering bait nei- 
ther commerce nor conquest? At this time 
neither Sacramento nor Fraser had divulged its 
sands shining like those of Pactolus, the won- 
; ; drous^^ha^ cachi^lot andC sulphur- 

' bottom 'was uhkhovirnv u'n^ 'Tyere 'yttie'sea 
herds on the Pribj^liffsp^and; iUlj|iniguessed 
those inland tovveriiig;c&mfers" ' '^nci^-^^ 
choked with fish. ■ 

The wealth of an empire waited just be3'ond 
the shore-line, and across the mountains the 
unborn fields of yellow wheat. But unwitting 
and uncaring the lone questing vessels passed 
on through mid-day glare, sunset splendor, and 
when the lemon moon made witch-light of all 
that unbordered sea. < It was not material. gain 
■..'-.tlxey- sought. Ever since Magellan rounded the 
i.'s.buth'ern continent keel-cutting the Pacific, 
s'^- ''the- first that ever burst into that silent sea," 
word had spread among those who go down to 
the sea in ships of a mystical passage at the top 
of the map corresponding to Magellan's Straits 
at the south. To establish the existence of this 
waterway was the object of the early navigat- 
ors, Spaniard ian;d B^^ \ 

Eacli Iriaster^maiPiheir^^c^^ chart- 
I rop'rn a secret-map of this fairy channel, this 
*'da.nal'6f di-eams, "which was to cut the cgntin- 
ent and give a land-locked way from west.to 
east. The Anian Strait they called itJ^'aiSil 
from Panama to circumpolar ice at every river- 
estuary they sought a hidden entrance. Most 
persistent among those who followed the 
gleam was Captain Cook. Sailing from the 
south he cast anchor in Nootka Sound on the 
sea-ward coast of what we now call Vancouver 
Islarid,' and from "here he pusheCl'oh coast-wise 
up to the very Arctic-edge, traversing sound 
after sound, and penetrating each successive 
inlet if perchance to his_ eager eye might open 
up that will-o -the wisp, that fairy fire he' fol- 
lowed. 

Cook failed to find a northeast passage. 
But his eyes were not open only to the kudos 
of discovery. It -was not for naught that he 
held charter from the mistress of all oceans, 
the "Grey Old Mother" overseas. Penetrating 
farther north than those who went before and 
-those wh^ followed. Captain Cook gpt from " 
the' natives a glinipsei 'of tHfe'fu'r-weallli' of the 
great white north, and with quick, ■ prophetic 
vision saw the potential value to Britain of the 
rich trade in peltries; but it \vas not to he his 
to carry home the news of the commercial gold 
mine he had stumbled upon. From the Arctic, 
the ships of this virile and intrepid navigator 
sailed to the Sandwich Group; where James 
Cook, one of England's brayest sailors and 
truest sons, lost his life at -the . hands of a na- 
tive. ■ . ■ ■ .i 

But Cook's vessels,, the. "Discovery" and 
.the "Resolutioni" safely reached England with 
tlie dead captain's carefully written report re- 
garding the possibilities of the fur trade. The 
immediate result of the publication of Cook's 
journal was an eagerly awakened interest in 
the Ultima Thule whose fringe touched the 
water-way was the object of the early navigat- 
tions were fitted out in England, in China, and 
in India, all bound for that mystical north 
which with the advent of this twentieth cen- 
tury has not yet lost its lodestone power. 

For ten years, merchant adventurers, Brit- 
ish, Spanish, and Dutch, v/ith bellying sail 
crossed one ocean and beat their way up the 
whole length of another, coast-clinging to two 
continents, in a fierce contest for the mastery 
of the fur trade. But it remained for the Eng- 
lishman, Meares, ten years after the voyage of 
Cook, to make the first attempt at a perman- 
ent settlement.

Vancouver sailc*f up the 
Straits so long ago named by Fiery Jack (who 
had merely glimpsed them fronvhis ship that 
passed in the night) and proceeded to'' enter 
and explore each inner bay and waterway be- 
tween island and mainland. Here he came in 
contact with the Salish tribe, a people distinct 
from the Nootkas on the seaward coast of the 
island. The Indians set out from their main- 
land homes on Burrard Inlet to meet the in- 
coming ships, filled with awed surprise at the 



terly hands to the cousins of India, Australia, 
and the isles of the sea. 

The air was surely surcharged with destiny 
that day. If Vancouver was ".,svi.SjQe^'^ble:. to 
psychic influence, a strange'. thrill'' mpvW^^W 
as he looked landward across! that unbroken 
forest of Douglas firs and giant cedars to 
where another pathfinder of the silence- was 
cutting a new trail for the uncounted myriads 
who follow. Let us turn back the pages and 
get the genesis of this voyage "of Vancouver, 
learn if we may how he happened to be here. 

In the last decade of the eighteenth cen- 
tury two voices spoke to two men; one was of

.' But Vancouver did more/lhan. leave us in- 
valuable sea-charls. It is from his carefully 
compiled notes that wc get most of what is 
authentic of the recorded history .of the Coast 



size of the "winged canoes," the strange sails, 
the cordag^-:arid the rigging. 

Vancouver writes: •'iicre we were met by 
about fifty Indians in their canoes Avho con- 
ducted themselves with the greatest decorum 
and civility, presenting us with several fish, 
cooked and undressed, of a sort resembling 
smelts. These good, people finding we- were 
inclined to makc 'tliem some return for their 
hospitality showed much understanding in se- 
lecting iron and copper." As Vancouver bar- 
ters with his Indians, one wonders if across 
his mind' flashed any glimpse of that vision 
splendid of a Greater Britain that should ex- 
tend from ocean to ocean, girded by bands of 
steel, and opening its fruitful bosom to the Old 
World's-ihtmgiy ones. On tlic very spot where 
■ -Vancouver ; stood that summer day of the long 
; agO;now throbs and pulsates the : strong sane 
ciiiy. tKat bears his name, Vancouver, the ocean 
terminal of the Canadian Pacific, close guarded 
by her crouching lions, and reaching out sis- 



the land and one of the sea, each a mighty 
voice. Among English hedge-rows George 
Vancouver "heard the North a-calling" and 
began to sec visions and dream dreams. It 
was the lur5 of the /Vnian Strait, that magnetic 
power out of the mists, which when it gripped 
a man would have no compromise, and strong- 
ly claimed him body, soul, and spirit. Crisp- 
ing across the ice-ocean, smiling down summer 
sea came the voice : 

O, young Mariner, down to the haven call your com-

And Vancouver heard the call and follow- 
ed. While Vancouver, debonair and buoyant 
is spreading eager sail, across the Atlantic on 
the first tack of diis -questing journey, off in 
unknown Montreal amid the bales of peltries 
and trading trinkets of the Northwest Fur 
Gompany .a second voice . is speaking and- ai 



second man listens. That ■'man is a young 
Plighlander, the servant of the Company, Alex- ,5: 
ander Mackenzie, a self-made Scot, a Canadian^;- 
bourgeois, if you will. In the noisy , n)id-day/'| 
clatter of the -Fort he hears that voice, in the 
waking hotirs of dawn, and "when evening • 
shuts the deed off, calls the glory from the 
gray." He cannot get away from that haunt' 
ing;rechp, hie would not if he could. There are 
ihterrhihable changes rung on the everlasting 
whisper, but its burden is ever the same, 

"Something lost behind the Kanges, 
Lost and waiting for you: Go!" | '.'p^,;;; 

To turn Kipling's phrase, "when one hears.' 
the North a-calling, he won't ever fiear^',;,aught 
else;" from this out' the desire to penetrate. 'the^" 
unknown filled the very soul of Mackenzie. 
No mor,e might it satisfy him to outdo his com-' 
petitors and carry back to Grand Portage can- 
oes overflowing with furs. Samuel Hearne 
twenty years before had discovered the Cop- 
permine river; might it not be given to him to 
reach Arctic ice down the bosom of some other 
northward-trending stream ? 

With this determined Scot,, to resolve was 
, to do; so in June, - we: see;^ 
launch his birchbark from tKe shores o'f take 
Athabasca and make his way north and ever 
north. Skirting portage, rushing rapid, thread- . 
ing intricate waterway, the little Fand of em- 
pire builders at last ghot out on the breast of 
the mighty river which Mackenzie Himself was 
too modest to name, but which perpetuates on 
the map of all time the faith made visible of . 
this doughty and "determined Scot. _ .This.,\- 
achievement but whetted ?the"ambition of Mac-,- ' ■ 
kenzie, it was of. a 'Western sea that he had 
greatly dreamed among ■ the - bearrskins and 
beavers of Montreal, and to that ocean which 
split its'waves "somewhere" far' beyond the 
snow-crests of the Rockies he would go. 

It gives us the measure of the man to 
know that the thought uppermost in the mind 
of Mackenzie returning from the Arctic was ^ 
not pride in the deed accomplished, but a reali- 
zation of his limitations in astronomical knowr ;. 
ledge. He would go back to Britain and^t^^ 
stars for a time instead of skins, planets for 
peltries. And back he went in 1791. Next 
year we see him back in the great white north 
land, leaving Fort Chippewayan, pressipg up * 
the lone Peace to winter at the farthest settle^.;:^; 
mnt; and the breaking of the ice in the spring . 
sends him forth on. the quest of that "North-" 
west''Pas^e(:by land :whijch|i^^^|^Ete^gpf 
purpose"ev6r since the voices^eame- "to hitn^he 
had sought with' sttch passibiiatevdesire. 

AVe have not time to count the chapters of , 
the story, to name the streams ascended, the 
boiling gorges passed, tlie discontent allayed, 
the encouragement given, the lonely night- 
watches when the leader himself looked for 
comfort in his new-found stars. 

Stars that blaze in the velvet blue, 
God's own guides on the Long Trail, 
The trail that is always new.

POTATOES WORTH HAVING 

How to Have Fine Mealy Potatoes That 
Keep All Winter 

UK most delicious potatoes arc 
"new" potatoes, as opposed to 
those that are allowed to ma- 
ture before being dug. And the 
varieties and cultural nietiiods 
for producing these in perfec- 
tion, as opposed to the supply 
of larger tubers,' for winter 
storage arc quiFe'distinct. But 
; quality . in potatoes goes deeper, since some 
..yarietids, are bred, for perfection in baking, 
while others are adapted ;f6r salads, and. for 
frying. 

The baking varieties ought to cook to a 
fine, flour-like texture, in an hour or less, when 
baked or roasted in a hot oven. The salad 
varieties are of firmer te.xture, suitable for 
slicing, and do not break ui) into fine particles 
■ except when baked for a much longer time. 

The mealy varieties will burst open and 
fall apart if cooked too long, but they ai-e the 
bejjt for general use, because they require less 
time for cooking' and because ^baked potatoes 
are healthier- th^n fried' potatoes.- 

The solid varieties are not so convenient 
and economical for general use, because they 
require more tiiiie and fuel, and if underdoiie 
they are Itim'py; but' they arc greatly valued 
for hotel and restaurant use in some sections, 
because when boiled in the skins they remain 
firm and solid a long time and are just what 
is wanted for frying and for salads, whereas 
a baked potato loses its hotness, mealiness, and 
often its color five minutes after it is taken 
from the stove. 

Quality in potatoes also depends on cul- 
tural conditions. The best mealy potatoes are 
produced on a warm, sandy soil; these will 
be of convenient .size and keep well. The 
largest but poorest potatoes\re produced on 
wet, heavy soil ; these are coarse grained, 
■'^o.ggy, too i-arge for convenient handling, and 
(juick to decay. 

We blight to pay more attention to varie- 
ties. Some will cook dry and mealy as soon 
as;they reach -fuil size, even ^vhcn freshly dug; 
others can be cooked more quickly and evenly 
after they have been dug for some time and 
the tubers have partially dried out, and yet 
others continue firm , and solid, when cooked 
even after they have/been stored in the cellar 
all winter. 

Varieties For the Early Crop 

The extra' early varieties will ripen from 
two to four weeks earlier than any of the main 
crop variefies and may be two months earlier 
than the latest, but they have to sacrifice size 
to earliness, and the potatoes are mostly 
lound, not oblong. The plants are stiffly erect, 
free from side branches, and have heavy com- 
pact leafage. The potatoes lie closely together 
in the hill, thus permitting close planting in 
rich soil. And with an early planting, the 
growth is made and the crop matured before 
there is any danger of the foliage , being,; at- 
tacked by blight. 

The earliest and hardiest variety is Quick 
Lunch or Noroton Beauty, producing round 
tubers of a very pale brownish color with car- 
mine splashes around the eyes. Eureka Extra 
Early and Early -White Ohio are similar in 
form and growth, rather' larger in size and a 
little later in season, ■with; smooth white skins 
and very attractive in appeai'lance, These'var- 
ieties. grow rather larger than the 'White 
Triumph and Red Triumph potatoes, which are 
extensively planted in the south for early 
Northern markets. All the varieties in this 
class cook firm and solid, but those named are 
free from any hard core, jmd in iny estima- 
tion, are much finer in flayor than the special 



.salad potatoes which are imported from Ger- 
many. . 

Varieties For the Main Crop 

• r, The main crop varieties produce larger po- 
tatoes and more of them than the earliest var- 
ieties, and the potatoes are generally oblong. 
Their stems are of a spreading or vine-like 
character and branch freely; and in a warm, 
wet season they develop a second growth of 
branche"fe and foliage after having blossomed. 
The rows should' be placed further apart, and 
there is. a greater necessity to guar.d- the plants 
from the blight and the potato bug. 

The earliest of the main crop varieties may 
be two to four weeks earlier than the latest 
and heaviest yielders and they are distinct in 
that the potatoes cook to a dry, mealy, floury 
texture as soon as they reach full size. The 
earliest of this class is Burpee's Extra Early, an 
oblong, white or very pale brown tuber, with 
the finest cooking quality of any variety that I 
have ever known. Early Bovce, Early Rose 
and Early Beauty of Hebron are also excellent 
varieties, a little later in season. 

Among the latest and most productive sorts 
I consider the Vermont Gold Coin the most 
satisfactory,, being vigorous, blight-resisting to 
a great degree, and producing a large crop of 
large, smooth, white-skinned potatoes, which 
have a finer cooking quality than any I have 
ever grown, with the exception of the one just 
mentioned. • 

, Other excellent large 
varieties are Carnian 
No. I and Carman No. 
3, Rural New Yorker 
No. 2, Green Mountain 
(or as it is locally known 
in this section. State of 
Maine), Sir Walter Re- 
leigh, and Uncle Sam. 
Irish Cobbler, a second 
early variety, iS, quite 
popular in some sections 
on account of its strong, 
vigorous growth and 
p r o d u c t i v e n c s s, 
especially when grown in 
moist soils, but it is de- 
cidedly inferior in qual- 
ity to the other varieties 
named in this list. Near- 
ly, all these later varieties 
have lo.ng tubers which 
are also broad and thick, 
and of smooth,^ regular 
outline and' shov/ but lit- 
tle waste in preparation 
for the table. 

It is worth while de- 
voting some space in the 
family garden to a plant- 
ing of potatoes for early 
use, although the main 
supply can bet grown 

more cheaply under field - 

cultivation. Special at-^ 
tentiori and extra feeding and frequertt culti- 
vation are necessary for the J)est results with 
the very early varieties, and these can only be 
given in a garden. It is usually better in small 
gardens of less than a half aci;e to grow the 
more succulent vegetables only. 

How to Raise "New" Potatoes 
The ground for the early planting should 
be well drained and on a warm, sunny slope, 
but if the garden is level with stiff, heavy soil, 
the ground can be made warmer and drier early 
in the spring by laying it off in raised beds 
with shallow walks or ditches at intervals. It 
is best to have the ground prepared in the fall 
by spreading a heavy coat of stable manure and 
plowing or digging it under, before the ground 
■freezes, 

Tfie Danger of Manure 

Fresh stable manure plowed or dug under 
in the spring is apt to lead to scabby tubers. 
If the land was not manured in the fall com- 
mercial fertilizer had better be used for the 
garden plantings, or else a compost of hard 
wood ashes mixed with poultry droppings. 
Paradoxical as it may seem, heavy applications 
ol long or strawy manure used in this way 
make a heavy soil lighter and looser in. texture, 
while on a light, sandy soil they will make the 
land of heavier and more loamy texture. If 
manure is applied in large quantities, liberal 
applications of air-slaked lime should be given 
too. It is almost impossible to over-enrich the 
land if the fertilizing elements are thoroughly 
mixed with the soil before i)lanting. The fer- 
tilizer manufacturers have for potatoes special 
lu'ands which show a high percentage of pot- 
ash, and they will also. bC; fqund excellent for 
garden crops in general. Fofir qna^-ts, or even 
more, of a good fertilizer can be used to a vow 
one hundred feet long, or a large handful can 
be mixed with the soil in the hill where the 
plant is to grow; but if such liberal quantities 
are used, be careful to stir it into the Soil with 
a rake or hoe before plaiitihg the seed. 

As early in the spring as it can be worked 
in good condition, dig or plow the soil to a 
good depth, raking or harrowing the surface 
to a medium fineness. Mark oui; the rows, 
making furrows or drills with the hand plow 
or hoe about three inches deep and putting 
the fertilizer or compost in the boi;tbm^'.::C^^ 
the seed potatoes into pieces having two eyes 
to each, and lay these pieces with the cut side 
down in the bottom of the drill or furrow, and 
twelve to fifteen inches apart. Small or whole^ 
potatoes, or large potatoes cut ni halves" 



lengthwise can be planted in the same way, 
but are liable to throw up a greater amoimt of 
stalks. These must be thinned out when hoe- 
ing, as otherwise the potatoes will be compar- 
atively small. For the best develo]jment of the 
tubers, leave, only ..one or two., strong^ stalks? to 
a hill. 

The space between the rows should be gov- 
erned by the method of cultivation, For the 
hand or -wheel hoe two feet apart will suffice, 
■while if a horse cultivator is used, the rows 
should be fully three feet apart. 

For the earliest croj), plant the seed near 
the surface, as giowtli will then start more 
quickly Uian if the seed pieces are covered 
deeply in the ground — as is done in the old- 
style field plantings where the seed pieces are 
placed in the bottom of every third furrow, to 
be covered by the plow. A depth of about two 
inches (covering with fine soil) will do for the 
early garden crop, the soil being thrown over 
by I l ie hand plow, rake or hoe. The ideal 
depth for best average results is four inches ; 
too shallow planting results in. having tubers 
exposed. 

When to Cultivate . 

Cultivate 'frequently throughout the grow- 
ing season — once a week at least and oftener 
if convenient. In the home garden either the 
hand plow or wheel hoe may be used. . 

Extra care and labor expended in the 
preparation of the soil before -/planting give

positive returns in an earlier start and a strong- 
er growth. Equally, too, constant and thor- 
ough surface cultivation afterward will show 
most markedly beneficial results. The old say- 
ing, tliat "cultivation is manure," may not be 
entirely correct, but cultivation certainly does 
enable /the- plants to ^erive the greatest bene- 
fits from the fertilizers used.' Cultivation also 
conserves the supplv of moisture in a dry sea- 
son, and by keeping the soil constantly loose 
.and open, admits air to the roots. If the soil 
is left slightly ridged over the row or hills when 
the potatoes are ])lantcd, cultivation can be be- 
gun before the shoots appear above the surface. 

After the plants attain a height of ten to 
twelve inches, draw up the earth to form a 
ridge or hill about the plants, but before this 
is done, extra feeding can ibe given by working 
the soil away from the row afid ' sowing an- 
other dressing of fertilizer along both sides 
of the stalks, afterwards throwing the loose 
earth up to the vines. When the earth is well 
ridged or hilled around the plants, the tubers 
form in the ridge or hill and are easily dug; 
they are also kept drier in a wet season ■ or 
when grown in low, wet grqund. 

Digging and Storing 

The tubers may be dug for immediate use 
in the fresh state at any time after they reach 
a suitable size — say from one inch to one and 
a half inches in diameter. These potatoes are 
not pared 'or peeled, as the skin is barely form- 
ing on the tubers. They are simply scraped 
clean, boiled until tender and then served with 
melted butter or a white sauce. All the pota- 
toes in the hill can be used at this stage, the 
small or "marble" size being just as good as 
the larger ones, but only as many as are need- 
ed for immediate use should be dug at' one 
time. 

The potato is said to be "ripe" when the 
skin is firmly set on the tuber(Kand< does not 
rub off or suffer abrasion ill , haiidHhg. The 
tops of the very early kinds die down as soon 
as the growth is completed, but with the larger, 
later sorts, the tops or vines remain fresh and: 
green even after the potatoes have' reached 
their full size. 

These late varieties must be dug as soon as 
the skin becomes firm and well set. If left 
in the ground in a r^iny season, a second 
growth starts, causing ' knobs on the tubers 
which, besides detracting from the appearance . 
of the tubers, impairs both the keeping and 
cooking oualities. 

When ^he potatoes are <lug, they should be 
stored in a coob w,ell.,ajredj:ellar or shed, If 



and stored, as strong light -will turn the 'skins 
green. [ ' ' ' ' ' 

. Follow Potatoes With Cabbage: 
■ In the highly fertilized' garden the aim is 
to keep- crops; coming on in as rapid succes- 
sion as possible. Therefore, as soon as the 
potatoes show signs of flowering, or of having 
completed their growth, work up the soil be- 
tween the rows (as deej^ly as possible) and set 
late cabbage plants or hills of sweet corn be- 
tween the potato rows. Either will make a 
good start while the potatoes are maturing. 
New Potatoes in Summer 
While 1 have only referred to the earliest 
possible planting, other plantings may be made 
in the same way at any time during the spring 
months, while "in the Southern States it is a 
common practice to make a planting the last 
of July or e'arly in August to furnish a supply 
of "new" potatoes in the fall. If a continued 
supply of "new" potatoes is desired in the 
home garden, the period of production can be 
lengthened to include very nearly the entire 
summer, either by making several plantings of 
an early variety at difiierent times, tor by plant- 
ing at the same time different varieties which 
will corne on in. succes.sion. As a rule, the 
late plantings (especially 
■of early varieties) do not 
develop as large a 
growth of plant and foli- 
age as the early plant- 
ings, and come on more 
quickly, yet produce 
nearly as large a crop of 
Rubers. 

The only really seri- 
ous insect preying on 
the potato is the striped 
Colorado potato beetle, 
and this is easily held in 
check by frequent light 
applications of p a r i s 
green. The old bugs 
which live in the ground 
all winter begin their at- 
tack as soon as the 
young plants appear 
ial)aye>^ the; jgroun^ 
cio "little' 1^ The 
soft worm-like larvae 
hatched later rapidly de- 
foliate the plants, , how- 
ever. Therefore, treat 
the young plants early in 
the season. 

The one serious fun- 
gus disease is leaf blight, 
which sometimes checks 
the growth of|th^,-.plaiit?.. 
This appears when the 
hot weather sets in with 
sudden and marked changes. Spraying with 
Bordeaux mixture will check this; if paris green 
is added to the mixture (one pound to a hun- 
dred gallons), both bugs and blight can be 
treated in a single appHcation, 

The small home garden is seldom equipped 
with a suitable spraying apparatus, and in such 
cases both the poisonous insecticides and 
fungicides arc most readily applied in dry pow- 
der form by means of bellows or gun. — E. D. 
Darhngton, in Garden Magazine, 

Herbaceous Border 

The cultivation of hardy plants has become 
very popular during recent years, and there are 
so raany to choose from that there need be no 
lack of variety. Those contemplating making 
new borders will do well to get the ground 
manured and trenched without; delay, as thor- 
ough cultivation is very important if good re- 
sults are to be obtained. The best position is 
one exposed to the full sunshine and protected 
b}'' trees and shrubs. Failing this, borders on 
each side of a walk, or beds cut in the grass, 
will answer admirably. Herbaceous plants, 
with few exceptions, succeed bctst when divided 
and replanted every three years ; ' such plants 
as Paeoriies and Hellebores, however, are bet- : 
ter -left undisturbed. It is advisable to retain 
the outside portions of the roots, as these are 
more vigorous and give finer results than tlie 
exhausted central portions. To arrange a her- 
baceous border well requires a knowledge of 
the plants themselves and of their needs as to 
Ijosition and .space. Do not plant all the tall 
subjects at the back, but place some in the 
centre and towards the front, arranging them 
in groups with dwarfcr plants in between; 
This gives a more natural appearance to v the ■ 
whole arrangement. ... , 

, The main groups should be formed of plants 
of bold and striking appearance, as these will 
form the features of the border. The following 
kinds will be especially useful : Delphiniums, 
Phloxes, Paeonics,' Bocconia, Eiliums, Cam- 
panulas, Thalictrums, TroUius, Pleilanthus and 
Rudbeckias. For the intermediate spaces, 
Aquilcgias, Potentillas, Hesperis, Gaillardias, 
Aubrietias, Saxifragas, Iberis sempervirens and 
Funkia ovata are suitable. Such plants as 
Hyacinthus vCandicans, Veronica spicata, Splr^ 
aicas/Montbretias and Gladiolus should also be 
included. Some of the choicer varieties of 
Pehtstcmons are well worth a place. Master- 
piece, pink with white centre; Eord Aldcnham, 



dark red with Avhite centre ; Royal Standard, 
pink with dark centre; Raphael, white and 
pink ; and Crimson Gem are splendid sorts. As 
a general rule it is better not to plant Mich.ael- 
mas Daisieis.?iri" -the ordinary mixed border 
when space can be set apart for them "else- 
where, for;'they are dull and iininterestihgvall 
the summer. Such varieties as Ideal, Hon;; 
lidith (iibbs and Enchantress are very beauti- 
ful when grown on single stems; while De- 
light, Sensation and Captivation form charm- 
ing masses for the front of the border. With 
regard to staking the plants, the necessary sup- 
port should be furnished in the early stages of 
growth,, so that the young shoots_ may be. se- ; 
cured while perfectly erect, otherwise they are 
likely to get twisted and broken. While it7 'is. 
necessajy to use stakes tTiat arc strong and 
durable, it is undesirable to have them too 
heavy, for nothing gives a border a more un- 
sightly appearance. During dry weather her- 
baceous plants require frequent soakings of 
water at the roots, and damping the borders 
over on hot summer evenings is^ beneficial^ to : 
the plants. — James Gardner. .

Time was when the 
Paeony was thrust-into any out-of-the-way::: 
sluiibbery border and'^huddled together withs 
hungry Laurels' and,- other shrubs. Today,, 
however, it is given a- position of prominence 
in the garden. , ■ 

Planting Time 

The best season of the year for planting is 
during the early autumn months. We have 
seen it stated that the "spring-time, when the 
plants have made about six inches of new 
growth," is the time to plant. Nothing is more 
opposed to ultimate success than , this. ; ..The 
autumnjis. the bestj because at that season the 
rie\v[ niaih roots .issue" from the rootstock or 
cf6wri;'''^nd"planting now affords the Paeony a: 
good opportunity of becoming quickly estab- 
lished. The Paeony is impatient of removal, 
and such impatience is manifested in greater 
degree when the \York is done at ari •unSeasoii- 
able time. 

■ . Preparing the Soil 

Gross feeding and deep rooting, these 
plants are only seen to best advantage when 
the ground is thoroughly well prepared. In 
some kinds the root fibres will descend to 3 i-3. 
feet or more, hence the deepest cultivation of 
.the soil is necessary. It is, not every , garden 
or locality, however, that can command so 
great a soil-depth, but where a Paeony garden; 
is contemplated — and few hardy plants are / 
more, worthy of the honor — special provision 
should be made for their success. Plenty of 
manure must be incorporated with the soil, and 
be buried on6 foot deep or thereabouts. The 
poorer soils are liberally dressed, a'ld we.t or s;- 
heavy soils may have an addition -of grit or 
burnt garden refuse as well. '. :■ 

Planting and Position 
Where transplanting has to be done it is 
important that the plants be divided also, and 
there are few greater errors than that of plant- 
ing the big clumps , intact. A plant having - 
three to siijc good crown buds apparent is suit-, 
able, and when setting in the plants these crown ■ 
buds must be covered about two inches deep 
with the soil. Where an immediate effect is 
desired three or more plants should be ar- 
ranged over a large area, the individuals to be 
not nearer than 18 inches from plant to plant, 
and farther apart if possible. The best position 
is an open one, screened from wind it may be v 
by shrubs not far removed, or shaded partly by 
distant trees, yet avyay from their roots. The 
Paeony, happily, is not prone to many diseases, 
but its leafage is nipped in spring-time by frost, 
hence the above suggestion. When establish- 
ed beds and clumps exist deluging with liquid 
manure and water will be;found of the greatest 
assistance to the plants, and in dry seasons in 
perfecting the iiowers. By adopting these few 
simple practical details these splendid fragrant 
flowering, plants may be grown, to perfection. 

A Neglected Torch Lily 

Although this Elame Flower, Torch Lily or 
Red-hot Poker has been- cultivated in gardens 
for twenty years it is still one of the best free- 
flowering sorts and is especially fine in autumn. 
K. Saundersii can be highly recommended as a 
border plant, and also for massing in the ' 
pleasure grounds.

Cross Bred Poultry ' tfe 

VERY little while someone tells 
us that cross bred hens do better 
than pure bred, so they will take 
a good flock of ]5ure bred hens 
and mate them to a male of an- 
other breedj' and so spoil the 
•w^hple lot: Spoil them? Well, 
• pefli^^ps not entirely, but they 
do throw away more than one 
good chance to make a little ex- 
tra money, and without any benefit to them- 
selves. Nothing is gained by crossing dif- 
ferent breeds of poultry, but much is lost by so 
doing. 

AVhere, then, do they get the idea that it 
pays to do so? Here in the country among the 
farj?iers,;and they are tlie ones -who advance 
this opihidn chiefly, the usual excuse is that 

: .;they get more eggs. If this is true then they 

: ■'■■have a reason, and a good one, for using 
crosses. But what gives tlicm this idea, and is 
it fact or fancy? There are generally two 
reasons for .their thinking as they do. First, 
they say they have tried both. Second, a 
neighbor who always has eggs to sell keeps 
ipnly cross bred fowl. 

Let us examine the first reason and see if it 
is true. If it is we must own up they are in the 
right, and we pure bred advocates are entirely 
in the wrong and ar« laboring in vain if - we 
are trying to get the most but of our birds. 

y,,,;,;,^ .W eggs are what we want, and if 

^'Sc'rosses will furnish more of them, then wc 
want crosses, and only bure brcds enough to 
supply those crosses. But — they won't. Facts 
are what we are after, not theory, and facts are 
gained only by experience. It has been proven 
over and over in specially conducted experi- 
:,m^ cross bred hens cannot hold their 

,HOwn, against pure bred hens in the laying pens. 

, ,;33ut is the experie^ic^e^^f the farmer of no value? 

• ■ it would be if it was conducted as an exjoeriT 
ment should be, but generally it is not, and 
where it is you will most likely find pure bred 
fowls even on the farm. The usual Avay of 
gaining so-called experience, with perhaps a 
few variations lio suit the individuals, is this: 
The farmer sees a flock of pure bred fowls and 
they take his fancy, so he buys a setting or two 

■ dfifeggs;- 'Whetherv-Mediterraneans, iAnjericans 
:-^ 'br- Asiatics, they all receive the same care, for 

they arc hens ; and that winter his hens don't 
lay well. Next season he mates them to an- 
other breed, and the following winter may get 
a fair supply of eggs, and therefore has proven 
(?) that "pure breds don't pay." Is that ex- 
periment satisfactorv to anyone who is anxious 
to know tke truth of the matter? Nothing is 
said regarding the care^given, or the condition 
of the two flocks when they went into winter 
quarters. ' Seldom is the flock of hens on a 
farrh cared for alike two years in succession. 
One winter they will be • fed mostly whole 
grain, and the next revel iA hot mashes. No 
wonder their egg records vary so from year to 
year. Truth to tell, their cross breds do not 
lay every winter, but they can't lay it to the 
breed, for there isn't any ; so they just say they 
"don't know why their hens don't do better." 
Another reason why pure bred hens m^ke so 
poor a showing, especially on farms where the 
women have charge of the poultry, is that for 
a number of years they have set- eggs from 
Iheir oest layers until they have a fine laying 
flock of hens. Then they try the pure breds, 
and for some one of a multitude of reasons 
the}^ fail to make good, and the whole cata- 
logue of pure bred fowls arc condemned simp- 
ly because they haven't been given a fair trial 
and had a good chance to prove their worth. 

That there are poor strains of pure bred 
fowls I must admit, but it is the same with all 
other kinds of live stock; and these same per- 
sons would never condemn a breed 'of cattle 
because, one or two .proved worthless, or a new 
.variety of corn because it fails them the first 
■year, but it isn't so with hensV ^ They must 
«|nake good under all kinds of treatment and 
neglect, or they are no good. 
■■■ ■■^ There is no reasonable excuse for breeding 
crosses to obtain a flock of hens adapted to the 
requirements of the owner at this age of the 
industr}^, for there are breeds for every pur- 
])ose, and several for each purpose, to choose 
from. Breeds to suit every idea of form and 
size. Then; look at:the crosses t^ 
by the "ctoss bred" advocates, v It' doesn't seeiiii 
tii as though any rational, thinking person;;5V,otild ' , 

■ think of crossing two breeds .so near alike'^as 
Plymouth Rocks and Wyandottes with the ex- 
pectation of benefiting either, yet it is done. I 
liave in mind at present a poultryinau whose 
hens arc numbered with ■ three figures, wlio 
uses Buff Plymouth Rocks, Rhode IslancJ Reds 
and Buff Orpingtons to make up his mixture, 
lie may not injure his egg production by this 

, cross, for he hadithree good breedSitq t,«bfi^^ 
J with, neither has lie increased it, and he cannot: 
supply any pure eggs or breeding \st6ck jf. any- 
one wants it, thus cutting off two valuable 
sources of income.

The Indian Runner Ducks > - - ' ' 

To me, these sprightly active birds are most 
interesting of all the ducl^ family. Their two- 
fold name denotes at once their origin and 'their 
habits. They are natives of the West Indies. 
They jjre alert and active, ever on the go, and 
their movements are more of a run than a 
walk, partaking little of the awkward waddle 
of ordinary ducks. The carriage is very erect, 
as shown in the illustrations. In size, they are 
small, our American; Standard calling . for 
weights of four and four and one-half pounds 
respectivel}'-, for ducks and drakes. An Irish 
breeder, who introduced the first pair of Indian 
runners into Ireland about sixteen years ago, 
says that weights there average four and one- 
half to five and one-half pounds. So the In- 
dian runner is not a competitor of the larger 
Aylesburys and Pekins for market stock. It is 
fine as a squab dtick,, however, :lnd makes a 
*vfivy quick growth. Its specialty is egg pro- 
duction. Given the chance, /it.' niakesa;eggs 
cheaply, too; with a good range oh pasture 
land, along brooks, ponds, bogs', etc., it secures 
a large part of its living during the open sea- 
son. It has a strong homing instinct, and 
nightfall generally brings it :,back to its quar- 
ters. _ ^ . ' - ■ 

The eggs are usually laid,during_ Etie^night. 
The breeder above referred to gives " the aver- 
age egg yield as l8o per, duck, ^though some in- 
diviiiuals exceeded' this." " A New Zealand 
breeder tells of two Indian runner ducks laying 
484 eggs in a year, Avhilc the following year 
these two and eighteen of their progeny aver- 
aged 234 each for the twenty. 

My own Indian runners pvoved very easy 
tb raise. Two settings of .je^gsprodifeedt'eigh-.^.p, 
ieen ducklings, of whi^h twbJlWere killed by^ne ' 
of -the hens, the othei-'^sixte'I^i:re?i4'iihg;'tina^^^ 
Ity. They were brooded by' the^hifehs for about' 
a month. At first they were fed prepared duck 
food twice daily. It was moistened with wa- 
ter; a little clean sand was added once daily, 
also some cut clover. The other three feeds 
daily consisted of one of green stuff, the others 
being w heat bran and ground corp and^oats in :, 
about equal parts. This latter mixture ;-;w ; 
gradually substituted for tli^ duckv. ,fe"ed/- .be ' 
scrap — ^about one-tenth of the 'niixi;ui-e-^beincj; 
added as the duck feed was dropped. They 
were given some grain which they seemed to 
relish better as they grew older. Alino.st any 
k-ind of green s'iiuff is acceptable to them. To 
this da}-', they prefer their grain thrown into 
their water pan, where they can shovel for it. 

They were ravenous eaters till they attain- 
ed their growth. On range, when ground and 
water are not frozen, they would need feeding 
but tw'ice daily. Like all ducks, they want 
water with their feed. Mine have never had 
water to swim in. 

During winter, they are housed in an open 
shed, in one corner of which they have their 
bed of coarse hay. They don't mind cold and 
snow. There has never been any disease or 
sign of weakness. They^are never noi.sy except 
when they get hungry. They are naturally 
shy, but a couple of the ducks have become 
tame enough to eat from my hand. 

If the Indian runner duclts come anywhere 
near making good the claims made for them as 
egg producers, they wall fill a large place in 
this country, especially as they are said to lay 
almost continuoush^ cluringHhe season ■\vhcn 
the best regulated hens persist in striking. 
'^*his means a continuous supply of fresh eggs.

I would not, 
as yet dare to recommend galvanized iron re- 
ceptacles, owing to the fact that there may be 
a slight chemical reaction between sodium sili- 
cate and the galvanized iron. In any. case, 
something .should be pl^qgdiOTer .$he eggs . to 
keep them beneath the surface of the liqtiid'and 
to prevent excessive evaporation. 

As yet, so far as I know no experiments 
have been tried which will determine how well 
preserved eggs will keep after they have bden 
removed from the liquid. As soon as the eggs 
are taken from the water glass, they should be 
washed and dried, after wliich they will have a 
beautiful, clean, natural appearance, wholly un- 
like that of eggs kept in cold storage or by 
most other methods of preserving. Lime, for 
instance causes the shell to be brittle and 
rough. Vaseline and other oily substances ad- 
here to the shell. 

As i^egards the quality of the eggs, after be- 
ing kept for nearly a year we found that they 
were very satisfactory for all purposes except, 
perhaps that of boiling, We are inclined to .. 





Preserving Eggs 

Water glass (sodium silicate), all thing;? 
sidered, is the most successful preservative yet 
found for keeping eggs. . Whether or not it will 
-be a successful competitor with cold storage as 
a large ecbriomical enterprise, is . doubtful but 
as a cheap, convenient arid' effective method of 
preserving eggs for the producer or the con- 
sumer of eggs, it is the best method yet found. 
Many experiments have been tried to deter- 
mine the comjiarativc value of a large number 
of familiar methods of preserving eggs. In 
nearly every instance the results have shown 
that water glass was superior in most respects. 
■^'xiTt.cambe purchased at the drug store cither 
in crystal or liquid form. Tlie latter is very 
much* to be preferred, owing to the fact that it 
is difficult to dissolve the crystal. One part of 
•wat^r glass to nine parts of water makes a 
liquid having a consistency not ' quite heavy 
enough to cause the eggs to come to the sur- 
face, but still sufficiently strong to furnish the 
coating which prevents the air from entering 
through the pores of the shell. This sealing 
of the pores, excluding the air and thus pre- 
venting the access of the germs which might 
cause derjjmposition, is. apparently .the real 
principle involved in the use of water glass.: 
Some. e:;perimentcr.s have found that one part

think that even this difficulty may .some day 
in a measure be overcome. In our experiments 
it is astonishing how firm and solid the white 
and yolk were after the eggs had been kept so 
long in the water rfass. No ])crceptible evap- 
oration had taken jMace, as \vas shown, by the 
small size of the air space. The vitelline mem- 
brane, which encloses the yolk did not rupture 
in many instances when the eg.g was broken. 
This is one of the best tests to determine fresh 
or well-kept eggs. 

While wc should always endeavor to use 
eggs as near new laid as possible, for preserv- 
ing it is not absolutely necessary. I have f^und 
that eggs even one or two weeks old Itept very 
satisfactorily in water glass. Eggs can be pre- 
served for about one cent or a little more per 
dozen. 

For the farmer or the village resident ti'us 
method of preservin.g o.ggs offers an easy and 
very sure way of reducing the cost of eggs to 
be used in the family and makes it possible to 
increase the number consumed when eggs arc 
scarce and high. In the.Mong run, this so- 
called new method but ih' ireality a very old 
])rocess will result in great good tPippultryinen 
because it will tend to increase the 'pnce'bf'^eggfs 
(luring the summer A/hen eggs are plentiful and 
to decrease the price during the winter when 
they are scarce, thus equalizing conditio^is and 
increasing the consumption of tlie egg product. 
—Ex. 

If possible, have the manure drawn away 
from the stable as fast as made. It may be 
spread directly on the land or piled in heaps 
to be used later. In the latter case, it should 
be turned occasionally to keep it from heating. 
Of course, manfire should never be spread, or 
piled at this time of year on land which has 
much of a slope, otherwise much of its value 
will be washed away. 



OLIC is a term commbuly-'/applied to 
every disease of the abdominal or- 
gans accompanied by pain. ' This 
pain, however, may be caused by 
diseases of other organs situated in 
the abdominal cavity but not in the 
digestive tract, and this pain is then spoken of 
as false colicf In the majority vofes^ 
stomach and intestines '"'are' involv^ ' are 
the origans ffom yhich the pain arises, and we 
then speak of true colic. 

Authorities further subdivide true colic into 
engorgement, parasitic, spasmodic, flatulent or 
gaseo'us, etc. — throughout a I'^t of a score or 
more divisions, and then gi.o treatment for 
each. The ordinary individual is here serious- 
ly handicapped by being unable ;tp: . tell , 'true 
from false colic, and as far as the various sub- 
divisions are concerned;; he is entirely lost. 
This is only oiie of ihe many reasons for call- 
ing to your aid an eilucated veterinarian, and 
it also helps to prove the fact that the unedu-. 
catcd "horse-doctor" (who looks wise and deals 
in superstition) is not capable of treating your 
animals. But as not everyone can obtain the 
service of a veterinarian the following treat- 
; ment, composed of drugs found in nearly every 
home, is suggested. ; ^^yi^'r;".'^^'^^' 

■When your horse is flkeri- sick and • sho-ws 
evidence of abdominal pain, observe the ani- 
mal's actions ; try to call to mind any circum- 
stance that may have occurred to cause this 
pain. , No\y decide whether you have an at- 
tack of false .or true colic to com- 
'bat, that is, whether the abdominal 
pain, which the animal manifests by looking at 
the flank, pawinig' the ground, switching the tail 
and attempting to lie down, comes from the 
digestive tractor not. If the h6rse has been, 
m good health, with good appetite, etci-, and 
evinces this pain siiddenly, you have every rea- 
son to suspect that he is suffering from an at- 
tack of indigestion^ and not from any constitu- 
tional disease. Then take the weather into 
consideration; has the animal been chilled, 
thus changing the normal f low of sblopd if rom 
the intestinal tract to th e surface' of the 'body, 
and in that wayinterfering with the secretion 
of the digiS'StiVeytices? Has he had access to a 
large quantity of cold water while he was 
warm or" after eating, thus washing the undi- 
gested food into the intestines where it may 
undergo fermentation and cause flatiilence? 
The next, step j,s to find out what kind of true 
, colic it'-is,varid. tr%t acw^ For all prac- 

tical purppseSiypU; can. divide. aU colics in- 
to three classes; 'i^ ''. ..• ■ ■ . . 

Engorgement,Vor colic^ from overifeeding, 
most often occurs after a horse gets loose dur- 
ing the night and eats all that he desires, or af- 
ter being fed twice through mistake. It is also 
apt to occur in the spring -when the animals 
are first turned to pastur.e. In this colic, the 
horse sometimes sits down like a dog, in order 
to decrease the pressure . of the overloaded 
stomach on the lungs. 

The object of treatment is to empty the 
stom|ich,,arid this musttbe, done by a^purgative, 
as the hoVs'e cannot vomit. Use bne-hilf . pound 
of Glauber's salt, four ounces of table , Sjaltv.and 
half an ounce of ginger in one quart; o'f" -water; 
or half a pint of linseed oil with two ounces of 
oil of turpentine. Either of the.sc answers the 
purpose and acts by softening the stomach con- 
tents and carrying it off into the intestines. 
The pain may be decreased by two-dram doses 
of fluid extract of Indian hemp, placed on the • 
tongue, or half an ounce of Jamaica ginger and. 
an ounce of aromatic spirits of ammonia in . 
eight ounces of water. If nothing else 'can be 
obtained, place half an ounce of laudanum or 
three-quarters of an ounce of paregoric on the 
tongue. These are constipating, and so are not 
often used. Permanent relief can be obtained 
only 6y emptying the stomach, and rupture of 
that organ will cause death unless relieved in-a 
short time. The veterinarian here^ias access, 
to hypodermic drugs and the stomacin tube; biit 
these are useless in other hands. S j 

Spasmodic or cramp colic is caused, by- a 
spasmodic contraction of the intestines due 'to 
interference or irritation of the nerves supply- 
ing the walls of the intestines. Indigestible 
food, large quantities of cold v.'atcr, while the 
animal is warm, cold rains, or chilly, damp at- 
mosphere may be the cause of the disease 
through interference with the nerve supply. 

This class of colic is easily differentiated 
from the others as it always begins suddenly 
and is characteri.':ed by violent and sharp pains 
alternating with periods of ease. On applying 
the ear to the abdominal walls intestinal sounds 
are noticeable. The intervals of ease are apt to 
become shorter and shorter, as the disease pro- 
gresses, and finally cease, Icwing the animal in 
constant pain. The treatment must overcome 
the contraction of the intestinal walls and in 
that way stop the pain ; at the same time we 
must endeavor to remove the irritating sub- 
stances that caused the trouble. This maybe 
■ accomplished with two ounces of oil of turpen- 
tine and two ounces of sulphuric ether or laud- 
anum in a pint of linseed oil. Another valuable 
remedy, that can be repeated in a half or three- 
quarters of an hour, is one to three ounces of 
alcohol (not wood alcohol) ot^ whiskey, and a 
half ounce to an ounce of Jamaica ginger in a 
pint of water as hot as can be swallowed with 
comfort. Eour ounces of whiskey, in hot water 
'is good if Clothing else is at hand.' A c?ithartic 



of one ounce of aloes (Barbadoes) or a pint of 
linseed oil should be given in > every case « to 
carry away the irritating substances. 

Flatulent or wind> colic is most often caused 
by change of food, such as new hay, grain or 
green food, or by fermenting or indigestible 
food, such as mouldy .grain and hay. Feeding 
an animal while in an exhausted condition is 
another fruitful cause of this disease. This 
form of colic comes on more gradually and the 
pains are apt -to be less severe* than -/those of 
cramp colic, but tliey ar'e often Coritinuous.-. The 
chief syir.ptom is the swelling of the abdomen, 
especially in the region ■ of the right flank, 
which, when tapped with the finger, gives tortli 
a drum-like sound. The intestinal sounds are 
low or may be entirely absent. If the animal is 
not relieved, the gas continues to a'cciuuulate 
and the pressure on the lungs causes very dif- 
ficult breathing and,finally death of the animal 
from compression of the lungs, rupture of the 
intestines or blood poisoning by absorption of 
the accumulated gas. The treatment consists 
in trying to stop the formation of gas and in as- 
sisting the expulsion or absorption of that al- 
ready formed. One-half pound of Glauber's 
salt in one quart of water, with ginger or pep- 
per, is very useful. One ounce of common bak- 
ing soda or one ounce of. .aromatic spirits of 
ammonia, in eight ounces" of water, ' given at 
short intervals, is also good, and charcoal has a 
reputation for the absorption of gas. Two 
ounces of oil of turpentine in linseed oil, and 
two-to four-dram doses of creolin in water are 
also used to stop fermentation. To relieve the 
pain, two oQnces of sulphuric ether and two 
ounces of laudanum may be given in. water, or 
. two-dram doses of fluid extract qt Itv^iJ^^ 
on the tongue. Half an. ounce' of /cHloral^^ hy- 
drate is also effective, but is poison'ouyand will 
burn the mouth unless given'' in siiffil:!^^^^^^ 
ter — say eightvOunces. The best '^jtr^i^tment, 
however, is^the'puncturing of the ihtfestfn'es at 
the most prominent point of distension on the 
right flank. This is done with a trochar and 
canula, or hypodermic needle (absolutely, 
clean), and is best performed by a veterinafian;' 
although, to save life anyone may attei^pt.it. 
The hair must be clipped and the instrument 
and skin thoroughly disinfected. '" 

Now there remains a word to be said con- 
cerning the general treatment of any of these 
forms of colic. First the animal should have 
a roomy box-stall with plenty of bedding to 
prevent injury while throwing himself about. 
He should be thoroughly rubbed with straw 
or rags to stimulate and equalize the circula- 
tion ; a few drops of turpentine ■ or spirits of 
camphor sprinkled on the skin before rubbing, 
vyill be of great benefit. The body should then 
be covered with a blanket and flannel bandages 
applied to the legs. Mustard made into a paste 
with warm water and rubbed on the abdomen 
often affords relief. In mild cases exercise may 
be of value, but it is not to be recommended in 
more severe cases. In all cases enemas are to 
be recommended. Do not administer drugs 
through the nose on account of danger of pneu- 
monia. 

Modern science has given the veterinarian - 
many new drugs and instruments (especially 
the stomach tube) which enable him to save 
many cases that formerly proved fatal, but the 
fact remains that he cannot always be obtained 
and these simple drugs become invaluable. — > 
;CQunt'ry L\fe in America. 



. Every now and again, as if to keep the 
question green, some person gets to his feet 
and wants to know what is the cause of streak- 
iness in-butter. Experts make experiments 
and. theorists advance conclusions, with much 
conflict of opinion. - ' - 

In New -Zealand an attempt/was made to 
prove a contention. The butter from 20 churn- 
ings was divided into two lots after washing. 
'One lot from each churning was worked one 
minute without salting and placed in the re- 
frigerator. No. 2 was salted, worked one min- 
ute, and also put in the refrigerator. Investi- 
gation afterwards showed that not one of the 
unsalted parcels was affected, vvhile in every 
case the salted lots were affected. A.ccessiwas;i; 
then had to a large number of sam'pIfeS which^ 
had been marked down in price by commission 
men, and in every case where the evenness in 
the coloring was very distinct it was clearly 
possible to distinguish by the taste that the 
light streaks had no salt or less salt than the 
more deeply colored portions. The conclusion 
arrived at, therefore, was that the salt had not 
been evenly worked. As to why the salt had 
this effect it has been suggested that it is be- 
cause the salt 4rives out the buttermilK.: 
along with the excess of water. To test this 
theory the unsalted and salted samjflcs were 
submitted to a chemical analysis to determine 
the percentage of ca.sein. . 1 

In three of the salted churnings there was 
less of this constituent than in the unsalted; ; 
but in the other two the salted lots led the way, , 
in this respect. In all cases the unsalted lots 
were the lightest in color, due, it is supposed, 
to the action of the .salt, which deepens the 
color of the fat. The o'ovious remedy is to get 
the salt well .work<Sd iu.-^Hoar4's Dairyman.

may be good and yet oui' deductions from them may 
be faulty or our memory may be defective. The.'se 
and other causes make the evidence of our personal 
observation very often unreliable. When we come 
to hearsay, we lind three obstacles to certainty. The 
Ijerson telling us anything Is handicapped by the same 
difliculties as we are in , the. matter of .observation;

and in 'addition it may lose value because of defects 
ln.,our •r^aspnlhg power. In employing the other 
; avenu6s;\^^ be misled '.by . our prisjudlcfes' and fpre- 
convelved ideas of^things'"arid in employing rijason as 
, , a -source of- knowledge the chances of our falling 
into ■ error from such causes are greatly increased. 
Thus we see that "we sec through a glass darkly" not 
alone in regard to things spiritual but things material, 
not only as to the probabilities of tho future, but as 
to the actualities of the past and present. Neverthe- 
less, thousands of people demand greater certaiiitj^' in 
regard to a life to come than they do in regard to 'the 
tran.sactlons in which they, are engaged from day to 
day. In material tilings the.v'consensus of mankind 
and the apparent logical sequertde bf things satisfy otn- 
..minds, but in regard to the spiritual- we demand ab- 
solute proof. As to the truth of the first part of 
the la.-ft sentence let us take the story of the Deluge. 
When this stood upon tho Eible story alone thousands 
uf people refused to accept It; lait since it has been 
shown that all peoples have- a tradition of an event 
not unlike that of,tho::Nqahio; flood, the occurrence of 
such an event Is no iQngey>f<y Great and very 

reasonable doubts may,'lje '.entertained as to the 
literal accuracy of thevSlWeV^tW^^^^ mankind 
was once well-nigh' Wenvh'elmed catas- 
trophe is, ho longer disputed. Fossil bones are dug 
from, the soil. Men of science study them and draw 
conclusions from them. From a small fragment of 
petrll'cd bone, they are able, by following what soeins 
to be the logical sequence of things, to recou.struct 
a mighty animal, and even to tell us of the nature of 
thte land' In which the creature lived centuries upon 
'1 centuries ago.- If a-, man;: should find a fossil ftsh 
embedded in a rock on a ino^untainttop, he would not 
hesitate to conclude ' thait the''t:6ck ^va's'J^at one time 
under water. From the fish he would infer water, 
and the whole world, scientific and otherwise, would 
endorse his opinion. From the .simso of hunger wo 
Infer the need of food; from the .sense of thirst we in- 
fer the need of drink; from the sense of cold we infer 
the need of warnitli. You may say tliat these arc 
our natural instincts, but we do not know that this 
Avveakfens the' force of the argument, which we shall 
presently make. Indeed, it may strengthen it, for 
our unperverted Instincts are infallible. ' There, is a 
vichool of phlldsophj- which ^calls .'these .instincts the 
manifestations of our sub-consclbus self, but upon this 
point wo shall not dwell just now. 

A belief In future existence is almost universal. 
Such a belief seems to bo innate. If men depended 
upon reason alone the idea of a future existence 
would be held only by those persons who had pro- 
gressed a very considerable distance In high intellec- 
tual deyelppmenL The evidence 'available^ to the 
"untutored savage" is that death ends all If'.there is 
anything upon which he ought to be absolutely cer- 
tain it is this. If any one could say With Omar, the. 
tent-maker, speaking of death, 

" ■ ■ . the phantom caravan has readied 
"The Xothii-ig it set out from," 
Jt ought to be the savage, who dail.x- saw evidence of 
the finality uf death to all things possessing life. Yet 
this same savage believes in a future. Whence comeS 
that belief if not from a natural Instinct? And. If 
that. Is its origin, we are as safe to accept Its teach- 
ings as we are to drink when we are thirsty! As 
to the evidence of observation upon tho probability 
of a future life, it must necessarily be limited and 
imperfect for the reasons above set out. AVe dismiss, 
of course, any argument that may be based upon 
religious teaching, except so far as the statements in 
the Bible may .be regarded as hearsay testimony to be 
w:eighod and. estimated, as, all such testimony ou^ht 
to be. Many people clainfi to have established by 
personal obs<?rvation that Individual existence does 
not end with death.- « 'is obvious that those who have 
not had opportunities of this kind, cannot absolutely 
disprove the statements of those who claim to have 
had them. The telegraphic news has recently told 
us that Sir Olh-cr Lodge, a. dlstin.guishcd man of 
science, has been fully satisfied of the fact of thi.s 
existence. Hearsay testimony on such a sub,1ect is 
open to very many objections, which are so obvious 
that it is needless to wccify theini The evidence 
of reason Is favorable. To many this may seem 
like a strange statement, but this Is because they 
mistake observation for reason. So-called sciontllic 
reason Is only observation. The man in the labora- 
tory contents himself with saying : "I do not know, 
therefore I decline to believe." For reason at Its best 
we must look to the men who have trusted to reason 
alone, such men as Laotze/i-.ojE-,^ehtnf!fJ;ZOroaater,''pf 
Persia; Buddha, of Indld'};;i?dlil artd-^a' great ariny 'of 
■witnesses, which no man can number. We do not 
put Jesus, the Christ, In this list. If we accept the 
story of His life, death and resurrection, there Is no- 
thing more to bo said; but we wish to leave all such 
considerations out of the question. We would like 
there is nothing in instinct, observations, hearsay or 
to hear the voice, not of the God-man, but of com- 
mon humanity. This demands a future life; this 
declares its faith In It, and although we must all be 
convinced that we only see "through a glass darkly," 
there is nothing In Instinct, observation, hearsay or 
reason to compel, vs. tq believe that our life Is simply 
a brief passage from,':''dU8t' to.: dust."'

THE tATE OF ISRAEL 

Recently, .^ve , eppko of the wanderings of Israel, 
and.-: their . final 'Settlement m Cannan. Reteronco 
was also made to the fact that after a period of 
democratic government a monarchy was established. 
Tho first of the kings was Saul, tho second David, 
the third Solomon, anci tho fourth Reiioboam. Saul 
was of the tribe of Benjamin, but the others were 
of the tribe of Jiidah, The supremacy of the family 
of Judah liad for a, long time been, resented by tho 
otlier .'^ranches jOfi'tho .Hebrew. nation, except those 
who olajmed' desc^ Benjamin, and In B. C, 



• 975, as nearly aa can be estimated, the . kingdom 
was broken In twain . by, dissensions; whereupon: 
Jeroboam, an Ephraimlt4f i.was proclaimed king of 
tho North, Rehbbbam reriialnlng king of the south- 
ern and smaller part of the land. The latter tho 
tribes of Judah and Benjamui acknowledged as theh- 
king, the remaining ten tribes accepting Jeroboam 
as their sovereign. Tho name of Israel was pre- 
served by the larger kingdom; that of Judah being 
taken by the smaller. Israel entered at onco upon 
a period of conspicuous prosperity, although it was 
almost constantly at war with Its neighbors. The 
lirst severe iblow^'.vvhloh ' foil up.on!, it, - was ,ln . B. C. 
73S, that is'afteifetw^iindr*^ 

of independent hational' exIsTence) ■when '"the A^.q'syr- 
ians were successful in occupying the greater part 
of the Israelitish territory, which lay east of the 
Jordan, and carried away many of the i)eople, sup- 
planting them by Assyrians, wliich was according 
to the practice of that nation in dealing v.'itl-, con- 
quered countriSs. But the great tatastrophe to 
^Isfael occurred' Sevente'en" years :later- than thi^i In 
b;,'C. 721. The most readily available account of this 
will be found in the Second Book of Kings, Chapter 
XVII. It Is written from the standpoint of a hos- 
tile historian. .This book was probably compiled 
by Ezra after ., die return of the trilies of Judah and 
Benjamin from captivity in Babylon. Tills captivity 
must not be confounded with what will hereinafter lie 
told of Israel. It occurred in B. C. 587, and lasted 
about seventy years. It was not a case of a nation 
being .carried away into slavery, for the Jews were 
very well used by ..their conquerors. Indeed, they 
became the leading commercial element In the coun- 
try to which they were taken, and so well satisfied 
were many of them with tlieir new home, that they 
did not avail themselves of tlie privilege of return- 
ing. Tlie Jewish account of the overthrow of Israel 
represents that event as being a punishment for tho 
wickedness and Idolatry of the people. They "had 
sinned against thp liord their God, and had feared 
other gods." Thoy did " "things secretly which Were 
not right against tho Lord their God." They set up 
images everywhere, and built' ;''bigh . places" where, 
they burned incense as the heathen did. After de- ' 
tailing some of their wickednesses, the writer of the 
book sums uj) their wrongdoing by saying: "Tlicy 
left all the commandments of the Lord their God, 
t^,nd made,. thernseiVea, . molten Images, even two 
calves, aiid-.'made "a grpVe, and* worshipped all the 
host of heaven and : served- Baal, and they caused 
their sons , and , daughters to pass through the flreV-. 
and used divination and enchan'tments." Stated yet 
more briefly, they became fire- worshippers, or fol- 
lowers of that remarkable cult, which at one time 
extended from the Indian Ocean to the British Isles. 
For these iniquities we are told "the Lord removed 
Israel out of his 'sight," and the writer adds: "So 
was Israel carried out of their own land to Assyria 
even unto this .day." . In the , last q,uqtaU^ J'thls 
day" means about Bj'Cv^WO^'jIlitJithl^ ends the 

history of Israel. ' ■W© ■arb^^vlthout any' definite ac- 
count ot what beoamW'.-of '!th4m.^ When 'Ezra vvrote 
the Ten Tribes had been away-,from their home land 
for nearly three hundred years'. He tells us that 
thoy went to "Halah and Habor by the river of 
Gozan and in the cities of the Medes"; but this 
conveys only .a very indefinite idea of their ulti- 
mate fate. One hundred and thirty years after they 
had been driven aWajf, the tribes of . Judah and 
Benjaniitf v\^ere ta'kin' io the> sfcWa'-obuhti^ 'b^t there 
is no evidence th'Af tli'ey encountered thc^ 'descend- 
ants of the Israelites, and it seems very Improbable 
that, if they had done so, nothing would have been 
said about it In the writings of those who after- 
wards told the story of the Babylonish captivity. 
Israel appears to have vanished somewhere in the 
great region lying to the northeast of Palestine. 



JANE PORTER AND JANE AUSTEN 

Jane Porter was' a. novelist whose name will be 
long remembered beqatise of her two great stories, 
"Thaddeus. of Warsaw," and "The Scbttlsh" Chiefs." 
She'was born at iDurhani irt 1778.. Her^'father wa's a"' 
surgeon In the Cragoon Guards. He died when she 
was quit© a child, and she was brought up by her 
mother in Edinburgh. Afterwards she removed to 
London, and it was there that her first novel ap- 
peara'd. It was the llrst above named, and it was 
given to the world when its author was twenty- 
seven years of age. Tiie story had a great vogue, 
and has taken a jicrmanunt plaCL' in literature. It 
has been translated into most I'^uropean languages. 
.Six years later appeared "The Scottish Chiefs," upon 
which her popularity in Great Britain cliiefiy rested. 
It is a novel of deep Interest, especially to young 
readers, for It abounds in striking incidents. Thougli 
a hundred years, less one, have ptissed since it ap- 
peared. It is a. popular story today. Sir Walter 
Scott . greatly admlredf .it. Other, novels from her 
pen werbj "The "Pastor's Flresldgi" "Tales Around a 
Winter's' Hearth," and "The .Field Of Forty Foot- 
steps." This docs not by any, means exhapst the 
list of her works, but they afford a good illustration 
of the scope of hor writings. The well-known poem, 
"Scots Wha Hae Wi' Wallace Bled," is fi-oni ber pen. 
Miss Porter's literary style is just a little verbose 
and turgid, i-^or example, when slie has occasion to 
speak of sunrise, she calls it "tlie appearance of 
that orb." Of course it is to bo remembered that 
she is telling of things which happeni'il a long time 
ago, when men and women are supposed, Ijy novelists, 
at least, to have conversed in full-mouth words and 
rolling sentences. She died In 1S50. 

Jane Austen was born one year before Mis.M 
Porter. Her father was an English clergyman, who 
lived In Hampshire, where Jane was, born In ;177.6. 
Ho was a man of remarkably handsome appearance 
and lirought up his family in ^ an atmosphere, of 
which - refinement, wit and' delightful- conversation 
were the chief characteristics. There was plenty of 
money for all reasonable purposes, and her home 
was a scene of joviality and good humor, Svhlch at 
times verged on the boisterous. It is said of her 
that she wrote under circumstances, whicli caused 
her to be interrupted twenty times a day. Before 
slie was twenty-five she had produced three novels, 
"Pride and Prejudice," "Sense and Sensibility," and 
"Northanger Abbey"; but they were written more to 
give vent to her' spirits than as a serious eniijloy- 
nient, and were not published. She herself says 
her time was -chiefly occupied in dressing, dancing, 
flirting, learning ^a, new stitch in embroidery or a 
new piece of -music, m F^'' :''- ^lWe the family lived 
In Bath and 'Southamptoiii,, ln is69, her; father hav- 
ing died, she removed 'with her mother arid sister 
to tho little village of Chawton, iand then engaged 
fieriously In literature as a pursuit. Here she re- 
vised some of her earlier ' novels, ' and wrote others. 
She was ot an exceedingly jovial disposition, delight- 
ing in innocent fun, and quite as fond of making 
herself the victim of it as of turning the laugh upon 
others. She seems to have thought very little of 
her own talents, and ridiculed the idea that slio was 
capable of great things. E.xtracts from her letters 
disclose her as lady of a delightful temperament, 
■whom It must have been a great pleasure to know. 
Her whole life was simple, tranquil and fortunate. 
Her dramatic power wa.s great. Lewes, the greatest 
critic of her time, places her beside Fielding as .Jiie 
of the two greatest of . English, .novelists, and even 
compared her with Shakespeare in respect to tlra- 
matio .skili; , Her versatility was sweeping. No two 
qf.^hjr;: characteriifr£!.re alike. . She had exceptional 
bijiidrtuhltles of ' observing men and women,, and all 
her people are trfio to their type. Her greatest 
stories were "Northanger Abbey," "Persuasion," 
"Mansfield Park,"- "Pride and Prejudice," and 
"Emma." Upon the.se hor fame rests secure. She 
never married, and died In 1817, as greatly beloved 
as any lady in all tho length and breath of England.'

The Divine- 'Comedy. : : : 

(By N. de Bertrana Lugrin.) 
"There are few other works of man," writes 
Charles Kllot Norton, "perhaps there is no other, 
which afford such evidence as the 'Divine Comedy,' 
ot uninterrupted consistency of purpose, of sus- 
tained vigor of Imaglnatlori, and of steady force of 
' phar(|cti6r^^^^ alike 'the ■wlgii.rles^ of ' the ■ poetic 

toinpemment, the wavering of 'human purpose," 'the 
fluctuation of human powers, and the untowardnesa 
of circumstance. From beginning to end of tliis 
work of many years, there is lio llagging of energy, 
no indication of weakness. The .shoulders, bur- 
dened by a tasl< almost too groat for mortal 
strength, never tremble under their load." 

'The jldea of Dante 'in this his greatest ■work, is 
tb shp.w fhat the 'evil 'w^icH'Ts the lot of mankind -is 
duo to tile false direction of the' deslrea, through 
the ignorance and the misuse of the ■ wlU; .The 
reason, under Divine guidance, is able to save, rrian 
from all wretchedness. To convince him of this 
truth, to prove to hini the eternal consequences of 
his conduct in this world and to show hini the path 
of .salvation was Dante's aim. He felt that In un- 
dertaking this work he had been commissioned of 
God. He realized that . the surest . way to appeal 
to the p^ple was through their imagination, and 
he embodfled his na'rratl-ve In the most beautiful 
lioetry, jirobabiy, that was ever written. 

Tlie poem is an allegory, and in it Dante makes 
himself not olily to represent its hero, but to sym- 
bnlizo man in general. Virgil, who is the guide of 
Dante through Hell, is the type of reason, and lu; 
has been commissioned by Beatrice to aid Dante in 
his' perilous . Journey. Hell Itself Is supposed to be 
the type of all -the evUs'of the world, and reason is 
thus represented tb be sufllolent guide against all 
sin, temptation, and eVen agalnstvthe Prinbe .of 
Darkness himself. After ho' has flnlsiied the first 
part of his diflicult, toilsome journey, reason guides 
him up the steep ascent to tho height of moral vir- 
tue. Here ho realizes the security and the joy of 
having overcome all temptation. 

Then begins the journey along the heavenly paths 
to the attainment of the Divine virtues, by which 
the soul is ^ prepared for' Paradise. .K'eaSipn: now-, Is '. 
no longer a suiliclent guide, and 'Virgil leaves him. 
Then appears t'o Dante the vision of Beatrice, who 
is the t5'pe of the knowledge of the things of God, 
or of Divine inspiration. She conducts the purified 
and redeemed soul on its return to its Divine source, 
even to the bliss of beholding the vision of God. 

In the first canto, of the Comedy, Dante Is 
astray.ln.'a wood. ' He j-caches the "foot 'of a hlll^ 
where ho begins to ascend., 'Wild beasts' assail him, 
and he Is about to turn, back, when he is met by 
Virgil. "The time was in the beginning of morn- 
ing," he tells us, "and the sun was mounting up- 
ward with those stars that wore with him when 
Love Divine In that first spring set in motion all 
beautiful things." Vlrgir rebukes him for his fear, 
and bids him follow H,Ji|m, saying, "I will be thy 
guide and will lead th^Bihenpe, through the eternal 
place, where thou iBhaltJhWi.dfspalrIng shrl%kSj, shall 
see! ' the anclent>,spirlts:.jw0fj|l,:jiwh»^^^^^ th? 
second death. ' And them thou shait see those oon- 
tented in the fire, because they hope to come, when- 
ever it may be, to the blessed ones; to whom if tlioii 
wilt thereafter ascend, there .shajl be a soul more 
worthy , than for that, . 'With'^er^^lll t*?^® 
sit my departure." ' ^?' ' ''" 

Dante follows AMrgil, but becomes discouraged, 
Virgil tells him that he was sent to guide him by 
a blessed spirit fiom Paradise, and he describes 
Beatrice and tho words she .spolte to him. Dante 
writes: "An flowerets bent and closed by the chill 
of night, after the sun ^.shines on them straighten 
themselyes all open on the stem, so my weak -^Jlrtue ; 
hecame, and 'Such • good daring hastened to my heart . 
that I became . like one - enfranchised.^ 'Oh comiJas- 
slonate she," T crledi 'and •'thou Courteous who aids 
speedily obey' the word« "that Wh'b addressed to thee! 
Tliou hast so disposed my heart with desire to going 
that I have returned unto my lirst intent. Go on 
now, for one sole will is in us both; thou leader, 
thou lord and thou' master!' Jand when he had 
moved on, I entered -along the. deep and savage 
road." , 

The twenty cantos which follow deserihe Dante's 
journey through the neihermost HeU'r when he sees 
in terrible punishment all the sinners of all time; 
and among them many famous ones, who tell him 
their pitiful story, .so tli.-it Dante's heart is heavy 
wlt'li sorrow and his eyes do not coas(> to weep. 
l''inally they reach the Lake of Purgation, and ho 
thus describes their approach to, and their passage 
through It. "The day was Just departing when 
the glad angel of God appeared to us. Outside the 
ilame he was standing upon- the ^bank, and was 
singing, 'Blessed are the pure in heart,' in a^volce 
far more living than ours; then 'No one goes farther, 
ye holy souls, if first tile fire stings not; enter into 
it and to tho song beyond bo ye not deaf.'" Dante 
hesitates to step into the burning lake, but Virgil 
.says, "Bethink thou! bethink tlioul and If I, even 
upon G-eryon, guided thee safe, wliat sliall I do now 
that I am nearer God?" Seeing Dante still hesitate, 
he speaks, to him of Beatrice waiting for him upon 
the other • -sliJe. Thereuixm they plunge into the 
flames, 'while upon the oiii)osite shore, sweet voices 
sing, "Come ye blessed of my father." 

Having', passed through the fiery ordeal, they 
come out upon the, shore to flrid..b.efore thein-a;.'lon|r 
stairiyay cut in stone. Night cbmsse oh, iind tli'fty 
sleep. In tho following words, Dante describes his 
meeting with Beatrice: 

"I hayc seen ere now, at the beginning of day, 
tho eastern region all, rosy, whUp .the rest of the 
heaven was beautiful with fair, clear sky; and the 
face of the sun rise shade'd, so that through the 
.tempering -of vapors, the eye sustained it a long , 
time. Thus within a cloud ot flowers, which from 
tho angelic hands was ascending, and falling down 
again within and without, a lady with olive wreath 
above a white veil, appeared to me, robed with the 
color of living ilame beneath a green mantle. And 
my spirit that now for bo long had not been broken 
down, trembling with amazement at her presence, 
without having more knowledge by the eyes, through 
occult virtue that proceeded from her, felt the great 
potency of ancient love." 

After the passage through the waters of Lethe, 
Beatrice unveils to him and leads him along the 
heavenly paths of Paradise. Here she leaves hlni In 
charge of Saint Bernard, while she takes her place 
among the blessed ones. That It Is that ho beholds 
the vision of the Light, which is the knowledge Ip^^ 
God. ■ ■ ■ ■ ■ ' ■ 

"And I," ho writes, "who to the end of all' de- 
sires was approaching, even as I ought, ended within 
myself tho ardor of my longings. , Bernard vvas 
beckoning me and was smiling, that I should look' 
upward; but I was already, of my own accord,: such 
as he wished; for my sight becoming, •pure,'..%ya'3,:ent,- 
terlng more and more through the.'radlance of the' 
lofty Light which of itsej! is true/ 'r Wieridefo^ 
my vision was greater than' our speech, -which yields 
to such a sight, and the memory Vields to such ex- 
cess. 

"• • • In the depth of tho Light I saw that 
whatsoever Is disperHod throu,gh the universe la 
there included, bound with lovo la ono volume; eub- 



stance and accidents and their modes fused together, ^ 
as it were, in such wise, . .that that of which I speak 
is one simple Llght.-??y.k,fS:^ .^Thus my mind, wholly 
rapt, was gazing fixed, motionless, and ''intent, and 
over with gazing grew enldndled. In that Light one 
: becomes such that it is Impossible he should ever 
consent to turn himself from it for other sight; be- 
cause tho Good, which Is the' object of the will, is all 
collected in it, and oiitslhe of It that is defective 
which Is p'erfeot tjh.ere,'/ , / ; .:

writes: "To my high, fantasy here power failed; but 
now m.v desires and my will, like a wheel which 
eyenly is moved, the Love was turning whicli moves 
the sun and the otlicr stars." 

.Some writers class Dante with the religious 
teachers, and compare his "Divine Comedy" to the 
Upanishads, the Suttas, Paul's Epistles and the 
Gospel of Jesus. But in whatever category we may 
place him, the ..vypnderful triiths he. .taught, must 
haye^ beeri::j:G'4glf iHf plre^^ 

with' his teachings. - No one can' read this beautiful 
poem without being tho better for it, without feel- 
ing tlie consciousness of his own moral responsi- 
bility, without attaining to the majestic, uplifting 
knowledge of bis oneness -with God. '

Cares of a Family 

A.THERS and mothers have a voi-y complex- 
task before them in hringlng up the 
younger generation — ft i.s clKVicult to know 
what la tlie best thinp: to do, and what is ■ 
the best vs'av of doliiR it. Of course, in 
the first place thoughtful parents will en- 
deavor to give them good health — the heat 
gift of all— by seeing that they have 
wholesome and suitable food, .sufflclent 
warm clothing, plenty of fresh air and 
many tubs. But life is more than meat and the body 
,,than clothes, and we want to bring them up to be 
citizens of the future, men and women who y/Ul take 
'. their part in the world, and do their duty by Ittv'W'hen 
we have gone to sleep with our fathers., 'Wle..want. 
in fact, to train and educate thern, not for ojirselves, 
but for. themselves and their country. But It Is dif- 
ficult to know h'ovv to begin;-; One thing Is , a good 
starti^to .teaish'them' not to ttiaketSa fuss about trWos, 
to bekr pain 'bravely, but yetif;w,ltli a view 'to right i 
treatment. We expect them;>'|6*t!|]l us o£ their aches 
and pains in case of possible 'illness. And yet many a 
time serious mischief may be'i^one betore we discover 
the cause, and when we find It out we say "why didn'tj) 
you tell me you had a pain?" and the answer will 
probably be "Oh, if I made a fuss and said I was hit 
at hockey or kicked at football (as the case may be), 
you wouldn't let me play again." And this is where 
it is so difficult for parents to strike a medium. Wo 
natura.Uy wish our children to bo obedient and to 
come to us for guidance and for our protection what- 
ever Ills befall them, and yet the lime will and must 
come when docility must be exchanged for action, 
and the obedience gives way to capacity to do and 
dare for tliemselves, and perhap.';, too. for the younger 
brother, or sister, and we would not wisli it othor- 
wiae; but again the (juestion conios before us: What 
is the best and wisest course for a parent to steer 
through these shoals of perple.xities? It is amu.sing 
for outsiders to listen to the proud father on thi> ar- 
rival of the tirst born sayiiTg "My .son shall not be 
brought up as other children are, poked away into 
nurseries .with servants. He .shall ^row up side by 
.side with us, learn good manners a.id correct speali- 
ing from his parents." is'o doubt excellent sentiment.s 
on the part of father and well meant, but if this v/as 
, the way the unhapp.v son would be brougiit up, in all 
probability he would grow up a perfect little prig; 
but though it is a noble idea when the first baby ar- 
rives, father's Ideas change when the son and lieir 
is joined by sisters and brothers, and even perhaps 
twins might appeal^. Such things have been known 
■to happen-. 'The' children's toys are ■ scattered all "over 
■ the house and so are their hats and' shoes. There la 
no discipline, no order -or tidiness,' and they listen to 
conversations never Intended for juvenile ears. When 
their mother Is absolutely worn out and probably on 
the verge of tears, they escape to the kitchen, where 
ihey enjoy themselves to their hearts, content; taste 
everything that is going, very much to the detriment 
of their digestions, and alas, too often, their tempers. 
The place for cliildren is the nursery, where their 
lite is happy and natural. It cannot be healthy for 
children's minds and bodies to be always doing and 
saying and altogether living the life of their elders. 
It may sound a strange thing to say, but children 
are often better for a little wholesome neglect, and 
the making of mud pies is not an unprofitable' occu- 
pation, and a decidedly more wholesome one for the 
chilcl than going out visiting with tlie mother, or par- 
taking of afternoon tea. Tlie niothor had need to be 
strong, merry and an angel in temper to hav^ a child 
or children constantly with her, and the man who 
seriously takes his fatherhood, us a duty, slioiild bo 
unsellish enough to take his share of the cares and 
responsibilities. It is natural that children's home 
life should be happy, and blessed are those parents 
and children too, when a la rge and roomy nursery can 
be given over to the children where they can romp 
and make as much- noise as their hearts desire. If 
tills is not ])0ssible, and there is, perhaps, only one 
child, it is well for the mother to get some nice girl 
who can come on Una days and take the child for a 
good wallc. The child gets Iresli ideas, and also the 
mother has some time that slie can breathe freely 
. and. '-call her own. On wet days If the house is too 
small to set aside a room, mother might let the girl 
-come-.' to romp in the sitting room with her small 
charge; while she could go out alone in peace to re- 
turn-'calls or'do necessary shopping when she would 
have time to give her attention to what she intended 
purchasing, which is hot always possible when small 
people are with her, asking many and varied unneces- 
sary Questions. Children are very charming, but one 
Is often reminded of the old saying (when children 
get troublesome) "there's a place for everything and 
everything in its place" and wo think fondly of the 
nursery as the suitable place for children. ' 

Fashion's Fancies 

In all matters sartorial new styles have been pro- 
duced and tried, with the result that some have been 
discarded and othery selected, with the view of their 
being adopted throughout the festive winter season, 
and the coming of sjiring. This year's innovation 
Is on the Auestlon of skirts. The only fashionable 
skirt Is tight at the top and liowing at the foot. This 
mode concerns every style of skirt, whether it be for 
evening, afternoon or morning wear. Though the 
tightly litting, clinging stylo affects the morning skirt 
as to the upper parts of the ligure, the length ap- 
liears the same. Sensible women will continue to 
adopt the short walking skirt in all its slmnlicity and 
comfort. The latest fashions -well delino the lines of 
the llgure from the shoulders to tlio feet. Hence 
the rea.'-:on why skirts all flow and cling to the. 
ligure, and in order to obtain the desired result no 
linings are used, while the costume is created from 
tlip very thinnest and supplest of materials. The 
clinging skirt is uiUrimmcd, all tiie ornamentation 
being conlined to tlie liodice. In the realms of I'ash- 
lon it matters not wliether a \voman be slim or stout, 
she must lia\'e ■■lliii\" l.'or this reason petticoats are 
discarded for silken close-fitting undergarments, while 
other articles of attire have every attention given 
them, so that nothing is likely to interfere with the 
desired "lines" of the figure. In consequence Of the 
clinging skirt special attention is given to the corset. 
AVIthln the bust I'ew years this article has been much 
niodilied. In point of fact the cor.set is even under- 
going ciianges. At one time it was made short over 
the hips, and high above the waist. Now it is short 
above the waist, and long below. The evolution 
of the modern corset has been effected unon a most 
scientinc and hygienic basks, and the result brings 
comfort. Tliere is no undue pressure on delicate 
organs of tlie body. At the sanie time there is an 
apparent dpcrea.sc in the size of the waist. Tight 
bust bodices are sold to give support, and these ave 
made of the same material and color as the corsets. 
Very much greater is th(> att(>ntion given to the cor- 
set by l-'rcnch women than by the English woman. 
A Parifiienno will have her corsets carefully fitted 
to her figure, wiiereas the English girl Is unvariably 
satisfied with tlio ready-made corset. A dainty little 
fasliion Is in e\-idenco that of wearing fronts with 
frills of lace jilaced straight across. The frills are 
not put on \'ery full, Irish and lllot lace are among 
the fashionable kinds. Many of tlio new filet laees 
are richly embroidered In chenille or silk. By the 
bye, the foundation of tills laco Is not. And it is 3n 
this that the design is embroidered in varying tones 
of blue, such as are seen in Oriental China! and with 
gold thread. Another net shows conventional flowers 
In cross-stitch, ^vorl^-ed with floss .^dllc in purple, and 
its kindred tones witli leaves of iluU green. Front.s 
and yokes are made of the net. ICinbroidery of every 
kind is the craze of the hour. I'lvening and day 
gowns are both trimmed with embroidery of some 
fascinating description. For the trimming of even- 
lug gowns chenille or lloss slllc are called In. One 
gown of pale pink creiie de chine is beautiriilly om- 
iiroldorrd with pink roses, and lace. Another Is of 
black chirfon emliroldcred with- black clieiilllo and 
black and :;llvcr seciuins. Jlaiiy kimono bodices are 
seen hand- embroidered round the edges of front and 
sleeves. These bodices not liifreaueutly liave long, 
elose-liltlng sleeves to the wrist. The upper part 
of the sleeve is draped soni'jwhat after the leg-of- 
nnittoii style, without its exaggerated dimciisioii.^i. 
Frora^tlio olbow to tho wrist the sleeve is a perfect 



fit, and it falls .slightly over the hands. Remnants 
of velvet and velveteen sufflcient'for' the creation of 
blouses' are selling' at reduced . prices at most ealus. 
A. blouse bodice* of, * velveteen ils a welcome adjunct 
to any wardrobe^ and In tho coming mild spring days 
it nlay be worn out of doors, supplemented by a fin 
or feather boa, ' 'Velveteen is now as easily tucked 
as cloth or silk, th8;.supple and soft qualities of .,,the 
material lending'- Itself', ad.mlrably to this treatmSixti! 
A charnilng ' blouse of velveteen in brown is =wotn ' 
In: conjunction wlth-'a brown cloth skirt of the same 
tint; the skirt is banded at the hem with velveteen. 
The blouse Is arranged in three deep titcks from tiie 
"Shoulder to tho waist and these tucks are ornamented 
' with' French knots of silk. The tucks are continued 
a't'tthe back and the blouse fastens down the centre 
of "'the back. The front is cut away at the top to 
ibim a, pointed square, which Is filled in with lace. 
The sleeves are puffed at the top and drawn Into 
close-fitting tucked cuffs to the wrist. A stitched 
band of velvet adorns tlie edge of the neck opening; 
while a draped velvet waist band completes the pic- 
ture and makes a most becoming and useful early 
spring toilette.. 

While a neat trlmness remains the leading (diar- 
acteristic of the tailor-made gowns of tlio moment, 
there is yet an unmistakeable dotcrminatlon to show 
even in "them a touch of originality in tho way In 
which cut-away coats are braided, or again, in the 
introduction into the double-breasted waist-coat, now 
so po]nilar, of something rather striking in the way 
of viviil and positive color. Clever touches of Ori- 
ental embroidery, worked in very Ijrilliant shades, 
are seen upon many of the smartest tailor-made 
gowns and coats, judlciousl\- introduced and carefully 
chosen, so that they liarinouize with the predomin- 
ant tones seen in the rest of tlie costume. These 
embroldieries arc worked sometimes in fine, soft wool 
and sometimes in very bright silks, arranged to give 
a .Tapanese effect, recalling the beautiful floral em- 
broideries seen on those silken kimonos which now- 
adays so often dri duty as dressing gowns. When 
one comes to consider the question of afternoon 
frocks, the charm of the picturesque is naturally even 
more in evidence, many very velvety effects being 
brought about liy the graceful .arrangonient of soft 
fichus of real lace, draped tastefully upon the bodice 
of velvet gowns, or again, the employment of those 
old world chine floral silks which are so delightful 
wlien they are seen patterned with pinlt rose buds 
on grounds of pale heliotrope or chestnut brown and 
trimmed on the skirts with Interlacing- ruches of 
box-pleated satin ribbon, while the bodices are draped 
with fichu folds of tiie flowered slllc, and filled in 
with transparent vests of filet lace, embroidered In 
soft silks, in colors chosen to harmonize with the 
shades that are shown In the chine design. Bands 
of black velvet ribbon, worn at the throat and at tho 
wrists and drawn through diamond slides, look very 
pretty with chine silic froclcs of this description. ,

Wh^n" General Booth' was asked, what he did to 
enable him to retiain his vitality and keep in splendid 
health while getting through an Immense amount of 
work, he among other thln^; enumerated three special 
Items necessary for what he called "a rational way of 
Jiving," things which would promote our chances of 
living to an active old age. Cultivate cheerful spirits, 
it is an evidence of youth In an old person to be 
cheerful. Sleep a given number of hours In every 
twenty-four, and don't get into the habit of missing 
rest one niglit hoping to catch it up the next. Now, 
with regard to the first, there i.s nothing more cer- 
tain than that the habit of being in low spirits is one 
that grows upon people. Some people, of course, 
more th;ui others; and It is a habit that needs to bo 
fought against. To get into the habit of continual 
mournfuiness is absolutely disastrous, both to health 
and also to success in life, and if you want to keep 
young break yourself of It. One can find something 
to mourn over in evor.v detail of daily life. Tho 
weather supplies an unfailing source of mournfuiness 
to those doleful ones, who go about seeking for some 
.subject which will lend itself to grle\ing. Our neigh- 
bors, their extravagance, their shortcomings; our 
servants, their ways and worrying; our dressmakers 
and milliners. Wh.v, there is hardly anything under 
tho sun that you cannot twist into a cause of griev- 
ance,, if you feel so disposed, and are firmly enough 
deterfnined to find something to worry about. It 
makes you a sad bore, and most unwelcome visitor; 
it is also exceedingly bad for your healtii, and will 
age you long liefore your time. Some people indulge 
with a degree of absolute pleasure In hugging to thelr 
bosom depression of spirits, forgetting It is a demon 
to bo fought and cast out, though it may take time 
and grim determination to do it; and the sooner peo- 
ple realize that their worries, cither real or Imagin- 
ary, are anything but Interesting to their fellownion, 
then, perhajis, the sooner they will try, and succeed, 
too, In being happy and contented and cultivating a 
cheerful spirit and remember the old saying "A con- 
tented mind Is a continual feast." 

Various Hot Luncheon Dishes 

Croute au pot : Pi(iuante mince. 
Polenta cutlets : Braised flllet of beef. 
Tomato rice : Baked lemon pudding. 
Kcbob curry : Dresden wafers. 
Sardines a la' Pro-vencal. 

Croute au Pot. 

Hc'iulred: A loaf of bread, rich clear stock, two 
carrots, two turnips, pepper, salt, and grated Parme- 
san cheese. Method: Cut off" the bottom cru.st of a 
loaf, leaving the same thickness of crumb as there is 
crust. Cut this into squares arid then trim into 
small rounds about the size of 50 cent pieces. Have 
ready some rich clear stock, In whiph soak the bread, 
arrange in a buttered tin, tod set In oven till dry 
and crisp. Cut some carrots 'aiid' turnips into fancy 
shapes, and boil In salted water until cooked, then 
drain dry. Place the pieces' of bread and vegetable 
in the tureen, and pour the'clear niceljr flavored boil- 
ing soup over, and serve at "Oftoe. "Hand grated 
Parmesan cheese with thy dish. ' 

Polenta Cutlets. 

Required: One quart of milk, Indian meal, three 
ounces of grated cheese, fresh butter, pepper and salt. 
Method: This is a luncheon dish constantly served 
abroad, and is deserving of notice In our homes. 
Take a quart of milk, scald it and then stir in enough 
Indian corn meal (or Semolina) to make it thick. 
.Stir while It cooks until smooth, adding two heaped 
table.spoonfuls of grated cheese, and coolt for an ex- 
tra live minutes. Turn tho batter Into a large jilo 
dish and cook for quite a quarter of an hour, then 
let th(! Polenta get cold. Turn out on to a board, 
cut In slices half an Inch thick, then divide each 
into cakes or rounds of any size preferred, Take 
the dish on which you wish to serve the cutlets, and 
arrange the pieces on it in a circle, one just overlap- 
ping tho other, pour some run .but^er. on ■ each and 
scatter grated cheese over. Brown" In^a' shaiT)! oven 
and servo at once. 

Tomato Rice. 

noqulred : One ounce of butter, four ounces of 
rice, and one small onion, one pint of cooked toma- 
toes, half a pint of stock, pepper, and salt, chopped 
p.arsely, two eggs. .Method: Set the butter in a 
frying pan and in It slowlv cook the chopped onion 
till it shells strongly, then add the washed and dried 
rice and stir constantly until slightly browned. Take 



nearly a pint of mashed and strained cooked toma- 
toes, and mix with the stock. Add this to the rice, 
etc., in a clean stew pan andicookJslowly till the rice 
is quite tender and the broth quite absorbed. Just 
before serving stir In one ounce of butter, and sea- 
son to taste, arrange' in- a dainty pile, scatter chopped 
parsley over; and' garnlslr further with slices of hard 
_bolled egg.;' ,; '■• ■ ; 

Kebob Curry. ' 

Required: Two pounds of raw veal, two or three 
pieces of green ginger, two or three onions, three- 
quarters of a pint of good curry sauce and rice. 
Method : Besides the meat and usual Ingredients 
for this dlah, -some small wooden skewers, two and a 
half inches long will be required. Take two pounds 
of raw veal, two or three pieces of green ginger, and 
two or three onions. First scald the skewers, peel 
the ginger and slice it rather thinly. Cut the meat 
free from fat into pieces one inch and a half square. 
On to each skewer put meat, ginger, and onion alter- 
nately, until the skewer is full. Make a good rich 
curry sauce, stew the meat slowly in it until it is 
cooked. Arrange the skewers in the middle of a 
hot dish, pour the sauce over, and surround with a 
border of well boiled rice. 

Piquant Mince. '' 
Required: Cold beef or mutton, a few olives, half 
a pint of vinegar, small clove of garlic, two shallots 
of bay leaf, bunch of herbs, three-quarters of a pint 
of brown stock, one ounce of butter, one ounce of flour, 
mashed potatoes, deep frying fat. Method: Take 
the remains of a cold joint of Ijeef or mutton, and 
mince very finely with some olives. Boll together 
for t-,veiit>- minutes the vinegar, the garlic, the bay 
leaves, the shallots, the bunch of herbs, add three- 
quarters of a pint of brown stock made from tho 
bones of the Joint. Rub the butter and flour to- 
gether, add to the sauce, boil up while stirring, and 
wlien quite smooth strain into a clean stewpan. Add 
the finely ehojiped meat free from fat and gristle, and 
let all heat through slowly. Meanwhile, prepare the 
garnish by frying small balls of mashed potato to a 
golden brown color, and stone a few olives. Place 
the meat in a hot fancy dish, and garnksh the edge 
with potato balls and olives. 

Braised Fillet of Beef. 
Ref[uired: Undercut, two slices of bacon, a little 
salt pork, one onion, two carrots, stick of celery, two 
cloves half a blade of mace, half a pint of stock, sea- 
sonings and potato. Method: Take the undercut, 
trim off the'fat, lard the top with the salt pork.' Put 
the'sUces. of'. bacon Into a stewpan; on . this place the 
fillet with the larded side uppermost; >and. round it 
put 'the sliced vegetables, a bouquet of herbs;. and the 
spices.. Put a piece of buttered paper on top,-- cover 
the pan,, and let 'the. cqntents;.slmmer' gently till the 
meat Is tender. Set tiie flUeif'on a dish in the oven 
to crisp ,the bacon, while yo^ thicken and color . 
the gravy, seasoning It,' and: if you have it adding 
a little port wine. Strain the gravy over the meat, 
and garnish the dish with potato ribbons. 

Baked Lemon Pudding. 
.Required: Three ounces of bread crumbs, one 
pint, of boiling milk, two eggs, three ounces of castor 
sugar, two ounces of butter, grated rind of a lemon, 
lettl'Oh curd and a few chopped almonds. Method: 
Put the fine white bread crumbs into a basin, and 
poiir over them the boiling milk, cover with a plate 
and' set to cool. AVarm the butter, and add to the 
' other Ingredients with the grated lemon rind. Beat 
all tho ingredients into the soaked bread, and pour 
the mixture Into a greased pie dish. Bake carefully 
till set, spread with lemon curd, and on It pile the 
beaten whites of the eggs. Return to the oven for 
a few minutes, so that the meringue ,may brbwn. 
Scatter a few chopped almonds over, and serve very 
hot. 

Drescfen Wafers. 

Required: Two ounces of fresh butter, two ounces 
of ca-stor sugar, two tablespoonfuls of flour, three 
eggs, a teacupful of milk, a little butter, and jam. 
Method: Beat the butter tO' a cream, with the flour, 
yolks of eggs and the milk. Lastly add the stiffly 
beaten whites of eggs. Have ready five buttered 
saucers. Pour some of the- mixture into each, and 
bake twenty minutes In a gpod brisk oven. Dish 
these folded in half with a little jam In each. Scatter 
castor sugar over all, and serve at once. 

Sardines a la Provencal. 
Required: Sardines, butter, a tablespoonful of 
grated cheese, croutons of bread, cayenne, and a dash 
of tarragon vinegar. Method: Drain and wipe as 
many sardines as you have guests to serve. Spllf 
each In half, remove the bones, dip In warm butter, 
roll Ih grated cheese and place the llsh on croutons 
of bread just wide enough to take two fillets. Set 
in a quick oven for a few minutes and serve when 
quite hot. 

Note. — ^Any of the second, third, fourth or fifth 
dishes, would make an exc^lent entree for a small 
dinner party, while tho last Is a good savory. 

A Few Odds and Ends 

To restore freshness to a "fusty" silver teapot — 
Place a lump of sugar in the pot before laying it on 
one side. This will absorb any moisture that may 
be clinging to it, and quite prevent it giving a dis- 
agreeable taste to the tea when It Is made in it. It 
is but a very simple remedy, but it Is a very effective 
one. 

, To store a Parasol — Hold it half open and stuff 
it full of crumpled tLssue paper, then make a cover- 
ing of material, place the parasol in it, and suspend 
It from a hoolc, in the centre of a wardrobe or cub- 
board. Tiiis win preserve the parasol wonderfully, 
and next year it will come out as good as new. 

Don't use too much polish, and too little "elbow- 
grease" when polishing your furniture. A'ery little 
of the actual liquid is really needed, just enough to 
thinly cover the surface of tho furniture. The real 
secret of obtaining a higli polish is to have a large 
number of clean polishing cloths, old silk makes nice 
finishing ones, and .an Iinmenso amount of energy. 
Plenty of "elbow grease" Is the best polish in the 
world, and one that should not be spared If you want 
your furniture to look nice. 

To render cotton dresses uninflammable sounds 
rather an iniposslblllty. It can, however, be success- 
fully done, as the recipe hereunder testifies: Dis- 
solve halt an ounce of .sal ammoniac, and pliosphate of 
ammonia In enough water to absorb it; and mix it 
witli the water in which the dresses are to tie washed. 
This will render the garment Incombustible, or at 
,any rate, so very slightly Inliainmable, that even If 
It be brougiit ir.to direct contact with an ignited 
body it will not readily take lire. Should it hapiien 
to do .so It would be consumed without flame, as all 
linen or cotton fabrics treated in such a manner with 
these solutions can only carbonize. 

Flowers sent ijy post and received In a faded con- 
dition, can usually be entirely revived by plunging 
about half an inch of their stalks In scalding water, 
and leaving until the water becomes cold.

Some men do 
not return home from the city, say, until eight o'clock, 
and when th'jy do, they expect a dainty and appe- 
tizing meal to await them. .'Vfter dinner t'ncy perhaps 
devote the rest of the evening to reading, if they 
have neither study nor workshop, and on Sunday 
they may perhaps play golf, or Indulge in long walks 
or cycle rides, which, are denied to their less active 
and athletic bettor halves. The wife thinks that her 
husband ought to make her his hobby, and her en- 
tertainment the object of his spare time. The hus- 
band, on Ills side, feels that a little spare time de- 
voted each night to stamp collecting, china, or pic- 
ture hunting, billiards or carpentry is absolutely ne- 
cessary as a relaxation of mind and body. But the 
trouble begins wlien the "little time" each night 
gradually resolves itself Into the whole evening, and 
possibly Sunday as well, and it is then that the -.I'ife 
realizes that she sees nothing of her husband, and 
very naturally she becomes jealous of his hobby and 
protests against it. AVhat l.s the remed.v'/ Clearly the 
husband cannot be denied his hobby, which moreover, 
doctors tell us Is a real necessity in the strenuous 
business life we lead today. Why not have a time- 
table and let husband and wife make a solemn com- 
pact to adliero strictly to it. Apportion definite times 
to everything, so long to lie devoted to each other's 
society, so long lor the husband to devote to his 
hobby.

Gambling Among Women ' 

rHE3 POLLOWINa isthetextof an Interest- 
ing paper read, by Mrs. Cooper at a meet- 
ing at Christ Church Cathedral school- 
room on .Tuesday last: 

The great Pan-^Angllcan Congress is' 
eqiproachlng, an event which Is unique in 
the history of the world, for where can 
we find an exact parallel to It? It lias, of ' 
course, no legislative powers, nevertheless 
it has a glory and a dignity of Its own 
and one which only these modern times could have 
secured, because it is only in these days of rapid, easy 
and cheap communication between all parts of the 
world that such a vast gathering of the widely scat- 
tered members of our beloved branch of the true , 
church, could be gathered together and, although it 
has no legislative powers It /Will have the glory and 
tho dignity of earnestly endeavoring, by most serious 
consultation and deliberation to consider the dangers 
and difficulties as well as the temptations which be- 
set us church people and to warn and help us guide 
and advise us in them. 

One branch of the deliberations is "The Church 
and Human Society," and one very important subject 
which is to be considered Is "gambling amongst wo- 
men," this again Is subdivided into gambling amongst 
working women" and "gambling amongst upper class 
women" in its thi-ce forms, card playing, betting and 
speculation. It Is with the first of these three that we 
are at tills moment concerned. .And we may at once 
clear the ground by stating that we arc aware that 
all card-i)laying Is not gaiiibllng. But wo are now 
concerned with tluu kind of card playing which is 
gambling, that is playing for money however small 
the stakes may be. Everyone will acknowledge that 
to play for high stakes, that is for such, slakes tliat 
if one lost one would be seriously encumbered, not 
able to meet all the necessar.v payments of life or 
obliged to (lopi-lve hu.sband or children of some of 
their accustomed comforts or necessaries — everyone 
I say would own that it would be w-rong to jilay for 
such stakes; but people ask "Why Is it wrong to play 
for lew points, such that if one lost steadily it would 
not amount to one dollar?" If one were sure of al- 
ways losing so that every time one sat down to the 
card. table It meant that'it cost one 50 cents or a dol- 
lar, that dbuld- hardly ?bo ' called gambling. It would 
be^paylhg' that much money for the pleasure of the 
game; but that is not the case with anyone. Every- 
body, wixi plays. :for moh'ey hopes and means to win 
s,qi!fi6tlri\eS( .and' vyhen they do win what does it mean? 
It''meaH8 that'^'i.they gained so much money from their 
nelgHbbF'Wifhout 'having given him any equivalent; 
It vWJlI, be' eMd the loser has had the pleasure of the 
g'amei'^bufihe- could have had all the legitimate plea- 
sure of the game, the foresight, the memory, the 
prompt decision, the calculation, the ^ expectancy-^ 
these intellectual pleasures could be' . eijperlehced 
without any money passing, as they are :ln' chess. 
What element of pleasure does the money bring? If 
we face it honestly It Is a \-cry base one namely — 
the getting something which we can spend on our- 
selves to our neighbor's loss. But It will be said 
"playing for small stakes prevents cheating and 
makes people play fairly and steadily." Then Indeed 
we have sunk very low. If we need to have some re- 
straint to make us play without cheating, of course 
there are some people who spoil everything by per- 
petual fooling whether It be work or play, but they 
arc not the m.'ijorlty; there are luimber.s of persons 
who know how to ]ila>- a game steadily and well and 
who enter keenly into It without having any such 
Inducement as that of gaining monev. Again It Is' 
said that st akes .-idd to the excitement of the game. 
Alas 1 that Is all too true; but how unhealthy Is that 
excitement. Tile excitement forsooth-vof hoping I 
am going to gain by my neighbor's loss, that la the 
very poison which makes gambling so .wrong. It Is 



exciting and tho craving for excitement Is the very 
ruin of character and of the true joys of life. How 
can we tell? With ourselves it might never -grow 
into a positive craving, but what may be the effect 
on those with whom we are gaming? In their more 
excitable and less self-controlled nature it may work 
the utter ruin of their character. And, although tha 
stakes for which you or I played might bo only such 
as wo could easily afford to lose, we know not how It 
might bo with our opponents, whetlier they might not 
be put to base expedients to pay their losses, whether 
it might not mean that they would -be: unable, to, pay 
their true debts of honor, viz.: to thelrlfirbber: or' their 
nursery govei-ness. 

Again a friend said to me the other day that she 
had heard that the charltie'^ in Victoria had suffered 
by this bridge-playing (whether for money or not she 
did not say) but, even with those who do not play 
for money, is it not likely that the afternoons spent 
In bridge-playing are withdrawn from more profitable 
employment, from^ylsltlng, or helping, the -lonely, the 
o.'^ad, 'ithe'Suffering'.'" ' r.v y, . ^' .■

All playing for money Is gambling, however loW'^l 
the stakes, or however well able the people may ap-?rV 
pear to be able to alTord thm. And although It seemsi,' 
to me that although it is sometimes difficult to ex- 
plain why — -in the face of the plausible excuses which' 
are made for it — every form of gambling is wrong — • 
nevertheless, if one thinks of it. Is it not true that 
Almighty God has. If we may so express it, spoken 
loudly against this sin, when we think of the terrible 
crimes which have resulted from the gaming table, 
the thefts, the murders, the suicides which have been 
Its direct resultis. 

AVInnlng money from others without any fair 
equivalent is of the very essence of selfishness and it 
is perhaps for this reason that it seems to have sucli 
a soul-destroying influence on people, weaning them 
from what is noblest and best and hardening their 
hearts. 

Surely If our country Is to be truely great, our wo- 
men really noble. It behoves us to be fearlessly fight- 
ing tho gambling evil.

Decadence of New Hampshire ' .-s. 

New Hampshire, says Rev. E. S. Tasker, once oc-,*,^ 
cupied the proud place of third in the union of liter- 
acy; now she has fallen to the twenty-eighth. This'" 
may be due largely to our newly-acquired foreign 
population, but not wholly so. 

But worse than this is the decadence in the moral 
life of the state, and perhaps the most glaring Indi- 
cation of this is found In the recent growth of tha 
divorce evil, which has .permeated city and country 
villages alike, and has ^become so widespread as to 
make It a delicate subject. The record of our state 
on this question Is anything but an enviable one. In 
1S70 we had 149 cases of divorce in New Hampshire, 
and there has been a steady and rapid increase, until. 
In 1904, we had 525 cases. This is the shameful re- 
cord for one year. Indications are that the public 
conscience In our state has been deadened by fa- 
miliarity with moral looseness. This moral evil may 
not be laid at the door of our foreign population. Tne 
Roman Catholic church, of which the foreigners are 
largely members. Is proverbially strong and truo on 
the divorce question. The fault then must be found 
largely, In I the, moral laxity ot.,our native population. 

Anbtliej,;Sign.,of the times ls> found in the increase 
In drunkenness rdiiririg the last few years, since the 
oyerthro,w of the prohibitory system. .Since the pre- 
sent local option license law went into effect the 
comniltmehts to our county houses' of correction for 
drunkenness have Increased from 473 In 1903 to 2,182 
In 1906. And there Is a growing conviction that 
drinking is on the increase among the young men of 
our state. Some of our best citizens-, are expressing 
In strongest terms their horror at the , situation and 
calling for some change in the law that may help to 
better conditions. A large share of the blame for 
our degradation In this reS'pectSmay be attributed to 
the foreigner, who, with' his drinking customs, stands 
for tho license system. 

-■Vnother sign of our present condition Is to be 
.<'uund in the growing spirit of irrellgion. Our non- I 
church-going element Is on the Increase. In thirty- ' 
Beven towns the religious census yielded the follow- 
ing results: Out of a total population of about 32,000, 
.S,000, or one-fourth, claimed to have no church affi- 
liations whatever, and 18,0 00, or over ono-half had 
never received the rite of baptism. Now, If this pro- 
portion Is the same throughout the state, it indi- 
cates a ' lamentable con dltion : of .'irrellgion" in- a 
Supposedly Christian commonwealth.'^

Ambas.sador 
Bryce Is coming to lay the matter before the premier 
and his government. It lias often been said that 
Canada has been obliged to give in to the United 
•States when that country wanted territory that she - 
- claimed. This was the case, we think, in the dls- - 
putcs about New Brunswick, Oregon, San Juan and 
Alaska. It is to be hoped that this time there will 
be no doubt about the Justice of the settlement. 

The United States and FYance have agreed to leave 
future disputes to be settled by arbitration — that is, 
to call in some one who Is not interested to say what 
is to be done.

ivondon. Mr. Briggs 
guest of-Mr. David Spencer while 
l.nn Victoria " . ^ 

■ ' " The beaittiful hall of the Salters' company, 
,St.' Swithins' Lane, City of London, was filled 
to overflowing-on the- CYening of Wednesday, 
December-4th-, 1907, when Mr. George Briggs. 
-a .-Avell-known member of the Corporation of 
London, delighted his audience with a two 
hours'; address on tlic subject of the wonders, 
beauties and resources of tiic great Dominion 
of Canada, froni a visit to which Mrs., Briggs 
and himself had recently returned. Tiie ad- 
dress was given under the auspices of the 
United Wards club, of which Mr. Briggs is a 
past president. The members and their ladies 
were 'received by the President (Mr. Walter 
v' Grefeii) ' aiid Mrs. Green in the spacious en- 
'1 trance Hall, the subsequent proceedings taking 
: place in^he banqueting hall, the President oc- 
|i' 'cupying the chair. The address was rendered 
'■■" additionally attractive by means of a large 
number of lantern slides, the majority of which 
were placed at tiic dis])osal of Mr. Briggs by 
some prominent officials of tlic Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway company. 'i'iie large audience 
listened to the remarks of tiie speaker with the 
keenest interest from start to finish. 

Mr. Briggs said: Mr. President, Ladies and 
Gentlemen : — When in a weak moment I fell to 
"the persuasion of our treasurer and promised 
to':give'a -lecture on my holiday in Canada, lit- 
tle did I dream of the task I had set myself, 

■ and . although I have presided over large as- 
semblies of' men and Avomen at meetings of all 
kinds, for thirty years, yet this is my maiden 
lecture, - so you must forgive me if I 
have not arranged it in absolute sequence. 
The fact is, I found the task so great that I 
hardly knew how and where to comnicncc. Tlie 
difficulty was made all tlie greater, after tra- 
veling 14,000 miles, to recall ai! the incidents 
of the first 7.000 miles, which were in Canada; 
and tlic more 1 went into it tlic more deeply 

■ did I,get involved, because I felt at-.every mo- 
Ivimeiit it was my duty to place before you, as 
' vividLy as -I could, the- great inheritance we 

have in Canada. T decided, ' therefore, to di- 
!- vide it into two parts — firstly, to give a short 
v-revicw, and then take you picturesquely- 
through the whole journe}-. I hope you will 
bear with me just for about ten minutes, while 
I place before you my impressions of Canada, 
as it is and what it may become, so I ask you 
all to think imperially, to feel imperially, and 
afterwards to talk imperially all your livps un- 
til we. bring about that great imperial federa-. 
tion, and link all our Colonies to the Mother- 
Und .in^one eternal bond of unity, so that dis- 
integration , can never come, but we may re- 
' maijii' not. only the greatest but the strongest 
' emp'ire the world has ever seen, with countless 
;. millions to protect and love our flag. 

I propose to place my trip under various 
'■ headings — firstly, from London to l.,ivej-i)ool ; 
secondly, from Liverpool to Quebec; thirdly, 
from Quebec to Montreal, Ottawa and Toron- 
to; fourthly, from Toronto to Winnipeg: and 
I fifthljf, from Winnipeg to Victoria. 

The Departure From London 
Leaving London at 12 o'clock on Friday, 
June 28th, we arrived in Liverpool at 4 o'clock 
without a stop. At 4.15 we were on board the 
"Empress of Ireland." By 5.30 all baggage 
and passengers had embarked. The last per- 
son to arrive was King Edward. 1 need not 
assure you I do not mean the King himself, 
but a large number of our usually red-painted 
postal vans with letters for Australia, China, 
Japan and Catiada. After they were boarded 
we, sailed down the river. The next day (Sat- 
|irdayj we left the Old Country, viewing the 
Giant's Causeway and the northwest part of 
Ireland. From thence to Quebec there was not 
a single wave, and it was absolutely like sitting 
still the whole of the way. In fact, sometimes 
at luncheon and dinner we had to look through 
the portholes to see if the ship had not stopped, 
there being no vibration or movement of any 
kind; but this unique trij) was marred by a 
dense fog occurring at 2 o'clock on Monday. 
While,! was talking to the captain, he remark- 
^cd: "I must go on the bridge, a fog is coining 
up," and he never left the bridge again until 
12 o'clock on Friday, when we arrived in Que- 
bec, although during the whole of that time 
she made from 452 to 457 miles daily. At 
Sydney we ought to have landed tiic Canadian 
^ n^ at 12.30 on ^Wednesday night, but the 
fog being so heavy we could not make the 
tender; consequently, they were landed at Ri- 
mouski at 10.30 011 Thursday night, avIicu the 
Custom House officers came on l)oard. On 
Friday morning I arose at live o'clock, when 
a. rare sight presented itself.. The whole length 
on each side. of the under prbmenadc deck was 
piled Avith passengers' luggage, all in alpha- 
Ijfitical order.' r found"m{ri'c 'immediately, and 
before six o'clock had got it passed through the 
customs. We passed thc Gulf of St. Lawrence 
during the night, and from Rimouski to Que- 
bec it was still the River -St. Lawrence — a 
inighty river, hut nothing particular in it to 
strike one's attention. The banks on each side 
are low, with few habitations except small 
•Avooden houses, erected principally for those 
engagcr,'"-in the lumber trade. 



\Vc 'then 'viewed tiie falls of iNIontmorency, 
and approached Quebec, Avhere we anchored at 
12 o'clock, not being allowed to land until 1.30, 
as all passengers for China, Japan or Australia 
were landed first with the mails, and also fifty- 
four marines for the Far West. I may men- 
tion here that the Canadian Government is.'.eu-'- 
deavoring to establish what they call "an^ allr 
red line," that is,.tliat the British mails can be 
carded from London' to' Australia, China and 
Japan all over British \territory (applause). 
That, you will sec, Will be a mighty thing 
when achieved, and most beneficial in time of 
Avar. We stayed in Quebec three days. The 
old part, or French part, near the docks, which 
is all in the Lower ToAvn, and Avhere all the 
large Avholcsalc houses arc, is badly and ill- 
kept. The upper part, Avlierc the houses of par- 
liament, the town hall, the great Frontenac ho- 
tel, the fortresses, the principal shops aad fine 
Avidc streets and private houses are sittiatcd, 
is Avell kept. 

From Quebec to Montreal wc took' the 
steamer up the St. 'LaAvrence, which, as a river, 
has little to present for itself, except as a 
mighty Avaterway. It was on a iNIonday night, 
and there appeared to be- a great many week- 
end people going backwards and forwards. I 
Avas interested, especially- in a large party of 
hapi^y young men who sang a number of glees 
in fine style up till 10.30 p.m. — and made no 
collection (laughter). At the conclusion of 
their Aocal efforts, they all sang "God Save 
the King,'' and then quietly dispersed. The 
banks arc still low, dotted with houses at in- 
tervals, until Ave approach nearer to Montreal, 
Avhere it is much more beautiful, there being 
many islands and interesting villages on its 
broad surface. Montreal aproachcd by the wa- 
ter bears its finest aspect. 'You 'see Mounb 
Royal, Dominion park, the great elevators, 
ship-building, and all the colossal Avarehouses 
that are on the port side. In the old parts the 
streets arc narrow and badly paved, Avhilc the 
ncAvcr part is nearly all built in squares, with 
fine Avide streets, the whole city preseiitin.g a 
progressive and wealthy aspect. We visited 
every point of interest, and especially the Bank 
of Montreal, Avhich has its head-quarters here. 
It is one of the finest banks I have ever been 
in Avith regard to its internal arrangements, but 
I rather wondered that a bank in a young 
country should have sunk so much money in 
enormous marble pillars, j-which, although giv- 
ing it a dignified, rich and beautiful aspect, 
must represent dead money. 

From Montreal we Avcnt b\' train to Ot- 
taAva, Avhich is a more classical city, being the 
scat of government, and it stands in a pic- 
turesque and beautiful position. From Ot- 
tawa to Toronto, avc went by train. Toronto, 
like Montreal, is the buzz of Canada, the 
houses being very fine, and the men are all 
energetic and full of business. I visited all the 
large stores and all the AVarehouses, and Avas 
impressed by the general progress of the city. 
Some Impressions 

From Toronto we went to Winnipeg — u 
journey of thirty-six hours (555 miles) by the 
Lakes Huron and Superior. Winnipeg, let me 
say, is one of the marvels of the West. It can 
,only count about twenty-five years of age, and 
yet has 100,000 inhabitants, and the intentions 
of the people seem unbounded, for it is laid 
out Avith fine streets, and allotments are to be 
sold for a distance of nearly ten miles around. 
With regard to Lake Superior: the traveling 
people Ave met, especially the ladies, were 
A'ery fond of reminding my wife that England 
could be dropped into Lake Superior, and as 
Ave Avere nearly two-and-a-half days on that 
boat, she Avas told the same tale so often that 
at last she replied to one person who Avas not 
quite polite in the telling, "Well, I Avill grant 
that you have quantity, but we certainly have 
quality" (applause and laughter). I may here 
mention that in Quebec, Ottawa, Montreal, 
Toronto and Winnipeg, and indeed, in all Can- 
adian cities and towns, there is the most per- 
fect system of electric traniAvays. There is 
scarcely any need for cabs, as you can sec 
most of the city from the tramways, and your 
baggage is always carried by express com- 
panies. From Winnipeg to Banff is a journey 
of thirty-six hours, and during one-half of tliat 
time the railway runs through nothing but 
wheat fields, which is called "Manitoba," or 
"The Great Northwest." Then the next half 
of the time is is through prairie-land, Avhere 
you see nothing but cattle and horse i-anchcs. 
The journey from Winnijpeg to Calgary is of 
a most uninteresting character, except for" a 
few villages that you pass througli ; but it is 
a .great food country, and a great horse and 
cattle l^rceding country. For the Avholc of 
that distance you scarcely ever see a tree, and 
certainly never a hill ; ;jnd the railway has not 
a single cutting or a tunnel from \Vinnipeg to 
Calgary, unless there were some during t[ic 
night joiirnc}'- Avhicli I did not sec. Caigar}' 
is^thc most important town between' Winnipeg 
and the Rockies, it having now about 15,000 
inhabitants, although but a few years old, and 
it is, from there, at the foQt* of the Rockies<^ 
that the interesting part bSf 'iihe countVy ' com'- 
mcnccs. as far as mountains, lakes and rivers 
are to be seen. From Calgary there is a 
branch line, 250 miles to Edmonton, the capi- 
tal,- direct north' of Alberta. 

1 should like here to touch upon tAVO or 
three important cjuestions. The luggage ques- 
tion is a thing of great importance to travel- 
lers ; and having traveled all Europe, I know 
i^uite AVcU the systems in vogue there, snd 



our miserable scrambles in the Old Country 
on the arrival at stations ; but in Canada it is 
simply perfect. At the hotels on the Canadian 
Pacific line, and on all others, you simply tele- 
phone from your bedroom, and a man comes, 
and you say, "Check this luggage on to so- 

.;andrso.''i As in my case, Avith my wifci avc 
'never .'had less than five or ■ six pieces-^four 

'to9 many. The .man gives you. a numb.er, and 
•you do not see them any' more until you find 
them in your' room at the next place you Avant 
to stop. I advise, if ever you go- -one hoK 
each, and one to carrj'. As regards the hotels 
and the drink question in Canada, although 
you know I am neither a prude nor a teetotaler, 
3'et I must compliment the people on their 
.system. You ail know that Avhen you arrive 
at a hotel in Europe and you sit down to 
luncheon or dinner, before you have time to 
order what you Avish to eat, a man presents a 
huge card of wines and spirits, and says, 
"What «^ill you take to drink, sir?" (laughter). 
Now, in Canada, you enter a dining room, sit 
down, and the first thing the Avaiter does is to 
pour you out a glass of ice water (of course it 
was the summer time), then he asks 3-ou what 
you will take to eat, and yon are never asked 
at all Aviiat you Avill take to drink — but he 
.gives you as many glasses of ice Avatcr as you 
like to take (renewed laughter). After I had 
lived on this wholesome drink for some days, I 
suddenly thought I should like to have a glass 
of Aviiie, and asked if they had not a wine card 
(applause). The man replied .sdinewhat .cau- 
tiously, "I tliink I could find one," and after a 
deal of delay he produced a small card Avhich 
had upon it three kinds of champagne, tAvo 
kinds of claret, two kinds of hock, and three 
Avhiskies; tAvelve kinds of mineral Avaters, gin- 
ger ales, and all kinds of cordials, non-intoxi- 
cant. I think that is a great advance on the 
European systems, Avhilc another curious law- 
is that at 7 o'clock on Saturday evening until 
6 o'clock on Monday morning all bars in every 
hotel, and all drinking saloons, which Ave in our 
country call "public house's," are closed. In 
speaking to one of the principal, citizens' in 
Toronto on this question, he replied, "Well, 
you see, a' working man ca'n'riot waste all' his 
wages up to 7 o'clock, and, he may even take a 
bottle home; but then, you see, he is at home, 
and most likely at home,,jtyith most of his 
Avages, Avhich he might otherwise have dis- 
sipated among boon qonipanions before 12 
o'clock at night" (applause). So strictly is 
that law carried out that I have one or two 
very amusing incidents to relate. A gentle- 
man called upon me at 8 o'clock one Saturday 
evening at my hotel, and, ,Britisli-li|c^, I of 
course asked him to have i some jefreshment 
and a cigar. I was told that I could not have 
any, as the bar Avas closed,', aiid that tlvey vvere 
not alloAved to sell it, except in our bedrooms, 
so I invited him into our bedroom and there wc 
had the desired little refreshment (renewed 
laughter). Perhaps that is carrying it a little 
too far, as Avhen a traveler is in a hotel it is 
generally considered to be "his place of resi- 
dence for the time: still. I must say I admire 
the precaution Avhich they take. Of course, 
you can get what you like during luncheon or 
dinner time. 

The Resources of the Country 
Now, ladies and gentlemen, I should like 
to give you a fcAv figures ; I know they are of- 
ten considered dry, and sometimes perhaps, un- 
interesting, but I promise you on this occasion 
I Avill not Aveary you in that respect, and I 
think you Avill find the few statistics I am 
about "to quote will appeal to your imagina- 
tions. 

The total grain crops for the season of 1906 
Avere over 415,000,000 bushels, of which 125,- 
000,000 bushels were wheat, and over 202,000,- 
000 bushels oats. 

1'he following figures gi\'c a few of the 
principal exports from Canada (Ilonie Pro- 
duce), during the fiscal year ended June, 1906: 
Wheat, 40,399,402 bushels, £7,013,000; flour, 
562,465 barrels, £1,371,000: fruit, £1,004,- 
000; horses, 2,794, £110,000; cattle (horned), 
176,030, £2,429,000; sheep, 244,262, £245,000; 
the mine (produce of), £7,389,000; the forest 
(produce of), £8,089,000; cheese, 215,834,543 
lbs., £5,091,000; total, £32,741,000. 

The total trade of Canada for the tAvelve 
months ending August, 1907, was £133,404,- 
000, an increase of £15,417.000 over tlie pre- 
ceding year (cheers). During the same per- 
iod the trade Avith Great Britain increased by 
£1,875,000. 

The total immigration into Canada from 
.\pril 1st to the end nf September last, through 
ocean ports, was 158,598, compared with. 109,- 
777 dnrin.g the same period of 1906. By ocean 
jiorts is meant, of course, those people coming 
by ship; but it, is calculated that nearly as 
many go, over from America- by train; and' it 
is most difficult, therefore, to calculate -their 
number. The question of emigration is a ^ 
point r want to specially emphasize, because 
of the hundreds of thousands Avho arc pouring 
into Canada, only 10 per cent are l.-'iritish, the 
remahider coming from almost every land, and 
"-kttdjsr.ntS': flag — but simply dollars. 

An Appeal to Patriotism 

But our govern mclit''iin''ist be up and doing;' 
because as the older generations die off there 
Avill arise — there is already arising, a race that 
does not care to know the Motherland — young' 
men from 15 to 25 years of age, Avho either for- 
get, or never kncAv, Aviiat their brave old Bri- 
tksh forefath(irs owed to Britain; but, on the 
other hand, think that they have made, and are 



indeed Canada. In my opinion, the sooner 
Imperial Federation is accomplished the bet- 
ter for Canada, and the better for the Empire. 
(Cheers.) Too little do the British race, and 
much more the Colonial race, remember the 
great 'inen of the British Isles; the statesmen 
Avhp-' founded; and the generals and men who 
fought and' died for the colonics, but I must 
say that Canadians proper, are -true and. loyal 
to a man. (Renewed cheers.) ' There Ms here, 
in this great Dominion, all that man Avants, 
self-contained and to spare for the Motherland, 
111 exchange for our gold and goods, Avithout 
depending on foreigners. Our government, I 
repeat, must be made to understand Avhat its 
dut}- is. Ministers should be sent out to sec 
and hear, and feel and grasp the great situa- 
tion. No man can stay at home and fully un- 
derstand it. (Loud applause.) From what I 
saw in all the busy cities,! visited, it is of no 
use for Avastrels to 'go but there, because they 
Avill go to the. wall quicker than in the Old 
Country. All there is eager, strenuous life ; 
ever}' man is for himself, and those depending 
on him. They do not want clerks and shop 
hands so much, and certain!}'- they do not want 
paupers. (Applause.) They Avant farmers 
with capital ; they Avant good artisans ; and 
they Avaiit men with money to start no mat- 
ter what kind of business or trade. I venture 
to say tliat with proper, steady intelligence, 
any man will 'succeed and grow Avitli the coun- 
try; but the gold is not for the lazy and indo- 
lent, any more there than anywhere else. (Ap- 
plause.) Sovereigns are not to be swept up in 
the street any more there than any.where else 
in the jyorld. , . 

I wish now .to say' a word about 
The Canadian Pacific Railway, 
its system of travel Snd its fine hotels. That 
great company has done a great deal for the 
civilization and opening up of Canada, and 
all that the Government has giA^en them in the 
Avay of lands it richly deserves. (Applause.) 
Their hotels arc equipped in a perfect man- 
ner ; their officials and everyone connected Avith 
the railway are courteous and obliging. The 
food (remember, I am .speaking of summer) 
sometimes is not" all that one Avould desire, 
more especially in' isolated places, where;, the, 
people have to "resort too much to..coldv?air'. 
storage ; but that is unavpitjable, for even in 
Torb'nto at the finest hotel" (ndt'^beloriginig to 
the .Canadian Pacific raihvay) the food con- 
sisted almost entirely of cold storage. In Win- 
nipeg, at the hotel belonging to the Canadian 
Pacific raihvay, cold storage Avas rarely re- 
sorted to, and, I think, there it Avas the finest 
cuisine I have yet seen in Canada. Mr. Pre- 
sident, ladies and gentlemen, I do not Avish to 
Aveary you, but I have in this revicAV tried to 
impress you with the great Dominion of Can- 
ada, and if I have aphieved that, I shall have 
added one more laurel to the great Imperialism 
Avhich must eventually come:: (Cheers.) You 
may ask me now as a last Avord what struck 
me most. Well, it is a simple thing, but really' 
vital. Sonic of you know that I have been in 
the habit of going to Europe and crossing the 
English Channel at least six times a year for 
nearly forty years, and Avhen across that chan- 
nel my language changes from English to 
French, just like a duck takes to Avater, so 
that Avhen I crossed the ocean naturally the 
same thing came to me, and for several days 
I could scarcely realize that I still had to speak 
English. Therefore, what struck me most Avas 
that in 14,000 miles there was but one lan- 
.guage — that of the British -nation. (Applause.) 
Even the black attendatits in the train, the 
Chinese and Japanese waiters in all the hotels 
in the Rockies and elsewhere, spoke English. 
Now, about their telephones, telegraphs, tram- 
Avays and electric power; in all the towns the 
overhead system is in vogue; the Avires arc all 
on huge trees, very tall and A'cry thick, about 
the same size, and all very ugly, because of 
their immense number, and the cables for 
carrying special power are as thick as an or- 
dinat-A' man's Avrist. , In Toronto I spoke to the 
town clerk and engineer, with , whom I had' a 
most enjoyable hour, and said: "In a htindred 
years the people of that day will blame you 
for not putting them underground in a proper 
tunnel, Avhere men can go in to repaii- them 
and lay new ones." The reply was, "The first 
cost?" "Yes," I said, "that was no doubt the 
reply, in London 100 years ago, but it costs us 
n'ow, yearly, Avhat would have paid the first 
cost. With us it is now too late, as there is 
no room underneath ; Avitli yon it is different. 
Do it at once and earn the blessing of future 
.generations, not only for utility, but for econ- 
omy and the beauty of your cities." (Ap- 
plause). 

Alaska has become a very interesting 
place, and a burning question has just been 
settled, but settled in a manner '.which still 
leaves it smoldering, You:;.'roay:.'';kno.w that 
Russia a few years ^ ago soldMier portion of 
Alaska' to- America' 'for ' £ij440,'ooo.''.'

City. So then America began to say that por- 
tion Avas in her ])urchasc, so it was referred to 
arbitration, and you may remember at Paris 

' last year 'America bluffed us out of thousands 
of square miles. It made nic very angry at 
the time as I considered it unjust, and I am 
more angry now than before and simply dis- 
gusted at our Government. (Applause.) All 
Canada blames us and says America bluffed us 
out of it, and I am sure they did. Prominent 
mii'i in New York actually said so and laugh- 



ed at us, going so far as to say, "Oh, avc shall 
ask for a few more provinces soon on some 
pretext and you arc sure to give them." So 
much for Alaska. Well, the line Avas draAvn,; 
and what is now left to Canada is called Vu-. 
kon and is 196,976 square miles; that portion 
they call Alaskal.and is 590,884 square miles, 
* and Canada lost 12,500 square miles'. - 

The State of Oregon Avas also bluffed from 
Canada in 1848 and is 96,ocxD square miles. 
Washington also, in 1853, Avith 67.000 square 
miles. The formation of public opinion in the 
.Dominion upon this question Avas a gradual 
one, built upon an underlying but deep im- 
pression that Great Britain had been liistori- 
call}' prone to sacrifice Canadian interests — 
ignorantly, or intentionally, as the case might 
be — upon the altar, of so-called friendly rcla-. 
tiori's with the' Uniteil'. States.. (Applause). 

A map of' Canada, shoAving- the lost terri- 
tories, Avas then placed upon the screen' and 
its essentials described. Air. Briggs pointed, 
out that the total area of Canada Avas 3,500,000 ' 
square miles, or nearly as large as Europe. 
Quebec to Montreal was 175 miles, Montreal 
to Ottawa 122, OttaAva to Toronto 320, Mon- 
treal to Vancouver 2.900, Halifax to Vancou- 
ver 3,700, St. John to Vancouver 3,800, and 
the djstance from Owen Sound, Lakes Iluron 
and Superior to }<ort William 555 miles. A. 
large .number of illustrations of ,life-on board; , 
one of , .the ■ magnificent vessels - forming thfc- 
fleet of the Can'adian Pacific Railwayt company, 
Avere then exhibiffed; -PicttireS' ' .bf street 
scenes, public and other buildings, and' views .- 
of Cana!dian scenery followed in quick succes- 
sion, and proved -intensely interesting. 
Descriptive Address— "Canada for Ever" 

Halifa.K, Avith a population of 50,000, and 
the capital of Nova Scotia, Avas, Mr. Briggs 
remarked, from its long association Avith the 
Army and Navy of the Mother Country; the 
most thoroughly English city on the 'Go'titih- 
ent. lie then continued his descriptive address :-v 
in the folIoAving Avords: — ' ' 

At Quebec, wc stayed at the Chateaii; Fron- 
tenac, belonging to the Canadian PacificiRail- 
Avay. lliisv old city "occupies the base?'aiid sum- ^ 
mit of a lofty crag, projecting Into th'e St. Law- 
rence. ' " . 

Jacques Cartier, a .Frenchman, Avas the first 
European who sailed into the river, and spent 
the^Avinter of 1535 at the-base,of .the'cltff ;,and 
French'rfur companies soon after established 
here headquarters for trading. As the settle- 
ment grcAv, the fortifications Avere enlarged, 
and Quebec became the stronghold of Canada; 
remaining so until captured by the English, 
under Wolfe, in 1759. No other city in Can- 
ada is so grandly situated, or offers vicAVS from 
its higher points so diversified and lovely. , 

Dufferin Terrace is a huge wooden plat^tjjS 
form, or pronicnade, 1-4 mile ^. .1^^^ and 50 to.' 
70 feet wide, erected^ on tlte'*edge; of the cli , 
•It Avas first erected by theEarl of Durham, aiid*- 
was re-built and enlarged during the governor- 
ship of the Earl of Dufferin, and opened to the 
public in 1879, by the Marquis of Lorne and 
Princess Louise. On the Avest is the gOA'er- 
nor's garden, Avith the W^olfe and Montcalm 
monument. There are many beautiful excur- 
sions from Quebec, such as Point Levis, Isle of 
Orleans, Falls of Montiriorency, and St/ Anne- :, 
de Beaupre, Avhere there is a shrine for cures* of;,:;/ 
all the ills that flesh is heir to. and in the splen-' 'f 
did church the pillars are all coA'ered from top 
to bottom with crutches, Avaist bands, leg props 
and every conceivable surgical article ever 
made, left there by those avIio were cured — or, 
rather, who never ailed anything. 

Sous le Cap street is a most curious and in- 
teresting old street, and I should think prac- 
ticall}' remains in the same condition as when 
originally constructed; it being jn~ .the< -loAvcr 
part of the town, where all the streets are very 
irregular and badly kept ; it contains many : 
quaint old houses. The Champlain monument-; 
is in the upper part of the town, Champlain -' 
being the first organizer of the county. . ,! ' 

ilontreal. — WiiuLsor street station, Cana- 
dian Pacific Raihvay — population, 435,000. It 
is the chief city and coninicrciaT capital of 
Canada, is situated on an i.sland formed by the 
St. Lawrence and Ottawa rivers, and on the 
site of the ancient Indian village of Hochelaga,-;* 
It Avas visited by Jacques Cartier, in 1535. A. ■ 
trading post was established here by the 
French,; 2^0 years ago ; and this was the la'st^ 
place yielded- by the Freiicb. to the English in.' 
1760. . ■ ' ' . ; ■ . 

It' is a magnificent city, Avith fine wide 
streets in the new part, handsome shops and 
churches, a magnificent park called I^Iount 
Royal Park, and fine university buildings and 
grounds; but in the lower parts of the town, 
Avhcre all the large w-archouses are, the streets' 
arc irregular, and badly paved. 

Montreal is 400 miles from Ncav York, and 
2,750 miles from Liverpool — 300 miles nearer 
Liverpool, than New York — though not even 
the- capital of its own province — Quebec — ■ 
Moittrcai exerts great political influence, and 
it is the seat of tlie chief banks, trading cor- 
porations and universities. , The French main- 
ly occupy the east quarter of the city, the di- 
viding lincbcing St. Lawrence main street. 
Capital Cities— Old and New 

OttaAva, the Federal capital of the Domin- 
ion of Canada, is picturesquely situated at the v 
junction of the Rideau river Avith the Ottawa. 
It has an immense timber, trade, Avith huge 
saw-mills at every turning, and tiic city, like 
Onebec, is divided into upper and lower tOAvn.s 
standing on high ground, overlooking a fine 
valley, and coiilahis mskny fiUfe tesidehces and 
large liotcls, statclj^r government buildings 
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overshadowing all. We visited the House of 
Parliament, a;nd were much impressed bv the 
National Public Library, which is very masfni- 
ficont. It is made entirely out of Canadian 
. wood; most beautifully carved, no two pieces 
'being of_,t'ie same design. ,Tliet librar;jj>is cilv 
'Vcular in shape, and contains kiii the' centre a 
c ' very jifine marble statue of Queen Victoria. 
; . of the Govcrnor- 

■ General, is two miles distant, - and it is in this 
town where the premier — Sir^ Wilfred Lauricr 
— lives. We had the pleasure of secmtj his 
house and also Rideau Hall. Ottawa has fol- 
lowed Washington Ja ati;empting" to make it- 
self worthy of the position • tq^jvi^Wch^ityfejiiJ^ 
been raised, and already rariWs' : as one of the 
siha^^spmc^v^pcl.b^ the Domin- 

' *ibnr ' £vike!lA/^aslim Ottawa has be- 

come the scientific centre of the country, while 
the presence of the Governor-General makes it, 
during the sitting of Parliament, a centre of 
cultivated and fashionable society. It is, 
strange, but in all countries the cities in which 
the governments sit, bear a totally different 
aspect to other towns. Even in our own coun- 
try it is.vety.markefl; , -f ake Edinburgh and 
Glasgovv for insfante/ tt^^^ seat of th6 Scob- 
tish government, or Dublin and Belfast, and 
even London, from liighgate to Westminster, 
then from the Bank eastward, and all is totally 
different. Then return to the centre where we 
arc now assembled in the Grand Old City. 
There is nothing comparable in the world, and 
it you could put your car to the keyhole of the 
City of London, you might hear the throb of 
the civilized world, as might have been wit- 
nessed lately during the American crisis (ap- 
]3lause.) I should say that more cables were 
received and despatched during that time, ask- 
ing one question, "What will the Bank of Eng- 
land do?" than ever in history. I have seen no 
town or city in all my travels so well kept as 
the old city of London (cheers.) 'Toronto, 
called the Queen City, and mainly rrotestant 
' and of BritTsh stock, is the capital of Ontario, 
ivisind has made great progress during the last 
;!few years, there ,being splendid; wide i^treets, 
iC^aibatiright-^angles. It. lies .on -the north-shore 
: of Lake Ontafid and is of great commercial 
;^;:.importance. 

i f . The grain elevators at Fort William are of 
?:illuge dimensions,, they are., situated all over 
F^'fi^nada and AiTiBrica, and generally , belong- 
neither to railway companies, banks, ^ or rich 
companies. They are a great benefit to the 
' farmers, for here they can bring their wheat 
p'-afid' sell it at the market price of the day to tlie 
company to whom the elevator belongs, and 
they are' paid cash down, 'i'he companies then 
being the owners of the wheat, sell.it at var- 
ious times to different parts of the world. I 
could not quite find out why they were term- 
ed elevators— I 'asked, "Why not lifts?"- But 
they are ndf lifts ; the 'pain is brought to the 
ground floor by the farmers ih wagons, and it 
. is then drawn; lip . Sy sitc'tiori' tUrdiigh large 
pipes.andstored on any floor required. Some- 
times there 'are as many as fifteen floors or 
more : so you see there is no waste of labor. If 
it were carried up by lifts it would require 
' moving at least four times by manual labor, 
$ut ty 'suctibn a^^ 

Iri,.iWinmp.eg.. the ]tnain stfee£ ,is lOO feet 
HWi'de, and the popiilatid^^ lod,'oop. The town 
,.as flat, being only 750 feet above the sea, and 
' the country all' round is very level. It is the 
capital of the province of Manitoba, formerly 

■ known as Fort Garry, and the population in 
"1 871 was only 100 people. It is situated at 
the confluence of the Red river and the Assini- 
boine river, and for many years the chief post 
of the Hudson Bay company. Here I held a 
most interesting conversation with the mayor, 
and when I told him that he spoke like an 
Englishman, he said, "Yes, I was born in 
,Brixton road, and came here in 1868 to sell 

■ l)fushes" (loud applause). After a time he 
said he bought a piece of ground, and built a 
shop, which he then thought was too far out 
in the country, but it is now in the very heart 
of the city, being only a few doors from the 
town hall, while his huge wholesjile ware- 
house is quite half-a-mile further out. The 
.streets extend for miles all round, and I ma^' 
here remark that Winnipeg seems laid out to 
accommodate a million people. No doubt it 
will become the greatest city in Canada, be- 
ing in the very centre, 1,500 miles from St. 
John, and 1,500 to Victoria. Here is situated 
the Alexandra hotel belonging to the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, one of the finest and 
best hotels in Caiiada and America. Winni- 
peg will become the great radiating junction 
•for all the railways in Canada; in fact it will 
become the great engineering works of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, who have already 
^70 miles of train-yards and siding.s. It was 
here we visited the great Ogilvy flour mills, 
eight storeys high, and where we saw the 
wheat going in at the bottom, and after pass- 
ing through 100 processes (which divided it 

jU^to ist, 2nd, and 3rd clioicc) flour came out 
at the bottom into bags and dropped into rail- 
way ^uc^s."\yc only saw about six men at 
work, tha whole beihgicbntt'bllecl, by machin- 
er}^ with tiic exception of the woricpf tying the 
bags. The total capacity of th'^I- eky£ltqr-"be- 
longing to this comp;^^ ■i8.43^(^'-"bu8l»els 
and the daily turnroiit^Stihe niili''iS' ^,o66 bar- 
rels of flour. 

Before leaving the subject of Winnipeg and 
its associations, let me tell you, ladies and 
gentlemen, a story that was told to me of tlie 
time when scarcely any emigrants found their 
; way thither. The story, goes that a Scotch 
farmer arrived at Winnipeg, and the Govern- 
ment offered him as much land as he could 
plough round in a day. The canny Scot, hav- 
ing taken two or three days to think it over, 
walked over the best part of the land which 
.vljvaS practically^;,, cleared, and then started 
ploughing at 6 'o'cldck^^^^ the morning, making 
a 'Very wide sweep with his plough. At 6 
o'clock in the evening the Government officials 
told hint that the day wajjs up, and asked him 



whiit he meant by making so wide a circle 
without finishing it? The wily Scot replied: 
"Oh, there's twenty-four hours in a day, ye 
ken and I shall be quite round ;byl;^.tomor-row 
morning." (Laughter.) That 'man 'aftferwards 

^ became one of the richest and most progressive 

' farmers in the'Doihinion. 

The Wonders of the Dominion 

Calgary is a town of a few years of age, and 
has a population of 15,000; it is 3,428 feet above 
t,he level of the sea, .so you will understand the 
train had mounted considerably in the 850 
miles we had come from Winnipeg, for, the.re 
; Wap never a tunnel, and scarcely a cutting, iin- 
'l^ss we 'pssed th'em' a^ .i"^"^. being 

through prairie lands and wheat-fields. You 
will observe the Bow River and the Rocky 
Mountains in the distance, and in leaving here 
we conmience tlie ascent of the Rockies, and 
begin to see the wonders of creation. The 
Canadian Rockies are the culminating scenic 
portion of tlie mighty Rocky Mountains, called 
the "Backbone of America." Four. i,.great 
ranges are crossed by the - Canadian •Pacific 
Rail^way — ^the Roclcies propefi'the Selkirks, the 
' dbid Rangfe and the Coast Mountaiiis, the lat- 
ter standing like a great bulwark along the 
shores of tJie Pacific. The entrance to the 
Rockies is by the "Gap," and it seems that the 
train has reached an impasse and that there is 
no way by which it can surmount the lordly 
line of heights drawn up across its path. Sud- 
denly, however, it takes a sharp turn and finds 
itself betAveen two walls of vertical rock, and 
a passage is forced to the world of mountains 
beyond It has found, and followed, the course 
of the Bow River, and keeping to the valley 
which that stream has worn for itself in the 
course of ages, the track turns northward and 
runs between the Fairholme Range on the 
right and the Kananaskis Mountains on the 
left. Close by, the Kananaskis P'alls of the 
Bow are taking a mighty plunge, the roar of 
which is distinctly heard .from the track. At 
this point are the "Three Sis'terSj" a trinity of 
ndble peaks. At the base of the Cascade 
Mountains, Banff, a few miles away from the 
railway track are the anthracite mines of Bank- 
head, operated by the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company, which supply the country from 
Wiimirx;g to Vancouver.® The Banff Hotel is 
. (nvned by the Canadian Pacific Railway, is sit- 
uated on a rocky elevation on the south bank of 
the Bow River, near the mouth of the Spray, 
4,521 feet above sea level. This splendid hotel 
commands a view, perhaps unrivalled in Can- 
ada; the refinement of its appofhtments, and 
the completeoess of detail marking the mrholc 
establishment. It ranks ainong the finest sum- 
mer hotels to be found anyvvh^re, and here we 
rested a week, driving to many interesting 
places. 

Canadian National Park Banff, is a national 

reservation of 5,732 square miles. It is the 
largest in the world, and is under the control 
of a park superintendent. Public improve- 
ments of all kinds are being constantly carried 
on, to the great advantage of both residents 
and visitors. 

In a large area of 2,000 acres is a magnifi- 
cent herd of 56 buffalo and calves. Buffalo are 
now nearly extinct (there used to be millions) 
owing to their being killed for the sake: of their 
hides, and the. Canadian Government have 



therefore considered it necessary to preserve 
them. 

To the east of Laggau run two mountain 
valleys, both of which arc noted for their ex- 
quisite "scenery. Paradise Valley, the nearest 
to Lake Louise, lies between Mount SliQel and 
Mount Temple, while the Valley of the' Ten* 
Peaks, as its name implies, is lined by teii great ' 
peaks, and holds at its head Moraine Lake. 
From this valley can be seen Mount Temple, 
Mount Lefroy, i\Iount Aberdeen, Mount Hung- 
abee (which means in Indian, chieftain), 
Mount Victoria, all of them being from ten to 
twelve thousand feet high. Moraine Lake, near 
Laggan, is two-miled long, and half a mile 
.wide, iti 'wliich' thdre is elx trout fishing. 

The Government have recently constructed a 
splendid carriage road from Lake Louise to 
Moraine Lake. Mirror Lake, Laggan, is an- 
other of these beautiful gems, which has no 
visible outlet, its waters escaping through an 
underground channel to Lake Louise 1,000 feet 
below. The waters of this lake rise or fall, as 
the. inflowing stream pours its flood into the 
lake more or less rapidly than they are carried 
off.. . ■ . ^ .... 

' Lake Louise Chalet is cltarmingly situated 
on the very verge of the water in the midst nf 
the evergreen wood. The Canadian Pacific 
Railway built a lovely chalet, which has since 
been enlarged to a great hotel.- Telephonl^ 
communication exists between it and the sta-^ 
tion, and telcgram.s may be sent to any part of 
the world. Here we stayed one day and night 
in absolute peace and quietude, the beautiful 
little lake being completely shut in by huge 
inountains, and' there being no habitation ex- 
cept the hotel. 'S-v>iss' guides in the Rocky 
Mountains are btd^ight to the resorts in the 
Canadian TRockies by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company. 

The Great Divide is six miles from Laggan, 
and here the summit of the Rockies is reached 
and the Great Divide is passed, 5,296 feet above 
sea level. It is marked by a rustic arch span- 
ning a stream, under which the waters divide 
by one of those curious freaks with which na- 
ture occasionally diverts herself. For the two 
little brooks have " curiously different fates, 
though they have a-coramon origin, both rising 
from the same spring and glacier. The waters 
that dive to the east eventually mingle with 
the icc-culd tides of Hudson Ba}'-, while the 
rivulet that turns to the west, finally adds its 
mite to the volume of the Pacific. 

Romance of History 

Mount Stephen, the most elevated station 
on»the Canadian Pacific Railway line, takes its 
name from the first president of the company, 
Lord Mount Stephen; while the next westward 
slope, Hector, recalls Sir James Hector, and 
from here the railway descends rapidly to the 
Kicking Horse Valley. JThe scenery in. Kick- 
ing Horse Canyon is sublil'he and almos't t'er- ' 
rible. The line cy;iigs to the mountain side at 
the left, and the yalley on the right rapidly 
deepens until the r-ivcr. is seen as a gleaming 
thread, five or six hundred feet below. Kick- 
ing Horse Canyon also preserves Hector's 
memory, for the "kicking horse" was one that 
inflicted upon him serious injuries during the 
Palliser expedition. The story is a curious one, 
as it shows on what chances the success of an 
exploration may depend. The expedition was 
ehcaihped oh tlVe^bahlcs bf the*Wapta, where a 



pack horse broke three of the leader's ribs by a 
kick. He lay unconscious for hours, till his ■ 
Indians thought him dead, and prepared to 
bury him, but as they bore him along he re- 
gained his senses. 'When he recovered he went 
•tO:inspect:liisj|;rkVe that dug !^ some 

^little; way from fired by curi- 

osity,, he determined to search the valley in 
' which 'it had been intended to leave him for 
ever.

^ Illecillewaet Glacier, like nearly every other 
observed glacier in the world, is receding. It 
is reckoned that the sun drives it back on an 
average 35 feet a year, and recovers this much 
from the bonds of ice. However, after the ice 
has gojie, the Moraine remains, and it will be 
many centuries before the great rocks, carried 
down by the glacier, arc reduced to dust ; and 
-the land thus'ireclaimed supports renewed veg- 
etation. Nestled in a niche of the narrow vaf- 
ley, aifew yards from the-railway station, and 
surrounded'by the beautiful evergreen trees 
that'Cverywhere thrive in this region, is the 
charming hotel, Glacier House, which has be- 
come so popular that the Canadian Pacific 
Railway have found it necessary to enlarge the 
original structure, erect new buildings, and in- 
crease the capacity of the annex, so that now 
over 100 guests can be accommodated. 

I noticed that a Surgeon-General in the 
Army wrote recently in the' visitor^.'' book: 
"My wife'ihd I hive traveled for heariy forty 
years all over tlie world, and are both agreed 
that the scenery at Glacier House is the finest 
we have seen in Europe, Asia, Africa, and 
America," After that I did not write anything. 

Motini Sir'DbndM is' 16,000 feet high, and 
rears its mighty head more than a mile and a 
half above the railway. This monolith Avas 
named after Sir Donald A. Smith (now Lord 
Strathcoua and Mount Royal), who was one of 
the chief promoters of the Canadian Pacific 
l^ailway.

It is the centre of a group of glaciers, 
embracing more than 200 square miles; arid 
the portion seen from the hotel is 10 square 
triiles. 

Yale is the head of navigation, and was 
formerly an .outfitting point for miners and 
ranchmen; only 231 feet above the leyel of the 
sea.

The Church Women and Amusements 




HE following is the text of a paper 
read by i^Irs. Dickson at a meeting at 
Christ Church Cathedral schoolroom ■ 
on Tuesday afternoon last: 

As amusements form no mean part 
in human society perhaps a few mo- 
ments will not be v/asted in considering what 
attitude we as church women should bear to- 
ward the various forms of entertainment pre- 
valent in this age. 

In the world at large this question at once 
brings forward two distinct classes of people, 
with many intervening classes of varying 
shades of "Opinion. The one class would greatly 
restrict amusements drawing hard and fast 
lines between the harmless arid the harmful 
recreations — these lines being drawn by their 
own self-constituted judges. The second class 
is the oj)posite extreme. It would leave all 
pleasures to the fancy of each individual, with 
no restrictions whatever. Between these two 
extremes may be found people of all shades of 
opinion. 

Did not Christ by His presence at the mar- 
riage feast in Cana forever sanction pleasure 
and .show us that we are not expected to with- 
draw ourselves from the world's festivities? 

The great Anglican church, believing it to 
be the .s])irit of the Master, has left this im- 
]iortant (iuesti(.)n along with many others, such 
as the drinking of lic|uor, to the consciences 
of her children with this one, all-comprehen- 
sive injunction, "Be temperate in all things, 
in your' amusejnents as in your, eating, and 
drinking." 

, IS:riot the Church's injunction, "Be temper- 
aiA m all things" more important, more rfiS- . 
tricting titan some people, -would. , have .'lis ' 
tlii|ik? On the contrary,; (joes not this brbaid ■ 
qOnimand of the Church place greater respon- 
sibilities upon hdr children than specific com- 
mands, such as "You must nqt dance, play 
cards, or drink wine." 

In the good old book, "Tom Brown'.s 
Schooldays," you remember the father's part- 
ing words to Tom when he was about to leave 
home for school. 'J'he anxious parent, think- 
ing of all the varied temptations to which hi.s 
son is sure to be subjected gives no specific 
commands, only this one injunction, "Ncv^r 
do or say anything that you would be ashamed 
to ■ have your mother or sister see or hear," 
Did this not, place far greater responsibility 



upon Tom than a long list of "Do's" and 
"Don'ts." And so, does not the Church's com- 
mand, "^Be temperate in all things, place great- 
er responsibility upon us than "Do not dance, 
play cards or drink wine?" 

To whom shall we look for the keeping up 
of a high standard in all forms of pleasure if 
not to the women of the Church? If wc sanc- 
tion the playing of games for a stake, yes, or 
even raffling at the church bazaar; can we very 
much blame the young man who, after leaving 
home, fails to see any distinction between this 
and gambling on the race^track or placing his 
stake on the roulette table .at Monte Carlo? 

By the playing of games for a stake are we 
not cultivating false ideas of true amusement 
and creating an unwholesome excitement? Are 
we playing for recreation or for the .stake? 
Were not the old Greeks nearer the true idea 
when they played. for the laurel wreath only? 
Who can say that their games lacked enthu- 
siasm and rest? 

But far deeper than all this is the cultiva- 
tion of a ]ntrposc in life, and the jjroper per- 
spective of duties and pleasures. How much 
church women can do along these lines! For 
example, some right-minded women in a" cer- 
tain town in the States did not think the young- 
people's dances Avcre sensibly managed ; ac- 
cordingly these women began giving a series 
of well-conducted dances — the chief fcattirc of 
which was that the dancing stopped at 12 
o'clock sharp. In the same town a fortnightly 
whist club was sta|:ted '.where-., paying began 
promptly at S o'cloek: anclrstbpped at'ii^ Both 
these, efforts .were ,a -ctiscided stfccea.S/iEihd ■ to 
tliis day the ybung -people are i-eapiiig the bene- 
i.fito-fj;oin:-»them*. ■ Si- .-. '\ - ' ,;■'; - . 

^ HB'W)'Miiuch bfett^f fhtls"'i;o- niitlljig(* enter- 
tainments than to let pleasure over-ride every- 
thing as in one eastern city, where a- lady re- 
marked that it had become almost impossible 
to appoint a meeting for aiiy pliilanthropic 
work without clashing with some lady's after- 
noon card-party. 

But more important than all else an,d un- 
derlying everything is the cultivation of a dis- 
tinct purpose in life. Let an individual once 
become thoroughly imbued with the accom- 
plishment of some worthy object, and there is 
little danger that his amusements will not be 
right and be made subservient to the one. great 
purpose of his life. 



Can not church women do much toward 
directing the energies of the younger members 
into useful channels? 

There comes to my mind the beautiful life 
of a young woman in the city of Philadelphia. 
This girl, brought up amidst all the luxuries 
that wealth and fond parents could give, for a 
time after her school days were over entered 
unrestrainedly into all the pleasures dear to the 
heart of a young girl. But being a girl who 
thought for herself, she soon tired of a life 
filled with nothing but dances, theatre-going, 
etc. Being a member of a large city chuych 
she saw about her much work that a young 
woman -could do, and so, under the guidance 
of her rector, she has become his most-valued 
helper, and is dubbed by her friends, "The 
rector's curate." Although she still has some 
time for pleasure, you have only to look into 
her bright, cheery face to sec how much hap- 
pier she is than the young person who has no 
thought but the discussion of the last theatre 
play and the planning of her gown for the 
next dance. .. . 

By all means let its have, amusements and 
plenty of them, but -with otjr amusements let 
us reriiember the words of the. great Apostle, 
"Be ye temperate in all things." '

Scenic Grandeur 

Eraser Canyon is one of a great number of 
canyons. These canyons are narrow ravines 
by which the immense rivers find their way to 
the sea, and where the river, perhaps a; few 
miles before, was a mile wide. It is here com- 
pressed into a deep ravine, through which it- 
pours at immense speed. The largest of these 
is the Albert Canyon, 2,200 feet j\bove the sea, 
wlicre the train stopped. Most of the passen- 
gers got out to view the grand scenery from a 
platform specially prepared, and looked down 
.upon the river, which is 300 feet below the rail- 
way, compressed- into a boiUng,-; cauldron, 
scarcely 20 feet wides Between the mottntaiins 
on each side there is, simply the river and the 
railway, and the total width of the pass is not 
more than 40 feet. 

The population of Vancouver is 50,000, the 
city being the Pacific terminus of the railway. 
Uiitil May, 1866, its site was- covered Avith a 
dense forest: from May to July its growth was 
most rapid, but in July a fire spreading from 
the surrounding forest, swept away every 
house, but one, in the place, and with that.pne| 
exception, every building now seen has been 
erected|since that time, yancouver will be- 
come to Cana'da,- what' Sari Ftailcisco is to 
America ; it will become the- great seaport to 
China, Japan, and Australia. , The Canadian 
Pacific Railway have a splendid line of steam- 
boats to these places, which take the safest, 
shortest, and most pleasant route to the Orient. 
The salmon fishing near Vancouver is most in- 
teresting. I do not mean so much the fish as 
the salmon-canning industry at the mouth of 
the Eraser Reiver, where I ^saw the salmon - in' 
' huge heaps, placed just as you would see heap? 
of turnips or mangolds in a field. Men were 
lifting;them .with a kind of pitchfork on to 
slabs/ behirl'd which were hundreds of men and 
women (principally Japanese or Chinese) wTio 
manipulated them from the natural state, until 
they were cooked and sealed up in tins ready 
for the market in a few minutes. I will not de- 
tail to you the whole of the process, as it 
might deter you from; buying that delicious ar-;, 
tide. ' ■ ■ , ^ 

Stanley Park, Vancouver, is a splendid 
pleasure resort; it is an immense natural park, 
where the trees arc very wonderful, especially 
the cedars, which arc of immense height, and 
circumference. We drove all through the park 
in a coach and four, on which we were photo- 
graphed, and I was afterwards photographed 
in the cedar tree. We left Vancouver by the 
steamer for Victoria, which is about 80 miles 
distant, and a beautiful steam through hun- 
dfeHs of isliiids, J= 

Victoria ^has a population of 30,000 inhabi- 
tants, and is , the capital of British Columbia, 
charmingly situated on the southern extremity 
of Vancouver Island, the climate being like 
that of the south of England, Avhile the town 
is peculiarly English in all its characteristics. 
The Government buildings are magnificent, 
and there are many fine public and private 
structures. The streets are beautifully laid 
out, being very fine and wide, with a perfect 
system of electric tramways. Two miles from 
Victoria is the Esqiiinialt Harbor^' iiiyhich was 
formerly the British na'val station^ and the 
great rendezvous of the Northern Pacific fleet, 
l)ut it has now been closed as a Government 
harbor, the Government thinking they can use 
the fleet better at some other point. Victoria 
has a park of 300 acres, no less beautiful than 
Stanley Park, Vancouver. I may here men- 
tion that in all the cities of Canada they have 
preserved parks and reci-eation grounds for the 
people. 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen : 
From Victoria we crossed into America to a 
place called Seattlci fiye hours by steamer. : 
This is only half of dui- journey, which ■ com- 
prised about 7,000 miles;- but, as. I ani.only to- 
ni.ght speaking of Canada, I will- no longer de- 
tain you by detailing the 7,000 miles. returning 
through America, or else I fear I should weary 
you too much. So I will say good-night to the 
New World, with its strenuous and progres- 
sive life in the cities, its great prairies and vast 
wheat-fields, its glorious mountains, valleys 
and rivers, and to all the kind-hearted and gen- 
erous people we met, many 6f whom we can 
claim as old, and some as new, friends; and in 
the hope we may be spared to go amongst them 
once more. (Cheers.).

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FLIGHT BY AEROPLANE 

E are able to record with plifeas^ire 
that the most notable advance 
made for some time towards the 
solution of the problem of aerial 
flight has been achieved by an 
Enghshman, says Engineering. 
Since Mr. Santos Duniont made his first flight 
of 200 yards at Bagatelle in November, 1906 
(but for some reason has failed to make fur- 
ther progress), several experimenters have 
been busy with various forms of machines, in 
the hope of being able to win the Deutsch- 
Archdeacon prize of £2,000 offered for a 
flight of I kilometre. The flight was to be 
over an out-and-home co'urse rounding a mark 
500 metres distant from the .starting line, and 
starting from, and returning to, this line be- 
tween two flag-posts. Not long 'after Mr. 
Santos Dumont's success, it became known 
that Mr. H. Farmah had also achieved a fair 
amount of success with his machine, and by 
dint of practice, and of the perfecting of his 
engine, his flights were gradually increased, in 
length. In the month of November, 1907, Mr. 
Santos Dumont's and Mr. Farman's efforts 
alternately claimed the attention of the offi- 
cials of the Aero Club dc France, but while 
Mr. Dumont's attempts resulted in flights 
months before, Mr. I'arman travelled with 
little better than he had achieved twelve 
apparent certainty distances ranging from 350 
metres to 6ooMnetres, the latter figure being 
reported on both November 18 and 20. These 
were always on the straight, and for some 
time, on every attempt to'turn, the machine 
touched the ground. On December 31, it is 
reported, a flight of about i kilometre was 
made over the official course on the military 
drill-ground at Issy-le-Moulincaux at a height 
of from 4 to 6 metres above the ground, the 
kilometre being covered in i minute 28 sec- 
onds, or at a speed of 40 kilometres 909 metres 
per hour. Mr. Henry P'arman has thus won 
the Deutch-Archdeacon prize, and has suc- 
ceeded in traveling in the air, by means of an 
aeroplane, a distance further than has been 
recorded for any other such machine, with the 
exception of the invisible Wright aeroplane. 
In addition to the prize of £2,000, Mr. Far- 
man is awarded a gold medal by the Aero club 
de France; while silver-gilt medals will also 
be given to the firms of Voisin Freres and of 
Antoinette, the former being the builders of 
the aeroplane, and the latter the builders of 
the Antoinette motor. The latter firm also 
wins the gold medal offered by Mr. A. Triaca 
to the builders of the motor of the machine 
which should win the Grand Prix d'Aviation. 
The Farrnan machine consists of two sets of 
superposed planes. The Wright machine, so 
far as can be ascertained from detail* avail- 
able, and the gliders used by Chanute and 
others, consist of two superposed planes pro- 
vided with horizontal guide planes. Mr. Far- 
man's main planes are, according to the Scien- 
tific American, 33.45 ft. long and 6.56 ft. wide, 
and are placed one above the other, 4.92 ft. 
apart. Fifteen feet behind these is a second 
pair, 19.68 ft. long and 6.56 ft. wide. These 
latter planes are not parallel, the distance be- 
tween them being 5 ft. at the front and 4 ft. 
at the 1)ack. It need scarcely be said that 
the planes are arranged with their "length" at 
right angles to the direction of flight. I^e- 
tween the back planes are three vertical 
planes, of which the outer project for about 
2 ft. beyond the back edge of the horizontal 
planes, while the central vertical plane does 
not extend. fully acr.oss the horizontal pair. In 
front of the. whole' iiiachine is a pair of small 
horizontal superposed planes; -used together as 
a rudder. The aggregate area of the support- 
ing planes is, according to the figures given 
above, 697.5 square feet, — Engineering. 




^ll ET us begin with the sufficiently 

general statement that we live- in 
Canada, some of us since yester- 
day, sorne of us for six genera- 
tions. To say that we are Cana- 
dians might involve us in contro- 
vers}'; and one would be simple- 
minded, indeed, who should attempt to set 
forth within the compass of a small paper what 
the .term Canada does exactly signify. 

"Yet it is worth correcting the- impression 
which was prevalent up to a jew years, ago at 
least, that a Canadian is a idnd of Yankee, or 
an Indian, or even, necessarily, a person living 
in America who speaks French. There is 
nothing very profound in this observation, but 
it is as well that the fact should be established." 

With this definition Dr. Andrew Macphail, 
of Montreal, opened his lecture on "The Do- 
minion and the Spirit" before the May Court 
Club, Ottawa, recently, as the opening one of 
a series of lectures by different persons upon 
Canada and its affairs. 

The lecturer, among other things, said: 
"It is of some importance that we should 
make wheat to grow. The thing which is of 
more importance is that we should have aright 
season for undertaking that labor, and a right 
spirit in the doing of it. The man who makes 
two blades of wheat to grow wdiere only one 
grew before, for the mere purpose of providing 
"unnecessary food, is working with the spirit' 
and motive of a servant or a slave, even. The 
-slave works because he is compelled to; the ar- 
tist because he loves to; the fool does unneces- 
sary work because he is a fool. Each one of us 
is part slave, i)art artist, and part fool. The 
wise man is he wdio strives to be all three in 
due proportion, and succeeds in not being too 
much of any one. But the tragedy of our life 
lies in this; that the man who was designed for 
an artist is by compulsion so often a slave. It 
is merely pathetic to see the fool engaged in his 
useless task, gnd comic to see a millionaire 
continuing to work at his queer trade. 

"Work, then, in itself, is neither good nor 
bad. A man who works to keep himself out of 
mischief is only a little less vicious than the 
idler. This 'work for work's sake' is entirely 
modern ; and our present civilization is the only 
one which has ever been established upon that 
principle. To the Greek mind it was incredible 
that a free man should labor,>ven for his own 
sifpport. That wiis the busin^^ss of the"^ 'slave. 
The citizen had other occupation in corisideriitig 
how he could make the best of his life. His 
business was to think how he could govern 
himself, how he might attain to a fullness of 
life. 

"It is not the modern view that a man 
.should occupy himself with his life. AVith all 
our talk about freedom we have only sticceeded 
in enslaving ourselves. We have created for 
ourselves a huge treadmill ; and, if we do not 
keep pace, we shall fall beneath its wheels. Our 
inventions have only added to thfe perplej?ities 
of life. We ^ave created rartificial necessities 
and consume our lives in ministering to them. 

"Wc in Canada have now attained to that 
condition against wdiich woe is proclaimed. 
'W^oc unto you wdien all men shall speak well 
of you,' contains a penetrating truth. The 
vastness of our country and the weal|h of our 
resources is our song in a chorus of wonder. 
Yet we might well remember that the bulk of 
Asia was not proof against the spirit of Greece. 
There are things which we must do for the care 
of our soul ; there are things we must not do, 
if we would save our soul alive, if we are to 
have any meaning iri history. 

"Here we are outstretched three thousand 
miles ^)etwcen two oceans, squeezed in be- 
tween the frozen North and a nation from 
■which we must differentiate ourselves, unless 
we are content merely to cast our lives into 
that welter of humanit}'. We are an aggrega- 
tion of elements sufficiently diverse, separated 
from each other by mountains and wilderness, 
by language and theological dogma. But the 
difficulties are not insurinountable if we ad- 
dress ourselves to them with honesty and 
sweetness df temper. It will take a long time 
— if we measure time by the life of man — to 
compose our differences, and grow together; a 
short time if we measure time by the life of a 
nation. 

"There is much evidence that the process of 
organization will not be so slow in Canada as 
it v/as in England. The gulf between the rich 
and the poor is not impossible. To us birth is 
not a warrant entitling to po.sition, nor is it 
that sense of traditional wrong which various 
sections of older communities have inherited. 
We have no political grievances. Our public 
life is simple, and it is automatically purifying 
itself. Our newspapers are not entirely con- 
scieneless. There are many influences making 
for organic unity. Distance is losing its repell- 
ing force. We sec more of each other. We 
meet together in the universities. Education is 
becoming organized. ' Eyen:.^our school books 
are beginning to be;writt(in frdm a: Canadian, 
instead of iroiii a narrow, provmcial . .pr sedi- 
tious stahdpoirit. E:)4cept in the jjfovince ' of 
Quebec, our schools arc free from the taint of 
sectarianism, either Catholic or Protestant. 
Theological dogmas are freeing themselves 
from the spirit of hatred, and the churches are 
learning that religion is peace — peace within 
the soul, peace and goodwill to all men. 
; "The true principle of governing is to 
govern accor^iug^o., the. geniu.s of the race. 
Even is we in Canada would, we cannot depart 
from that principle. We can do no otherwise 
than as we are doing. The genius of the race 



to which we belong is to do nothing in advance 
of necessity^. Therpeople of the United States 
adopted a different pr"inciple. They imposed 
upon themselves a set of doctrines from which 
they have been striving ever since to free 
themselves. For good or bad the British Em- 
pire exists because it has been established day 
by day upon the experience of uncounted yes- 
terdays ; and so has been created a' Constitutiori; 
not on paper but sacrosanct in. our hearts. v 
y "It is fixed- in the Engiish; . m any 
given- comiiiunity has ia natural righ^' to govern 
. itself as it sees fit; that no community of white 
meii can long be governed by any other, that 
self-government is best. That is why Canada 
has been handed over to the Canadians, Aus- 
tralia to the Australians, South Africa to the 
vSouth Africans. That has been the principle 
which has always guided England in her rela- 
tions ?yith her offspring, npt.to interfere in thp 
internal af falirs of another community, an^ 
Lord Salisbury was the greatest exponent of 
this principle. 

"If we in Canada are to become afflicted 
with a madness, and take it into our heads to 
establish an anarch}'- or other outland form of 
government, I do not think that England 
would do anything more than recall to our. 
minds the fable of the silly beasts who would-, 
have a log or a stork for king ; or that other, of 
the f rog who wouldvbe an -OX. ' (^ ^.'^i ' 

"We are governed in 'otir cbnil'uct " by cbn- 
., Ventions. There is a convention of the home, 
of the club, of the dinner, of the church. These 
conventions are based upon "the laws of kind- 
ness," as the Proverbialist defines it, upon af- 
fection. They make for good manners and 
amenity of life. There should also be a con- 
vention of kindness in our larger relations, un- 
der which we would refrain' from irritating 
each other. Under the influence of this spirit 
of kindness we will abstjain from giving offence 
to Catholic or Protestant, to English or French;' 
to rich or to poor. ^ . 

"Canada is the elder brother of all who- 
have emerged from the loins of England. Poo 
long we have been indifferent to the welfare of 
each other. We have allowed our hearts to be 
hardened, and that is the worst evil which , can 
fall upon a man or a nation. 

"VVe can;telljtl^erajmuch from pur experi- 
ence, and v(re can learn of them. Especially 
,should ,w:eiibe solicitous, for South Africa, the 
,, youngest boi-n, and even for those alien breeds 
■Jysrhoiri'rWe have incorporated into the family. 
For the enrichment of our own spirit we should 
go occasionally to our old homes, wherever 
they may be, and also for the com.fort of those 
of the family who yet inhabit them. The gain 
will be more to us by the visitation of our 
friends; for we in Aiperica are living in the 
eighteenth century, an anachronism in. the;. ciy^r 
ilized world, in so far as ideas are coiicerriedl' ' 

"TJaet development of this family affection 
is, I venture to think, the true solution of the 
many problems which face the Empire. This 
tie will bind us forever: 'for many waters' the 
waters of the Seven Seas 'cannot quench love ; 
neither can the floods drown it.' So shall wc 
hand down to our children, not impaired but 
enriched this heritage which has been entrusted 
to us ; and so shall we fulfill our duty to our- 
selves and to our posterity." — Montreal Star. 

GREATEST COAL-cS^RYING; iSTJpjAM; 

The commercial and navigation interests of 
the United Stated have but receiitly awakened 
to the importance of the improvement of the 
various inland ' waterways,-- and Engineering 
says a society or congress has just been form- 
ed for the purpose of moulding and guiding 
public opinion on the subject, with a view to 
securing an annual appropriation of 50,000,000 
dols. to be expended upon definite projects of 
general, rather than local, utility. Among 
these projects, probably the most important 
will be that for the Ohio river, which is formr 
cd by tlie uniting of the Alleghany and Monon- 
gahela rivers at Pittsburg, in the Stdte of Pen-: 
sylvania, and runs somewhat southwesterly for 
966 miles to -Cairo, Illinois, where it empties 
into the Mississippi. It is, continues" Engin- 
eering, the greatest coal-carrying stream in the 
world, immense fleets of coal barges leaving 
l^ittsburg on every substantial freshet for the 
markets at Cincinnati, Ohio, Louisville,' Ken- 
tucky, New Orleans, Louisiana, and other im- 
portant commercial centres. As these rises arc 
generally confined to the winter and spring 
months, it is necessary to load the barges, and 
otherwise store the coal, during the dry sea- 
son, and then have a sufficient number of tow 
boats at hand to rush everything to market, 
and get back into port with empty barges, to 
await another rise. This ties up much capital 
in floating craft, a character of plant (jS^which 
deterioriates rapidly; and in order "to ^db-iiway 
with this expense and waste, a system of locks 
and damis has been started, and is well under 
way, whereby there may be navigable water 
in summer as well as in winter. The tows are 
so large that in order to. pass through the locks 
it is necessary to break up at each one, 'al- 
though the locks are 600 ft. long and no ft. 
wide. In order to avoid this delay in times 
of freshet, the dams are of the movable type, 
and are lowered on to the bed of the river, 
leaving it in its original condition, so that the 
boats may pass over uninjured. Not only is 
the main river to be slack-watered, but, adds 
Engineering, many of the tributaries have 
been imptcjved, or are under course of improve- 
ment. These works are fully described and
